Candida fes for SC chief iusfice 

Would reassert court's authority

Last quarter, the Supreme 
(^urT was overruled by FSU 
President Stanley Marshall. That 
move caused rumblings in 
Student Government that 
haven't yet ceased. 

Nine students are seeking 
election as student body 
president, to change the 
situation. They own the 
spotlight in tomorrow's primary 
election. 

But five other students are 
running for Supreme Court chief 
justice, an office some regard as 
"mickey mouse" and useless 
following Marshall's exercise of 
his authority. But these five 
think they can do something 
with the office. 



are Marshall Davis, Manny 
Gimenez, David Graybeal, 
Wayne Rubinas and Richard 
Shif^ro. All are sacond year law 
students. 

Marshall Davis said two of his 
primary goals are to make 
students more aware of the 
OMMts and to get some funding 
of tfie courts to make them 
more effective. Then, to make 
the court system work, it will 
require sonrieone who knows its 
weaknesses and strengths. Davis 
said he had learned these in his 
capacity of student attorney 
general for the past year. 

Manny Gimenez cited three 
reasons for his running for the 
office— the Lieberman 
controversy; an interest in the 
court system as it relates to the 
student body; and the court in 
relating to minority problems. 
Gimenez has been involved in 



with blacks for nnany years 
folk>wing his graduation. Now 
37, he graduated from Roosevelt 
University in Chicago. 

David Graybeai makes two 
mam points in his thoughts on 
the office of chief justice— the 
court's main responsibility is to 
be responsive to the people; and 
the office should not be filled by 
a popular or "political" 
candidate He emphasizes that 
he is not a politico, but that he 
seeks to make the courts 
conHMtent. 

Wayrw Rubinas said the 

events of last quarter pointed up 
two areas of concern -the need 
to restore good faith in the court 
system, and the need for judicial 
reform. Rubinas introduced, 
during last quarter's controversy, 
the motion to create a judicial 
reform commission in the law 
school to study alternatives of 



recently appointed Honor Court 

chief judge. 

Richard Shapiro said his 
recent experience in the 
Lieberman case has made him 

aware of the "many faults" of 
the student judicial system 
which he could change in the 
administrative function of chief 
[udkrial officer. Shapiro served as 
Lieberman's lej^l advisor. 

Davis said students were 
presently opting for 
administrative hearings rather 
than taking student courts m 
over half the case^. He said he 
wouM give guidance through the 
crisis of confidence^ 

Gimenez saici he was 
interested in programs for the 
people who have t\o voice, such 
as students and blacks. The

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Prospects good for home 
for FSU Women's Center

Prospects for an FSU 
Women's Center are looking up, 

say members of the committee 
promoting the project. Recent 
meetings with university vice 
presidents seem to indicate that 
a permanent home for the center 
may soon be procured. 

The Women's Committee 
seeking the center began its 
^discussions with the 
administration concerning the 
home last Friday when it met 
with Dr. Steve McClellan, vtee 
president for student affairs. 

According to Nesta King, 
spokesman for the group, 

McClellan 'Virtually assured us 
of a house in Mabry Heights 
until a more suitable place 
became vacant." 

The more suitable place 
ftterred to was the Phi Gamma 
Delta house, a building whi<^ the 
university may soon buy. The 
^ijis are currently arranging to 
either buy or lease new 
property, and to vacate their 
present premises on Jefferson 
Street within a year. 

The Women's Center 
committee met yesterday with 
Robert Peirce, yke president for 
administrative affairs, about the 
present university structures 
available for use. 

Peirce gave them the 
technical informatkm necessary, 
refrained from telling the 
^"^n whether or not it was 
^finite that they could receive 
land now occupied by the 



Fijis. 

"Such decisions are made in 
the vice president for student 
affairs' office," he said. 

McClellan, presently in 
Washington, will meet with the 
women for a definite decision 
Wednesday. 

"We're very encouraged 
about the possibilities for 
obtaining the house we want," 
King said. "Of course, nothing is 
definite until Wednesday, but 
we're ready to accept 
McClellan's offer." McClellan 
was unavailable for comment 
Monday. 

King said that the committee 
women were quite satisfied 

about the possibilities of the Fiji 
house, describing it as a 



"beautiful facility." 

"We'll be more than willing 
to help the Fijis arrange the 
technicalities of their move if we 
can be of service," she said. 
'Their move will be a great thing 
for them, giving them more 
independence from the 
university administration; and of 
course for us too." 

The Women's Center, as 
described by both King and 
Helen Horn, another member of 
the center committee, will be a 
headquarters for practical 
courses such as carpentry, bask: 
electronics and automobile 
mechank:s, as well as women's 
studies. It will also provide 
discussion groups, a standing 
library and programs tailored to 
women's needs.

Jack Lieberman could be 

Lieberman, dismissed from 

the universffy, lost his bid to be 

reinstated at FSU in federal 

court two weeks ago, bjt U.S. 

District Judge David 

Middtebrooks has not yet ruled 

on whether he can instruct CPE 

courses as a guest or fuil-time 

lecturer. 

According to Kent Spriggs, 

Lieberman's attorney, two key 
points are yet to be ruled on. 



They include Lieberman's right 
to lecture on campus in the 
non-credit courses as well as the 
university's right to set up 
guklelines for CPE. 

Spriggs maintains that 
Lieberman's constitutkHwl rights 
of freedom of speech have been 
denied by Marshall's refusal to 
let Lieberman continue his 
course, 'The Coming American 
Socialist Revolutk>n." 

Marshall has thraatened to 
arrest Lieberman if he tries to 
teach the course again on 
campus. One of the conditions 



of Lieberman's dismissal was 
that he sever all formal tiat with 

CPE 

Spriggs said that no new 
testimony will be heard in the 
trial.

$442,000 in cash and other 
valuables at a local brarich of the 
Swiss Bank Corporation and 
ordered them held there. 

Zurich District Attorney 
Peter Veleff said the Swiss franc 
account was opened on May 27,

Raised a Baptist, Jolley 
said he has no religious 
objections, but consklers the 
draft "involuntary servitude." 
He favors a volunteer army. 

In Canada, he renounced his 
citizenship, but quietly returned 
to the United Stotes in late 
1968. 

When Immlgratton authorities 
heard of it, they ordered Wm 
deported and the order ¥»s 
upheld by the U.S. Circuit Court 
Appeals in New Orleans.

FEA president 

responds 

to uninterested 

Editor: 

In your January 24 edition 
you published a letter which said 
that some faculty were not 
interested in faculty 
organizations. We are well aware 
that there are many who feel 
this way, and we endorse 
requests for "equal time" for 
those who individually feel no 
need to join. 

On the other hand, we 
cannot accept inferences that 
anyone speaks for any "silent 
majority" of the faculty, that we 
speak for no one but ourselves, 
that we are "agitating" about 
anything, that the 
administration and other 
"outside" forces necessarily 
oppose us (or we them), nor that 
in joining with one of our 
organizations a faculty member 
would be "faced with yet 
another layer of bareaucracy." 

We do believe that the 
majority of the faculty who may 
remain silent includes: (1) those 
who may be satisfied with the 
system as it now exists, and (2) 
those who oppose a system 
which continues to reward some 
in increasing measure while 

denying rewards to others \Nho 
merit rewarding. We have no 
way of knowing, until tome 

election is held, whether some 
combination of the two groups 
mentioned (those who are 
satisfied, and those who oppose 
the present system) wiM form a 
majority. 

Our appeal to the first group 
is in the name of simple justice, 
and we make it, even though 
they might have something to 
gain in the short run by 
continuing the present system. 
Our appeal to the second group, 
which now consists of a clear 
majority of the teaching faculty 

(sinoe ttie miyority have received 
no rmees or raises less then the 
rise in the cost of living) is in the 



interest cf correctwn of a 

faculty system. 

Although the- numbers of 
faculty presently enrolled m our 
three organizations combined is 
considerably less than a majority 
of the faculty, we feel that our 
cause IS just, that management 
has failed to correct the 
situation, and that a majority of 
faculty will one day join us in 
Gorrecting it. 

Unless some r>ew system of 
rewards is developed, we feel 
that Florida State University is 
put in the embarrassing position 
of claiming excellence in the 
face of the facts that: (1) over 
half of its teaching faculty are 
treated as though they lacked 
merit, and (2) management has 
permitted this to continue while 
accepting large "merit" increases 
for themselves. In e period d 
scarce resources, the use of 
limited amounts reveals a point 
of view to which we are 
opposed. We honestly feel that 
no greet university cen be built 
in that feshion.

Education, re-apportionment, 
taxes before 1972 solons

The Senate Ways and Means 

Committee, meeting on the eve 
of convening of the historic 
1972 legislature, voted Monday 
to introduce a bill expanding the 
new corporate profits tax to 
take a bigger bite from Florida 
banks. 

The bill, which must conne 
back to committee for public 
hearing and action, would tax 
the interest on Florida state and 
municipal bonds and federal 
bonds held by banks. 

The present tax covers only 
the interest on non- Florida state 
and local securities held by these 
banks, and the estimate is that 
expanding it will take another 
"several million dollars" in taxes 
from banks. 

Proposals that the state take 
over ail public school financing, 
even if it requires a hike in the 
sales tax to foot the bill, and 
that big cities be given a larger 
share of the state tax dollar by 
diverting revenue from small 
towns also highlighted the 
session eve meeting of the 
powerful Ways and Mrans 
Committee. 

Education, both its structure 
and financing, is far arui away 
the top priority of the sesskKi 
which is expected to run as 
much as 30 days overtime 
because this is the year for 
reshuffling state and 
congressional lawmaking seats to 
recognize population shifts and 
growth over the past decade. 

Local government financing, 
consumer protection and land 
use as well as restructuring 
environmental agencies are other 
fnajor items before the session 
which opens at 10:30 a.m. with 
brief addresses by huse 
Speaker Richard Pettigrew, 

D Miami, and Senate President 
Jerry Thomas, D-Riviera Beach. 

At 11 a.m., the lawmakers 
9ither in joint se^ion in a 
flower-bedecked House chamber 
^or an address by Gov. Reubin 
Askew which aides promised 
would be "very significant." 

Askew, who promised that 
h« program wilt be "short on 
•terns but long on substance," 
^5 kept the specifics under 
w^aps, although the major areas 
0^ concern have been fully aired. 

"There won't be any 
^*^ing news, but it'll be very 
significant," Press Secretary Don 
said of the talk which 
Reportedly would not be finished 
Jl'^til the wee hours and is 
running loner than we had 
hoped."

Consolidating agencies

^l^matic proposal that will

Two influential state senators 
suggested Monday the prison 

overcrowding problem could be 
alleviated by merging city and 
county jails into . a statewide 
consolidated prison system. 

S«n. Ken Myers, D-Miami, 
Chairman of the Health, Welfare 
and Institutions Committee, told 
a Ways and Means 
Subcommittee it should study 
the feasibility of a "statewide 
merged prison system." 

Sen. Louis De La Parte, 
D-Tampa, Chairman of the full 
Ways and Means Committee, 
said he agreed. "All local jails 
should be under the control of 
the state," De La Parte told 
newsmen after the meeting. 

But Wainwright told the 
subcommittee he will order the 
prisons closed again any time in 
the future the prisons become 
too overcrowded. Hillsborough 
County Sheriff Malcolm Beard 
told the senators he consklered 
the closing illegal. 

De La Parte had asked the 
subcommittee to h o I d t h e 
hearing to hear testimony again 
from Wainwright on whether use 
of k)cal facilities had been 
considered before the prison 
system was closed to new 
prisoners last month. 

De La Parte said use of local 
facilities, such as city and 
county jails, could possibly have 
prevented the ctosing. 

Hillsborough County off fcials 
said they had developed a plan 
of keeping low-risk prisoners 
from that area in local jails 
rather than sending them to the 
state, but Wainwright said he 
had not been informed of the 
plan. 

Doyle Simmons, director of 
the jail system in Tampa and 
Hillsborough County, said 
merging the city and county jails 
there had alleviated tocal 
overcrowding problems. 



Myers said a statewide system 
oouki include not only alt 
physkari facilities-city, county 
and state-but couki provide 

coordination of all stages of 
dealing with prisoners-"from 
arrest and incarceration through 
release, and possibly probation 
and parole merged into that 

entity." 

De La Parte sakI the concept 
would provide a nK>re unified 
effort to rehabilitate prisoners 
rather than just putting them 
behind bars. 

"We've got to go beyond the 
brk:k and mortar to a total 
concept system," he sakJ. 

Wainwright said studies had 
been made of the possibility of 
regkHial jails but he had not had 
an opportunity to discuss them 
with legislators. 

But he said he would not 
hesitate to close the prisons 
again in the future if the number 
of inmates at the receiving and 
processing center at Lake Butler 
rose above 1,200 as it dkl when 
he ordered the ck)sing last 
month. 

"Unlefs directed by the 
Secretary or Governor, I have no 
intentkm to alkiw more than 
1 ,200 inmates to be stacked into 

Lake Butler," Wainwright told 
the subconunittee. 

He sakl there "was and 
definitely is" a crisis and that 
the closing was "necessiry and 

not geared" to influence 
appropriations hearings. 

Beard said he was "shocked 
and amazed" when he learned of 
VMiwri0ht's order ctosing the 
pnsons to new mtmm last 
month. 

"To say tfiat the pnson 

system was closed was whet I 
^;,,„jiaered an illegal act," Beard 
told the subcommittee. "It was 



about like me saying 
Hillsborough County jails were 
ckMed. It was abrupt, illegal and 
unnecessary."

Members of 
our party were wholly responsible for the 
creation of the new Women's Center, and 
we are currently making progress toward 
a women's studies program. The founders 
of the movement to restore visitation 

rights are in ASP. We have produced 
concrete results, not stale, holk>w 
rhetoric. 

But we are more interested in having 
you vote for us on the basis of new 
proposals rather than past 
accomplishments.

of electrical energy 



A Florida State physicist is 
.king on a revolutionary 
...Hn.que to tap a new source of 
. al energy at a time when 
^ natural fuel supplies are 
,'^„d!y dwindling. His work 
,e^resents harnessing and tanning 
^ hydrogen bonnb to deliver 
inassive quantities of electricity 
^ery cheaply. 

Florida State's Dr. Anthony 
Colleraine and Dr. Bogdan 
V^gich of Rutgers University 
are working on the technological 
:)foblems of a nuclear fusion 
icq) reactor, the ultimate energy 
generator. When perfected, a 
fusion reactor will provide cities 
,v th electricity by burning 
, jterium, a relatively abundant 
element. A little under an ounce 
of it can be found in each cubic 
yard of sea water. 

Colleraine said the annount of 
deuterium in a fusion reactor at 
any one time is very small and 
;herefore remarkably safe. In 
• dd tion, there are no 
radioactive waste products from 
such a reactor. 

The element is also very 
economical. Colleraine said a 
::ty the size of Tallahassee could 
let all its electrical energy, at 
jresent some 240 megawatts, 
trom a fusion reactor that would 
consume the deuterium in about 
one bucket of sea water each 
Tiinute. He said the sea water 
wuld not be harmed in any 
way; after the extraction of the 
deuterium, the water could be 
returned, otherwise unaltered, to 
the sea where it would continue 
to support aquatic life. 

The physicist believes it is 
possible that pure research on 
^hese frontiers of physics mny 
[Jfovide the answer to a serious 
wrW problem, "which is in this 
case, our deepening energy 
^'sis." He said it now appears 
cenain that natural gas and oil 
^e^erves will have been 
exhausted within 100 years and 
deposits, while still 
adequate, "are becoming 
'"creasingly costly to mine."

Colleraine said efforts to 
control the fusion reaction, so 
that energy can be released in 
modest amounts when needed, 
have occupied plasma physicists 
In laboratories around the world 
for decades. All attempts so far 
to start the fusion reaction in 
the laboratory have failed, 
mainly because of the very high 
temperatures which the 

deuterium fuel must reach 
before It will ignite and burn. 

Maglich and Colleraine have 
been building a model which will 
allow them to study the stable 
pMticles of pions, which appear 
to act as the glue which builds 
the protons and neutrons in the 
nucleus of an atom and makes it 
stable. The pions have short 
I i f e t i m e s — a b o u t one 
ten-millionth of a second elapses 
between the birth and d^th of 
each particle.

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(Editor's note: Marianne High School has 
been the scene of racist troubles for severs^ 
weeks recently, climaxing with a march to the 
Capitol Thursday.) 

I stand facing my alma mater, her red brick 
entrance with its antiquated roughness. Each 
brick separates itself from the whole. Yet the 
whole is a combination of all. 

I first came to Marianne High in the summer 
of '65. I came to enshrine my name to the 
times, in search of that moment in the 
oblivious future when, reminiscing, I could 
proclaim: "Eddie Bell was a part of it. He was 
a part of the revolution of '65." 

So along with 30 others, I came to Marianna 
High, a school not built for blacks. But, we 
were black and we were there to stay. 

Integration came to Marianna High 102 years 
after the Emancipation Proclamation, and 11 
years after Brown vs the Board of Education. It 
came in '66 only after a court order to 
integrate or k>se federal funds. 

Why did we come? There were good 
reasons— better facilities, better instruction, and 
a thousand more betters. The school systems of 
the South were separate, but never equal. 

Facilities and instruction? What value does 
such talk have upon teenagers with glory in 
their eyes? No, ft was the novelty of the 
situatkxi that attracted most of us. 

But after a few months, the novelty 
disappeared, leaving only boredom. Our moment 
in history languished into many nx)ments of 
frustration and disillijsionment. The futility of 
being a part of something that I couki never 



innately be a part of cancered the best years of 
my life-years that are forever lost. This was 
the price I paid for that moment of interaction 
with history. 

So seven years after the historical moment, I 
stand before my alma mater. Searching for 
those U>st years, knowing they are forever tost. 
Yet, I am comforted. The school had tost too. 

On this c|uiet afternoon, the serenity it 
presents is a fake. Inwardly, its walls are crying 
for a lost peace— a peace not known for seven 
years. This was the price the school paid. The 
peace of iu lily-white existence was gone 
forever. 

And so be it with progress. In gaining the 
new, we lost something of the old. 

Two unreconcilable forces confronted each 
other on that hot summer day in '65. The 
all-white school confronted the black child and 
vice-versa. The confrontation was traumatic to 
both. 

Yet neither was to blame -both being 
protected by the innocence of the present, the 
now. 

Somewhere in the past, the seeds of di^^ 
were sown which the now was reaping. Tne 
influence of the past on the present, truly. 
the greatest tragedy of life. 

Sneaking one last look at the red Bricks with 
their antiquated roughness and the mortar that 
holds them together, a question anses and 
lingers in my mind: 

"Is it too late?"

Nuclear power 

good or evil 



By mistake an operator of the NRX reactor at CKalk River, 

Ontario opened four valves actuating control rods in the nuclear 
reactor at the plant. The rods lifted out of the reactor core, 
ncreasing the chain reaction, which in turn actuated red safety lighu 
on the control desk upstairs. 

IStoticing the red lights, the supervisor on duty went downstairs 
and immediately closed the valves, thereby thinking the mistake had 
Jeen corrected. However, the rods returned only far enough into the 
core to turn off the red safety lights on the control desk. 

Telephoned instructions by the supervisor from the floor to 
another operator at the control desk were misinterpreted and as a 
result, another four rods of the total of twelve were withdrawn from 

the core! 

Emergency procedures were immediately put into effect. Heavy 

water was released into the core to stop the reactor. Sirens in the 
reactor building began sounding, indicating radioactivity in the air. 
The entire plant was evacuated. Effective functioning of emergency 
procedures prevented injury during the accident and although many 
were exposed to radiation, the exposure was relatively mild. The 
reactor core was destroyed. Time— December, 1952. 

in England, at Windscale Pile No. 1, another emergency occurred 
which was far more serious than the one at Chalk River. Failure of 

fuel cells within the reactor core caused the nuclear reactor to 
increase out of control. Attempts to remove the badly damaged fuel! 
cells were ineffective and the decision was made to destroy the pile. 
However, before these emergency precautions were put into effect, 
large amounts of radioactivity were emitted from the reactor 
through high plant smokestacks. 

Fortunately, the immediate . surrounding area was sparsely 
inhabited. Cows grazing in the area were removed from pasture, and 
the milk produced after the accident destroyed. The radioactive 
cloud created by Windscale moved eastward and affected a large 

Dortion of England and northern Europe. The Danish, ^4etherlands, 
Belgian and French governments in sharp diplomatic notes expressed 
•heir concern about the inaease in radioactivity in their countries. 
Time-1959. 

In 1961, a tragic accident occurred at a small training reactor ir 
Idaho. An explosion in the reactor killed the three men tending it, 

and discharged a small amount of radioactivity into the surroundin| 



area. 



The United States government has undertaken the responsibility 
of determining the extent of public use and safety' requirements i 
the development of nuclear reactors in this country. Most of th

The WASH-740 report of 1957 stated a "typical" reactor locatejd 
near a large body of water, about 30 miles from a major city, coulp 
create an accident killing as many as 3,400 people and injuring 
another 43,000. Property damage could be in the neighborhood f 
^ billion, laying radioactive waste to thousands of »aes of lar<d 

surrounding the reactor site. Even though the possibility of such a 
catastrophe occurring is minute, every precaution should be ttken o 
protect human life and property. 

The Price-Anderson Act was passed in 1957 putting the United 
States government in the insurance business. This radical venture 
•"to the private sector of business by the government effectivdiy 
Pa«es the risk of the reactor industry on to the taxpayer. It me^TS 
that an operator of a nuclear reactor will get as much insurance as he 
possibly can from private sources and the government will pl^ce 
another $500 million on top. The private insurance industry py 
banding together, was able to come up with $74 million by 19(f7. 
B"t this in total is only 14 percent of the worst possible accident 
of $7 billion. I 

Utility companies are reluctant tc enter the costly fieW of New 
capital for nuclear plant construction unless they are assured ojf a 
^o^tmumg insurance program to cover the operation of these plarj^ts 

The technok>gical change which began at Hiroshima ^fv.ii 
eventually expand to play the dominant role in this country's energy 
Production. President Nixon assured this trend with his reoent 
*"thorization for the construction of a breeder reactor plant tc^ oe 
^structed in the eastern part of the United States. 1

Shevin condifiojiaff/ backs abortion law

Attorney GantrtI RotMrt L. 
Shtvlo'i office urged the State 

Supreme Court Tuesday to 
uphold Florida's 104yearold 
abortion law, but conceded 
that the law should be aimed 
only at tmqualffied quacks 
performing frequently fatal 
abortions. 

Shevin's top assistant in the 
field, Raymond L. Marky, told 
the court that abortion should 
be a medical matter between a 
woman and her doctor up to 
the point of "quickening," the 
tine when an unformed 
organism becomes a viable 
fetus. He said there is medical 
uncertainty about the time of 
"quickening," generally 
thought to be about 12 weeks. 

Marky also noted that there 
is considerable medical and 
legal disagreement over the 
morality of the operatkMi. 

"At both ends, the courts 
are putting tfwir own value 
judgements," said Marky. "I'm 
only urging that you resist the 



temimtion to settle ell lociel 
ills in a judictel foruia*' 

Attorney Marvin Emory of 

Miami, representing a Cuban 
doctor accused of performing 
an abortion, argued that the 
1868 law is an unconstitu- 
tional invasion of a woman's 
privacy. He also said that 
because the law permits 
abortion only to save a 
woman's life, it discriminates 
against women who are 
h^lthy erKMi^ to withstand 
prec^ncy. 

Shevin sat by silently in the 
crowd of about 30 curious 
onlookers during the hour-long 
oral arguments over abortion. 
He did not partk:ipate in the 
proceedings, but congratulated 
both sides afterward. 

Emory pointed out that the 
law makes no specific mention 
of doctors, but Marky said this 
is an obvious assumption 
because no one else would be 
qualified to decide when 
abortion is necessary to save a 
life. 

Marky also said the 



customary definition of "life" 
in the U.S. and Florida 
Constitutions presumes e 
happy, healthy life-not ji«t 

continued existence. 

Marky said the court could 
uphold the law on those 
terms, presuming that it would 
only allow doctors to perform 
abortions and let them

The discussion over the 
eged expense and inadequacy 
the FSU Food Services 
monopolized the "gripe 
hearing" Monday night. 

Victor Wurtzel, a junior, 
said he had done extensive 
research on ARA Slater's 
activities at FSU. Wurtzel 
charged that the food service 
failed to provide adequate, low 
cost food in correspondence to 
retail prices, especially for 
students who stayed on 
campus and depended on 
Union food. 

Wurtzel, who said he had 
visited Cornell and other major 
universities, said of FSU, "I 
haven't tasted worse food in 
my life." 

He declared the food plan 
deceptive and, using the 
records of the certified public 
accountant for ARA at FSU, 
revealed a profit over a 
hundred per cent. 

"The food plan here has 
failed in my opinion," he said. 
"Something can be done." He 
asserted that although ARA 
has done a good job at other 
schools, the overall quality of 
the food served here had 
iecreased whereas the prices 
lad increased. 

After Wurtzel's charges and 
(}ther similar complaints, 
Robert Peirce, vice president 
for administration, replied that 
"^ery complaint in regard to 
'^e food gets thorough 
esponse, and that comments 
-an be made directly to Food 
Manager Jerry Grubb. 

In reply to Wurtzel's 
condemnation of the food 



plan, Peirce said, "If getting all

"613" said the drug's initial 
effects are deceptive and users 
have the tendency to eat more 
when the drug doesn't 
imme<jRately take effect. This 
in turns causes the user to 
"OD."

looks out of place 
in athletic world

(DPI) -Watching Laura Gibbons tape a lithe but mangled knee 
in Fkirkli Stltt's drafty Montgomery Gym, one wonders what i 
kMity ioim liw thb Is doing in a net giri Ukt that. 

The btondc with the big turquoiw ayat teams oddly out of 
place in the decidedly la$$-than-fanninina worW of womtn$ 
athletics. 

"I won't throw the shot put," said Gibbons, a 21 year old 
physical aducation major from Miami. "That's one thing i just 
won't do." 

What she will do is throw the javalin, spin tha discus, dribble 
basketballs and spike volleyballs-and all batlar than any other 

women at FSU. 

Laura attributes the rolled-up cartilage of her weakened left 
knee to an accunHilation of several years of athletics, rather than 
any specific accident. Mostly, it was baskadMll, volleybalL "and 
all that jumping," she says. 

The knee bothers her only a little in track, nrwstly toward 
the end of a long meet. 

Laura holds the FSU records with the discus, a respectaoie 
heave of 11 1 feet and the high jump (4'8") but says she has 
done better with both in practice. 

She placed seventh among the nation's women javelin 
throwers with a 136-foot toss in the girls' and women's sports 
national finals at East Washington State University in Cheney, 
Wash., last year. 

Her best effort with the javelin, not officially recorded, is 
more than 150 feet and her highast jump, also done in practice, 
is 4'11". Her relay team also won tha 440 in state meets here 
and at the University of Florida, but she modestly forgets the 
official timing. 

Laura figures she could have a shot at the Olympics if she 
got really serious about sports, but that takes too much time 
and more dedk:ation than she's willing to put in. Plus, she 
prefers to keep her 5-10, 145-pound figure girlish, unlike many 
of her muscle-laden cohorts in tha FSU division of girls and 
women's athletics. 

"I don't know if I'm quite good enough," she said when 
asked about future athletic prospects. 

"Mayba If I got into tha top four with the javelin-but that's 
practice, practice, practice— you've got to be really dedicated and 
I've got too many other interests." 

Between tennis, track, basketball and volleyball, Laura is not 
sure how many medals and trophies she has accumulated in her 
four years at FSU. 

Offhand, she can rammbar six first place medals and two for 
second place in track events, four in tennis, and "a few wort in 
basketball," but seems disinterested in the loot.

Art Teele and Danny 
Petrodangeio finished only 
t^o votes apart in first and 
jecor^d place in yesterday's 
Siuderit Body elections, and 
^\\\ meet in a run off 
Wednesday to determine the 
next student body president. 

Oon Muse, who finished 
third in the race, announced 
last night he is endorsing 
Pietrodangelo. After hearing of 

Muse's decision Teele said he 
ivas considering withdrawing 
^'om the race. 

Teele and Pietrodangelo led 
the pack of nine candidates 
with 1138 and 1136 votes 
respectively, and were followed 
Ov Muse's strong third place 
finish of 1009 votes. 

Soon after the results were 
official, Muse officially 
endorsed Pietrodangelo. Teele 
told the Flambeau that he had 
asked the Elections 
Commissioner Robert Young 
and the Attorney General 
Marshall Davis what procedures 
would be required for him to 
withdraw from the runoff. 

Teele said he might 
Withdraw if it would force 
Viuse and Pietrodangelo into 
the runoff. If Muse and 



Pietrodangelo went into a 
runoff, Teele said he would 
launch a write-in campaign to 
beat both of the candidates. 

Teele was disturbed at the 
possibility of a deal between 
the two, but Pietrodangelo 
said, "There was no deal 
involved. I don't make deals." 

Pietrodangelo said, "The 
whole move by Teele looks 
like some kind of political 
gimmicky." 

4678 students voted in the 
election. Following Muse in 
the tally were Nesta King, 634 
votes; James Parish, 256; Phil 
Halstead, 228; Karen Pewitt, 
1 1 6; Ron Baumgarten, 90; and 
Royal Crane, 71. 

The vote showed a 

resounding victory for 
"student-oriented" programs, as 
both Teele and Pietrodangelo 
had emphasized that promise. 
Teele had pledged to "nnake 
life more liveable/' while 
Pietrodangelo had promised toj 
improve the daily existence of 
students.

Front runners: Run-off to be close

Jubilant front runners Art 
Teele and Danny Pietrodangelo 

last night predicted a nip and 
tuck battle in the next week's 
Student Government 
presidential run-off. 

Teele, a second year taw 
student from Tallahassee, 
running on the All Together 
Party ticket, said he expects 
tough competition in next 
Wednesday's run-off. 

"The numbers tonight say 
we came in first, but they 
also show more votes cast 
against us than for us," he 
said . "It's pretty clear we're 
going to have to dig in and 
give another run for it." 

Teele, with a total of 1,138 



votes, edged out Pietrodangelo 
with a two vote margin to 
take the top position in the 

presidential race. 

Pietrodangelo W£jS estatic 
when he first heard he was in 
the run-off. As for campaign 
strategy, Pietroangeb said his 
Student Progressive Party 
would make an all out effort 
in the final election. 

"We're going to concentrate 
on the dorms, and start talking 
to people in an effort to win 
them over to our way," "said 
the senior communications 
major from rtollywood, Fla. 

Voice's Don Muse was the 
big surprise of the race, 
trailing the two winners by 
130 votes. His party held a 
meeting after the results were 



made public and voted to 
support Pietrodangek>. Muse 
said that he agreed with his 

party's action. 

Nesta King, who made the 
biggest news of the campaign 
when she was arrested for 
handing out abortkKi referral 
material, expressed 
dissapointment in her fourth 
place finish. 

"My distant fourth place 
surprised me," she said. "1 
thought there was more 
political consck>usness on this 
campus than the voting 
showed." 

She said her party would 
meet soon to decide which 
candidate they would support 
for electk>n.

House Education Commtttee yesterday gave final approval to 
bills abolishing the Board of Regents and o-eating and advivory 
Board of Trustees for the university system. 

The proposals are part of the education reorganization plan ^ 
which would strip the cabinet of its educatK)n duties and 

The proposals are part of the education reorganization plan 
which would strip the cabinet of its education duties and create 
an appointive education board to govern all levels of education 
from kindergarten through universities. 

Under the plan the trustees would have merely advisory 
duties and would exercise only the adminstrative powers 
delegated to it by the over-all education board, which would 
have final authority. 

Without discussion the committee finalized the 12-6 vote it 
gave last week to the bill abolishing the BOR and then debated 
the trustees bill before voting 17-9 for it. 

J. J. Daniel of Jacksonville, Chairman of the Regents, said he 
thought the existing board of regents ¥vas the best system of 
governing the unhwrsities, but as an alternative the trustees 
would be "very workable."

A bill which would change the duties of the student body 
vice-president will i)e on the ballot Feb 9, for students to decide 
on. 

An amendment to Article II would change the vice-president 
duties in the Student Senate by removing the duty of presiding 
over the Student Senate. The presiding officer of tfie Senate 
would be elected from the Student Senate. The second measure 
calls for eliminating the qualification that a person have at least 
a junior to hold the office. 

The second amendment to Article III, would make the vice 
president a general coordinator of cabinet projects and direct the 
vice president to direct student grievancts and idaas to jthe 
proper student government functionary.

Persons deserving of liberation, who have been 
collectivized by society through no particular 
<tesire of their own, &re children. Chilcfren of all 
89es, up to what is called "the age of majority," 

are virtually without rights- wards of their parents 

and the state. 

Consider the child, approximately ten to fifteen 
years old, who is having a rough time with his or 
parents, and who wants to leave home and 
®^blish a residency somewhere else. What are 
^he possible actions that this child nnight take? 

the child leaves home without the consent of 
the parents, the state calls it "running away" and 
state has the power to W^rehend that child 
send the child back to his or her parents. 
Even if the parents consent to the child's 
•^^ving home at such a seemingly early age, there 
still many restrictions besetting an eager 
young person attempting to become self-sustaining. 

^'^uancy laws, which require attendance at an 
educational institution until tN age, usually, of 
^'«een, make it difficult for a child to hold down 
^ job at the same time the child is attending 
^1 fulltime. 

But even if the child could go to work instead 
to school, there are laws which do not permit 
^^Ployers to hire persons under tfie so-called 
'^"d labor laws."

Particular job are satisfactory to the child, and if 

^ child voluntarily accepts the job, then there 

^'^'ns no reason why that child should be denied 

iob, unless the potential employer has an

abjection. 

Young persons are prevented from achieving 

liberation while they are young, the, by laws 
which prevent them from "running away," by laws 
fl^ich coerce them to go to school, and by laws 
ivhich prevent them from getting decent fullt me 
obs - ¥^ien they are capable of handling the Job 
duties. 

To make the situation worse, if the behavior of 

bound-to-the family child is unsatisfactory to 
that child's parents, the parents have the right, or 
rather the privilege (with the backing of the state) 
committing the child to a "correctional 
institution." 

For some parents, committing their ehitd to a 

correctional institution takes the place of kicking 

child out of the home (for being an 
unmindful parasite), which, by law, the parents are 

jnot alk>wed to do. 

This unjustice atone leads me to suggest that 
after a certain reasonable age (say age ten>, a child 
should be altowed to leave home if that, in fact, 

is what the child or parent desires. 

The conditions for the child's living for free 
off the parents should be the perogativc of the 
parents, and if the child wants to live by the 
parents' rules vl^»l•le Ihfing off the partents' 
money, then fine. It is the diikJ's responsibility to 
obey them. 

On the other hand, if the chiW does not Infe 
according to the rules of the parents, and hassles 
devetop. then not only should the child be 
altowiDd to freely leave home, but the child's 
parents shouW be free to kick the chiW out if the 



child does not live up to his or her 

responsibilities. 

Responsibilities that are not reasonable, of 
course, present good cause to leave home early. 

And if a child could leave home early without 
having to worry about being pidMd up by the 
police for being a truant or a runaway, and it 
children weren't cMscriminated against in the 
present job market, young persons leaving home 
could walk the streets confidently as individuals 
who have become free and self-responsible. 
(Children staying at home, of course, could be as 
free as their parents would let them be.) 

Instaad, young persons leavmg home head 
straigl^ for the "underground," where, safely 
hidden from"normar society, they fall into the 
company of evaders of the law. 

Often enough, ironically, these "evaders of the 
law", like the children, are also criminals without 
victims (such as drug users and drug dealers, 
prostitutes or vagrants), meaning that, like the 
cWWren who did nothing coercive to become 
criminals, there are dozens, if not hundreds, if not 

thousands of other instances where bad laws have 
created cnnninals out of basically non-violent, but 
unorthodox individuals. 

The oonoept of chMd iibeMiofi is • touchy one 
for those stiH thinking in the s tfeu ^ iype s of 
Chartes Dickens. But If we went to be as true as 

possible to the concept of liberation for the 

individual, then the concept of child liberation 
deserves further consideration.

According to these students, 
Campus Security has exerted 
itself above artd beyond the 
call of duty when it comes to 
giving parking tickets. 

Take the case of Robert 
Meale, who was given a 
parking ticket while taking his 
girlfriend to the infirmary-and 
who had a hospital permit.

I have elected to answer 
^he questions by stating my 
views (and in some cases 
reviewing the relevant facts) on 
the issues to which your eight 
questions relate. This appears 
to be a more useful way to 
,xpress myself on these 
matters than by addressing 
myself to the questions in 
turn. 

First, I believe the 
Flambeau's readers should have 
the benefit of your letter to 
and I, therefore, reproduce 

t here: 

"These are the questions 
which we wish to ask you. I 
hope you will answer these as 
soon as possible. I hope to 
print your answers in a 
column, which you may write 
m any style you desire. 

1. Do you support full 
demoaatic and constitutional 
guarantees for students? 

2. If not, where do you 
think administrative prerogative 
ends and the rights of students 
begin?

unnecessary under the facts of 

the Lieberman case (which I 
assume is the predicate for 
your questions). I have been 
advised by ooimet that it is 
not settled law whether legal 
counsel is required in major 
disciplinary hearings in colleges 
and universities. However, 
notwithstanding this fact, it is 
public knowledge that 
Lieberman had benefit of 
couneel. He was represented by 
a member of the Florida Bar 
at all stages of the proceedings 
on the merits of the charges 
against him. 

Furt^, a oomprehensive 
resporvse to the questions you 
have directed would necessitate 
an extensive discussion of the 
case law in the area of student 
discipline. Obviously, I shall 
not attempt to recite all ol 
the relevant cases in the area 
of student discipline. In this 
regard, I suggest only that 
many of these cases were 
discussed by Judge 
Middlebrooks in his Opinion, 
which you have discussed in 
part in the f\atvbeau. It would 
be necessary, in my opinion, 
for you to publish in its 
entirety his Opinion if you are 
to treat adequately the 
questions you have directed to 
me. I shaU not ^tempt to 
engage in legal arguments or 
debate of Judge Middlebrooks' 
Opinion. I am not an attorney, 
and further the facts of the 
most recent disciplinary actfon 
taken against Lieberman, 
including the University's rules 
and regulations comprising 
both the charges against 
Lieberman and the procedural 
steps followed, are well 
known. The University deemed 
the charges justified, the 
procedures fair, and the 
determination of Lieberman's 
guilt supported by substantial 
evidence. Further debate on 
this matter would also be 
unnecessarily repetitive. 

Assuming, as I must, that 
your concern is with those 
constitutional protections of 
freedom of speech and due 
process as applied to the 
campus, I believe that the 
University has not only 
allowed for, but has actively 
promoted these basic 
guarantees as they are 
applicable within the 
University setting. That the 
University supports the 
constitutional guaranty of free 
speech is demonstrated both in 
our Rights and Responsibilities 
document and by expre«ion 
of the widest range of views 
on the campus by both 
outside speakers and our own 
students. It has never been my 
practice to prevent any person 
from exercising his right of 
speech on the campus merely 
because of the unpopularity of 
his views. This, too, has been 
demonstrated. What you seem 
to question-and here I refer 
specifically to the editorial of 
January 14, 1972, in the 
Flambeau-is whether there 
can ever be an abuse of 



freedom of speech. I infer 
from your editorial that you 
believe there caruiot be an 
abuse of free s p ee ch as 
guaranteed by the 
Constitution. Althou^ I am 
not a lawyer, I believe I state 
the law with accuracy when I 
say that there can indeed be 
an abuse of free speech, in 
worcto or action, not within 
the protectk>n of the First 
Amendment. To my 
knowledge, the courts have 
never held that every form of 
conduct is protected merely 
because it is an expressk>n of 
protest or because it is 
purported to be an exercise of 
free speech. Moreover, those 
precedents defining the 
exercise of First Amendment 
rights take into account the 
setting and the circumstances 
ur>der which these rights are 
exercised. Thus, the exercise of 
First Amendment rights cannot 
be indiscriminately transferred 
from one setting to another, 
but must be related to time, 
setting, circumstances, arKi 
manner of the exercise of 
these rights. 

In the University setting it 
is necessary to maintain the 
normal activities of the 
University, for these are 
primary to its purpose— the 
education of its students. It is 
thus necessary that rules and 
regulations be formulated and 
enforced to govern the time, 
place, circumstances, and 
manner of the exercise of 
speech and assembly. I note in 
this regard the example in 
Professor Wright's well-known 
article "The Constitution on 
the Campus" (Vanderbiit Law 
Review, October, 1969) that 
the quiet of the reading room 
and the decorum of the 
classroom are given preference 
because these are fundamental 
activities of the University as 
defined by those to whom the 
state has entrusted the 
governaru^e of the University. 

I support, as I believe most 
others do. Judge Middlebrooks' 
statement that the President of 
a University is inherently 
empowered to oversee and to 
formulate rules and regulations 
of this kind. In Florida, under 
Chapter 240 of the Florida 
Statutes, the Board of Regents 
is specifically entrusted with 
power and authority to 
prescribe rules and regulations 
to govern student life in 
institutk>ns witfiin the State 
University System. The 
President of each institution 
has been charged by the Board 
vM\ ultimate responsibility for 
studem conduct and discipline, 
and this responsibility » 
exercised through procedures 
prescribed or approved by the 
President except as fixed by 
the Board of Regents. This 
policy vests in the President 
authority, after notice to the 
student of the charges and a 

hearing thereon, to expel or 
otherwise discipline any 
Student who shall have been 
found to have violated any 



rule or regulation of the Board 
of Regents or the University 
or any law or ordinance. Thus, 
the President of the University 
is dMrfad both by ipeeifie 
delegation and by the inheram 
responsibility of his position to 
maintain order to exclude 
those detrimental to the 
student body or the 
institutNMi's well-being, so bng 
as he exercises sound 
discretion and does not act 
arbitrarily or capriciously. 

I do not think that these 
responsibilities and this 
authority of the university 
president, when viewed in light 
of the recent history of 
student discipline on this 
campus, including the 
Lieberman case, demonstrates 
that students are denied basic 
constitutional rights to free 
speech and due proce». 
Lieberman was not denied his 
right to espouse his philosophy 
on the campus or elsewhere. 
Indeed, he has been doing this 
for several years. What he was 
denied is his right to advance 
his discussKHis, unapproved, 
under the auspices of the 
University through the Cent^ 
for Participant Education 
program. Lieberman was 
disciplined for his open 
defiance of the delay of the 
CPE program. He was aware of 
the delay and publicly 
announced his intent to defy 
it. His primary defense that he 
was not conducting a CPE 
group was, in my opinion , 
legitimately rejected. The facts 
of his conduct do rK>t seem in 
dispute; nor do many appear 
to dispute that he violated 
University rules and 
regulations. The question has 
always seemed to be one of 
disagreement with my 
judgment to dismiss him. I 
believe his dismissal is just and 
his activities, viewed in the 
light of the circumstances 
surrounding them, were not 
those erKX>mpassed by the 
First Amendment. 

Regarding your question 

whether students can be 

punished without prior written 
rules prohibiting any behavior 
which might incur punishment, 
it mud be noted that the 
charges agamst Lieberman were 
based upon regulations 
published in the student 
handbook. As concerns the 
order delaying CPE, 
Lieberman's position was that 
the order was not written and 
filed as is required, for 
example, for an Executwe 
Order of the Governor or a 
federal regulation. The law does 
not require specific regulations 
for separate acts; this is 
consonant with the inherent 
authority and responsibility of 
the University to maintMn 
order. In this regard. Judge 
Middlebrooks relied upon 
several other decisions in 

suting that a uudent may be 
punished by a school 
administration under its 
inherent authority without a 
prior puWMai rule specifically 



prohibiting the conduct In 

question. 

Mo'^^over, the courts have 
demonsuated that flexibility 
and raaaonahla breadth are to 
be prgfanrgd over meticulous 
specificity In college 
regulations relating to oonAict 
so long as the regulations are 
relevant to the lawful mission 
of the University, ask for 
adherence to reasonable 
standards of conduct, and 
provide for warning in 
instances of intentionel acts to 
disrupt or interfere with the 

functions of the University. 

To refer again to the 
Lieberman case, Lieberman was 
not unaware of the order 

delaying the CPE program. He 
knew the situation very well; 
he knew what he was doing 
and, in my opinion, knew the 
probable consequences. Judge 
MidiNebroolcs found that not 
only was he warned by a 
University representative of die 
existing order, but he had 
acknowledged its existence and 
openly gave notice of his 
intent to disregard it. I believe 
that Lie b erman vwtt neither 
unaware of the order or 
doubtful of whether his 
actions would constitute 
disobedience to it. 

Regarding the question of 
double jeopardy, it is well 
known by students of the Umt 
that disciplinary proceedings 
are not by their nature 
criminal; they are civil 
proceedings not involving a 
loss of liberty and thus not 
constrained by the full range 
of constitutional requisites 
which apply to criming 
proceedings. The courts heve 
not, to my knowledge, 
held double jeopardy to apply 
to disciplinary proceedings of 
this kin d, alt ho ugh these 
guarantees apply in criminal 
proceedings. 

But, the facts of crte 
Lieberman case are of greater 
importance here. The primary 
thrust of Lieberman's argument 
that he was placed in double 
jeopardy is predicated upon 
the allegation that new 
evidence not introduced at the 
hearing in the Honor Court 
was plaoad before me and led 
to Lieberman's dismissal. At 
the trial in federal oourt, the 

only support for this allegetion 
was testimony by Mr Shapiro, 
Lieberman's law student 
advisor. He said that new 
evidonee— the only new 
evidence— introdueed at the 
heering before me was the 
transcript of the hearing in the 
District Court on September 
30, 1971, on Liet)erman's first 
motion for a temporary 
leswMning oroar, manoeimg ms 
rei nsute mant. But, the fmH h 
that both he Mid 1^. Spriggi, 
Lieberman's attorney, 
concurred in my consideration 
of that transcript, and Mr. 

Shapiro so testified before

Grad school costs may skyrocket

Graduate students may hmm to nart paying a bigoer 
of the cost of their education if lagislatkHi pending 

the State Senate becomes law. 
-Under provisions of Senate Bill 406, sponsored by 
Senate President Jerry Thomas and Ways and Means 
Committee chairman Louis de la Parte, graduate 
students in state-supported universities and programs 
vould have to repay after graduation 50 percent of the 

.^f of their education. 
Soecifically, this six-page bill calls for: 
-The Department of Education to determine the per 



student cost of each post-graduate and professional ttvel 
program supportad by the state. 

B agtrwing with the 1073-74 school year, panont 
enrolled in such programs vvoukfl have to pay, or enter an 
agreement to pay. 50 percent of the toUl cost of their 
studies. 

— Repayment would be made in annual installments 
beginning one year after the student left the university. 
Payments would be based on not less than two nor mora 
than five percent of ttie former student's income. 

—A minimum payment of $100 and maximum 
payment of $2,500 a year is called for in the bill. Those 
making less than $5,000 a year would not have to nrtake

Dr. Clifford Hale, president 
of the local chapter of the 
National Society of Professors, 
said he has a few minor 
objections to the bill's wording 
but, overall, termed it "a step in 
the right direction." 

"I wish they had dealt with it 
sooner," he said. 

The 1968 Florida 
constitution guarantees public 
employees the right to organize 
and collectively bargain but not 

to strike. 

The House Manpower and 
Development Committee last 
^ Thursday endorsed the proposed 
J Collective Bargaining Act of 
< 1972 by a 9-5 vote. Tallahassee 
Democrat Don Tucker 
sponsored the controversial bill. 

Dr. Robert Garvue, president 
of the FSU chapter of the 
American Association of 
University Professors, expressed 
similar reactions to the bill, but 
said its penalties against striking 
organizations and individuals 
were too harsh. 

The bill forbids strikes and 
provides fines of $50 to $100 
per day against striking 
individuals and $5,000 to 
$20,000 per day against striking 
organizations. 

"The AAUP recognizes the 
right to suike as one instrument 
among many to solve 
aducatk>nal pr<H>iem$," Garvue 
sakl. "These fines seem to be a 
drastic means of preventing 
strikes."

said in a statement. 

Muse said his endorsement of 
Pietrodangelo wi» on the basis 
of a decision made durirtg the 
campaign that Pietrodangelo was 
the best candidate other than 
himself. He said the support was 
not on the basis of prior 
agreement. 

Pietrodangelo's statement 
said: "I'm confident my active 
participation in Student 
Government and my conduct 
during this election speak for 
themselves in relation to my 
personal ethics and integrity." 

"I'm dismayed that the 
opposition has attempted to 

cloud the issues with fallacious 
accusations," Pietrodangelo said. 
"The entire allegation by Teele 
is an obvious attempt at cheap 
political grandstanding." 

Teele had said Wednesday 
night after Muse's endorsement 
he might withdraw from the 
runoff if he could thereby force 
Muse and Pietrodangelo to run 
against each other, and if he 
oould then launch a write-in 
campaign against both of them. 

Thursday, Teele decided to 
keep his name on the ballot to 
try to beat what he had earlier 
called "a power structure being 
formed against us." 

"I don't krK>w what Muse is 
getting from Pietrodangelo, but I 
will State this- We don't make 
deals," Teele said. 

Teele's charges are based on 
two events at the time of the 
filing perk>d, both ip««olving 
Pietrodangelo and Muse. 

Sen. Charles Thompson had 
introduced a bill into Student 
Senate that would have created a 
committee to investigate the 
spending of student activities 
aNocatkm. This bill was drawn 
up in response to the appearmx 
of Muse's signature on a 
Consumer's Association 
advertisement in the Flambeau, 
after Muse had tokl the Senate 
his n«na was being raifiovad. 

Thompson said when he 

brought the bill to the fk>or he 



thought he had the support of 
Pietrodangelo. However, 
Pietrodangelo spoke on the floor 
against the bill, saying he was in 
favor of ^ intent of the bill, 
but not the bill itself. 

Pietrodangelo said there were 
two problems with the bill: It 
named the committee members 
within the bill, and it was 
duplicating the efforts of the 
Organizatk>ns and Finances 
Committee. 

Thompson said 
Pietrodangelo's argument 
concerning duplk^tion of efforts 
was invalid because the very 
person to be investigated by the

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Activities and Programs Office 
helps non-classroom education 




"Helping students to 
etigment tfifir ed u o ticm by 
partidpttion m activities outside 

the classroom is the primary 

purpose of the Activities and 
Proflrams Office," said Dr. June 
Dugger, direaur of the office. 

"Activities and Programs is a 
direct student contact mth the 
university thet allom for deep 
teaching out of the classroom. 
We afford opportunities for 
Students to assume leadership, 
plan functions, make decisions, 
organize action, and evaluate 
resutts/' said Dugger. 

"Pragmatically, people put to 
practice the ideas which they 
h'jar and critically evaluate the 
outcomes. They then are better 
prepared to integrate these ideas 
into personal philosoi^y which 
seems appropriate," sfie said. 

According to Dugger, the 
office has three rr.ain functions: 
assisting student leaders, 
providing information to 
students, and serving as a liaison 
between students and the 
university. 

Tiie office is responsible for 
assisting student custodians of 
accounts to understand 
procedures relating to spending 

monies budgeted by Student 
Government. Leaders of student 
organizations and Student 
Government people often have 
trouble trying to understand 
university biKlgeting procedures 
— they need to know how to do 
what they want to do with the 
money they have been allocated. 
We try to help and simplify 



things as much as possible," 
Dugger said. 

Circus, music groufit. 
intramurals, chaerlaadars, 
women's liberation, and many 
other club activities and 
organizations are under the 
purviiw of the office. The office 
is also rasponsitile for student 
publicatiom and the Union 
f*rogram Office, and also works 
closely with Student 
Government. 

The second function, 
providing information, is just as 
important, according to Dugger. 

"There is so much going on 
at FSU that there needs to be a 
central office where students can 
find out just exactly what is 
available/' she srid. 

The office keeps records on 
all the clubs and organizations, 
including the officers' names, 
addresses, and telephone 
numbers. With this information 
students can get in touch with 
pec^le who share their interest 
or concern. 

The office also attempts to 
provide information through the 
events coordinating office. All 
requests for space are handled 
through one office, so that 
student groups planning 
activities can coordinate their 
planning and avoid conflicts 
with other groups. 

Although not required to 
register when planning a 
function which does not require 
university facilities, student 
organizations are encouraged to 
do so. 



'It helps us to let students 
knom what is happening, as well 
as to try to prevent, for 
tjcampit, a fret rock concert 
from being scheduled at the 
same time as a dance.

In response to Jean Simmon's 
letter concerning the "dummies" 
who did not register for the city 
elections and the need to stop 

"sFMDon feeding" students: The 
procedures whereby individuals 
are registered to vote have been 
and are confusing. Tfie signs to 
which she refers are not at aH 
obvious in the message they 
communicate; does "City 
Registration" mean city and 
county, city only, or residents of 
the city register in this tine for 
both city and county elections? 
It was not clear that one had to 
go through both lines in order to 
register for county and city 
elections. In most other places 
one registration suffices for ail 
elections. 

While Ms. Simmons was sent 
to the next table, many students 
were not informed as to the 
distinction. It is paranoia if one 
suggests that there was a 
selection process whereby some 
were told to go to the next table 
and others were not? I would 
suggest that it is the duty and 
responsibility of the Supervisor 
of Elections to insure that all 
eligible voters are registered. 
Registration is not a test or 
hurdle which must be overcome 
before an individual may 
exercise his right and 
responsibility to participate in 
the processes of government. 

Whatever the intent of Wilma 
Sullivan may have been, there is 
no doubt that the operation of 
registration at Campbell Stadium 
did prevent numerous students 
from registering to vote in city 
elections. Considering the taxes 
which students pay to support 
the city government, the failure 
of the city to provide services 
such as sidewalks, streetlighting, 
mass transportation to the malls 
and grocery stores, and the 
general lack of concern which 
the city shows for students. I 
suggest that any action which 
prevents students from voting in 
the city elections must be very 
critically examined.

Abortion: the nightmare lingers on 



Th«r« is at iMst ont vvoman on FSU't ampus, 
attending ciasm, living day l»y (tey the lift of a college 
coed, who evadas continually the shadowy memory of a 

nightmare. 

We'll call her Jane-that's a plain enou^ name. She 
cared enough about others to tell me of her illegal 
abortion. 

She was only seventeen. But she came from "ctecent" 
people-middleclass family, affluent high school, 
confident peer group. 

Jane found out less than six weeks after conception 
that she was pregnant. Everything took place quickly 
after that-but not so easily. At Imt not for her or her 
family. 

Jane's father took her to a psychiatrist in Florida, 
Jane's home state, to find out what could be done. The 
doctor recommended that Jane be taken to a state where 
her mental health could be declared in danger if an 
abortion were not performed. 

Quietly, secretly, Jane's father and the psychiatrist 
made the decisk>n. Then arrarniements-olane tickets, a 
bank dra^t, reservations out West. He and Jane flew 
there together. 

The law in that state required that Jane first be 
examined by an obstetrician to oorrfirm pregnancy. Then 
two psychiatrists were to decide her sanity. 

There was the tense strain of interviews and waiting. 
Waiting for bad news in Jane's case. The abortion was 
not granted; the two doctors declared Jane's mental 
state stable (yet according to Jane, it wasn't). 



But somehow an alternative arose. The same doctors 
lived daily with troubled people-they worked with the 
sort of desperation that Jane and her father knew. 

Thus, in confidanoe, ttm obatMridan iNowMl 
concern. He made arrangements in Mexico for Jtene. 

She and her father flew there hurriedly Under a thick 
shroud of secrecy, the atwrtion was performed. 

Sonf>eone drove Jane to the small cimic The car 
pulled into a garage; the garage door was shut before 
Jane was allowed to get out of the car. The same 
procedure was folbwed ¥vhen she returned to the hotel. 

When Jane was inside the clinic, she ¥vas quickly 
ushered into a room while her father sat nervously 
outside the door. 

The clinic was spotless. The nurses were competent. 
There were other medical assistants. In fifteen minutes it 
was over. 

Jane missed a week of school, but her Florida 
psychiatrist wrote a fictitious note. None of her friends 
ever knew. 

Two weeks later she had a nervous breakdown. Her 
father was seeing the psychiatrist. Her mother was 
distraught. Her family was torn apart. 

The abortion cost her parents a great deal of money. 
But it cost all concerned pain, anxiety, distrust, 
accusatiom. Jane's father, a rock in the Establishment, 

}Nas cornered by his own inconsistency. 

He had paid a large sum of money for an illegal 
abortion in Mexico. He was forced by love to act; he was 
forced by honesty to regret.

He sat there with his bare back to me and his head 
turned to one side. His thickgrayish hair receded a bit 
from his dark forehead. I watched him intently, then 
stowly ran my hand along his bare back. My fingers 
followed the massive area of thick ingrown ropes of scars 
carved by the slave whipper. 

i continued to stare at him and wondered if he could 
have been my ancestor. He «^ rr^ brother. He had shed 
his blood for me and felt for me arKi cried for me and 
died for me. 

As I looked at the other pictures. I felt the same 
inner remoteness of a desire to krx>w, to learn of the sad, 
melancholic depressed faces. 

I turned to another page. Black against white 
reflected the two major figures. The solemn mother-or 
house slave-nanny-holds the white infant in a pose. 
She with the others are inanimate fragments of the life 
of the black past. 

As I flip through the pages, I feel the oldness of the 
times and a fervor of wmfmh rising within me. I ¥vonder, 
niy people, my people, ma. And I think: Have things 
changed? 

I sometimes see the white foreman standing over the 
landscape employees. He reminds me of the prison 
guards or plantation owner watching his workers. 

But has the plantatkKi gone? It is still reflec ted m 
migrant farming houses, and In araas Ilka Quiney* ti^iara 
people live in shacks and work the owner's land. 



In another book I read about punishments of slaves. 
"Runaway, Anthony, one of his ears cut off, and his left 
hand cut with an axe." "Brought to jail, John— left ear 
cropped." "Runaway Negro boy Harper— has a scar on 
one of his hips in the form of a G." "Runaway, a Negro 
woman and two children; a few days before she went 
off, I burnt her with a hot iron, on the left side of her 
face, I tried to make the letter M." 

Has this changed? There is still the brutality of prison 
inmates. Still the torturing of those who resist 
established orders— be the torture mental or physicaL 

Do Americans still glory the southern land of cotton 
when they see that the means by which it became 
"glorious" dulls the spotlight of its fame? 

I still hear Dixie, and see the Confederate flag. If 
Americans r e me mb er these things they must also recall 
the slavery of the past. They must see its 
dehumanization of black people r>ot only during slavery 
but later and today. And is the destruction in riots 
started by black people as means for survival and change 
comparable to the destruction of countless black bodies 
in lyndiings, tars and feathers, torturing, and daMiaction 
and bumlfig of the homes? Evan two weeks ago the Ku 
Klux Klan marched in Marianne, Fkirida. 

I end in a question: Are things really as they appear, 
or appears as they want to appear in hiding the truth of 
the reality of the black man-past« present and f uture-in

Each could have acted more decisively, without 
indulging in sinister illegality. The drama of the situation 
would have been lessened. 

True, the problems are not born in tt>e outdated 
abortion laws. The real crisis springs from the value 
differences in two distant generations— generations that 
find, not different answers to common problems, but 
different problems altogether. 

But the Florida abortkni law heightens tfie crisis in 
such a situatkNi. New abortk>n laws won't ellminete the 
problem. It will ease the multidinrwnsional stress and 
pain. 

And isn't that what laws are all about?

Secret, indefinitely kept records of informal compiaints, conduct 
forms and disciplinary actions are being held by Campus Security 
and judicial officers on between 2,500 and 3,000 students, according 
to.highly |>laoed Student Government and university sources. 

'Tliese include mords of deposition, conduct records, actions 
taken against students for disciplinary reasons, and records of cases 
wfiere charges were not pressed/' former Judicial Off icer Joe 
Buchanan said. 

Campus Security officials at first refused to comment on these 
allegations, but later issued a refutation of Buchanan's claims 
through Mike Beaudoin, director of Information Services. There is 
no such thing as what you are talking about," Beaudoin said. 

Judicial Officer Harry Umm saki some informal files are held in 
his office, but "they are not kept in any manner that they can be 
identified." 

Also contained in the files of campus police are past issues of the 
Flambeau which are kept for research purposes, and. allegedly 
observatkms made of students attending political rall.es and 
demonstrations. Investigatwns Detective Steve Hooker of Campus 
Security admitted that Flambeaus are retained, but rehised to 
comment when confronted with the charge of keepmg observations 

of students. u w •oti^ 

"We are required to maintain certain records," Hooker said, ine 
destrucdon of these records is governed by state laws." 

When Hooker and Security Chief William Tanner were questioned 
about who can inspect these records, to whom the f.tesare open^ 
how permanent the files are, how many students are hst^m the 
files, to whom the files belong and what is contained in the files, 
they again would not comment.

Lamm «iid. "We do keep files on fbrmaliad complamu, but oniyas 
a necessity of running our department. These files <=»^'f^

In an earlier talk with Men's Vice President Don MOse. Lamm 



admitted the existence of the files, according to Muse. "He sakl the 
files consisted of informal complaints and that they were available to 
polk» agencies in cases of natk>nal emergencies," Muse saki. Lamm 
sakJ there were no such records when contacted a week after his talk 
with Muse. 

Buchanan, no longer with the judicial office, was the most 
anxious administration official to discuss the files. Buchanan was 
judicial officer last year. 

"When I was there, the Office of Judkual Affairs had formal 
disciplinary records going beck 30 or 40 years," he saki. "Records of 
disposition and conduct forms from eight or nine years back are 
readily available. There is also a backlog of six to eight nrK)nths of 
informal complaints that are usually disposed of at the end of a 
quarter, but, becuse of special circumstances, are around yet today." 

Buchanan referred to records that students can usually request to 
be destroyed. "It is not unusual for tfie campus polrae to refer 
informal complaints to the judicial offk»r. These matters are always 
reduced to writing to enabte the informatkm to be orgeniiMi and 
evaluated. Those who are complained about are usually called in and 
talked with and an initial evaluation is made. Some witnesses may be 
called in and there may be some gathering of data which, in due 
course, is usually thrown out. These special circumstances that I 
spoke of. however, are what are making the difference now. 

"The Secretary of State has the authority over the destructkKi of 
aN Slate papers," Buchanan saki. "Usually, when a student requests 
that his files be disposed of or when we no bnger need these 
informal papers, they are destroyed. Now, however, the state is 
trying to establish archives and the secretary does not want to see 
anything destroyed. So, these papers go into a file labeled To Be 
Destroyed.' But they are still around." 

Umm sakJ tese files dkl exist, but ware not available for 
reference to either Campus Security or to the judicial officer. 

Offk:ials at the State Records Center sakf that a state archives is 
in the planning stages, but that funds for the archives have not yet 
been allocated by the legislature.

Coll^etive bargaining proposal 

Ingham attacks union bill

Dr. Roy Ingham, president of 
the local chapter of the 
Amaricin Feckration of 
Jmdtmt. ymdmdmf mm* tlit 
proposed Collective Bargain^ 
Act of 1972 should be renamed 
the "Collective Discussion Bill." 

The bill would give state 
employees oollective bargaining 
guarantees. Ingham attacked it 
on two points. 

Ingham said the commission 
set up to break negotiation 
disputes would have no real 
power. 

"Their recommendations 
¥vould be given to a legislative 

committee, and it would be up 
to that committee to make a 
binding action. But the original 
committee is only of an advisory 
nature/' he sakl. 

Ingham also expressed 
discontent with procedures 
concerning how the bargaining 
agents would be paid. 

"Tax monies would be used 
to pay for the administration's 
representative in the dispute, 
whereas the person chosen to 
represem the workers must in 
turn be paid by the worlcers. 
This is unfair," he said. 

"It is clear that we have to 
continue worlcing to improve the 

bill/' he said.

Pietrodangelo saki one of the 
primary differer>ces between 
himself and Teele is that he is a 
21 -year-old undergraduate Teele 
is a 25-year -okl law student. 

Both candidates brag on 
havmg a large cross-eectkNi of 
the campus vvorking for them 
and running in their party.

Spock to 'localize' American politics

Dr. Benjamin Spock, noted 
baby doctor and recently 
announced presidential 
candidate, yesterday warmed up 
an FSU crowd with a plan of 
localizing" American politics. 

"I am working to build a 
system in which people in every 
neighborhood directly control 
their own police force, health 
agencies and educational 
systems," he said. 

Spock and running mate 
Julius Hobson head up the 
People's Party in an already 
crowded presidential race. Spock 
said he was determined to build 
a new party which did not have 
the vested interests which he 
udimed major parties relied on 
for financial support. 

"We have had pollution laws 
on the books for years," he told 
the students. "But they have 
never been enforced because 
industry supports the campaigns 
of the Democratic and 
Republican Parties." 

Spock, well-known author 
and pediatrician, made a name 
for himself with his all-time 
best seller, Baby and Child Care. 
In It, Spock presented a 
revolutionary approach to 
child-rearing, emphasizing 
"commonsense." 

Spock was one of the Boston 
f^ive convicted in 1968 of 
conspiracy to counsel evasion of 
the draft. An appelate court 
later overturned the conviction. 

He exhorted his 200 listeners 
to "build a new party, not a 
spiiMtfred Democratic Party.

his candidacy. 

A girl from the audience 
asked him if he had debated the 
Socialist Workers Party's Linda 
Jenness. Spock said that he had 
never met Jenness but offered 
three major differences between 
her party and his own. 

"We use a different 
language," the gray-haired 



doctor said. "Their language is 
too strong. They scare the 
average voter." 

He said that his own People's 
Party believed totally in 
democracy. "Our party is run by 
the local people. It's up to them 
how they want to run their local 
government. Our party is more 
flexible, too." 



Union dean challenged King benefii

Union Dean Roger Wehrle 

has charged that Sunday's 
benefit for Nesta King was 
arranged under "false 
pretenses", and that the show 
couk) have been cancelled. 

Wehrle said Monday that 
students who secured the Down 
Under Coffeehouse for the 
event, members of the Collegiate 
Commission for the Status of 
Women, told him they would do 
one thing, but then turned 
around and did something else. 

Wehrle said he gave the group 
permission to hold the benefit as 
long as it didn't use any 
individual's name (in this case it 
was Nesta King) in that this 
would be signifying the event 
was being held for private gains. 
"That wouldn't be right," 

Wehrle said. 

A gentlemen's agreement was 
reached before the benefit 
Sunday stipulating that CCSW 
could hold the event as long as it 
didn't use Nesta's name in 
advertising the show, he said. 

Len M^ors, member of 
CCSW, was contaaed late 
Saturd?v night by WehHa vifho 
stated'' in a letieT that the^event 
was being billed as a benef.'t 
King. Such an event would, 
aooorcHng to Wehrle, be for the 
personal gain of one individual 
and, as such, wouki be improper 
use of university facilities. 

Wehrle continued by stating 
that under such circumstances, 
he coukJ not permit the facilities 
of the university to be used. 

Majors saW that her group 
had misunderstood the 
agreement with Wehrle and that 



he had not told her his 
interpretation of the agreement 
until she received his letter 
Saturday nif^. ' 

"That gave us enough time to 
do one of two things," Majors 
said, "either call it off or go 
ahead with it. We went ahead 
with it." 

Majors also said Wehrle said 
that she, whom he incorrectly 
identified as president of CCSW, 



would be held liable for 
violation of the agreement. 

When asked Monday if the 
group had violated any 
university policy Wehrle said It 
had not, even though it had 
gotten use of Union facilities 
under "false pretenses". He also 
claimed that he could have 
stopped the benefit had he 
viranted to bqt had not given it 
serious thought.

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A responsive 
government 



VVe've bten hMring a lot of rhetoric from our political 
candidates about making Student Government more 
relevant and responsive to students. 

R.H. Goodwin is a graduate student in adult education 
will be taking his comps for a Ph.D. degree this week. 

For those unfamiliar with graduate study, "comps" are 
preliminary examinations which are quite difficult and 
require a great deal of preparation. 

Despite this, Goodwin has invested much of his time 
trying to add a needed recall procedure to the Student 
Body ConttHtftion. 

Recall is the procedure of removing an elected official 
by popular vote. It is a safeguard to the voters. 

Goodwin, an ordinary student with no political 
connections or anMtions, differs from most other students 
only in his desire to strengthen Student Government by 
adding a provision to make it more responsible to the 
students it supposedly represents. 

There are two ways to amend the Student Body 
Constitution, both of which require ratification by 
students. 

The first way is to have the Student Senate propose it 
The. second way is to have ten percent of the student body 

at FSU propose it by petition. 

In addition, the proposed amendment must appear in 
the Flambeau one week prior to the ratification vote by 
Students. 

Goodwin wants to get the question on the ballot 
tomorrow to save the expense of a special election, which 
could cost quite a few dollars. 

He started working over two weeks ago to try and get 
the question on tomorrow's ballot via the Student Senate 
route. 

Hangup number one: S^ident Senate, too busy with 
campaigning, had cancelled sesskms until the 
elections were over. 

Goodwin decided to try and arrange a special session, 
collecting the signatures of a nm^ity of the senators on a 
petitKMi calling for such a meeting. 

The meeting was called for last night. The amendment 
appeared in the Flambeau a week in advance of the vote, 
as required, and had the Senate passed it, it could have 
been placed on the ballot. 

Hangup number two: Student Senate could not gather 
a quorum last night. 

Undaunted by this series of setbacks, Goodwin today is 
trying to collect a little more than 1,800 signatures before 
this evening, when the ballots will be printed. 
A difficult task? Indeed. 

But sometimes ewential when facing a "responsive, 
responsible Student Government." 

It's heartening to see an individual take the rhetoric of 
his Student Government leaders seriously.

CPE: a new direction 



in 



participant education 



In this guest colunrn, Mac A¥my, 

interim director of the Center for 

Participant Education, discusses a 
r$orient/ngofCPE, 

As a response to what many studants 

feel IS a bankruptcy In highar education, 

the free university is a viable alternative 
in the often sterile undergraduate years. 
It is important to note that free 
universities are predominantly found on 
large university campuses where the 
impersonality that comas with siza, and 
the research bent that characterizes the 
institution are apt to leave the 
undergraduate low man on the totem 
pole. Since "the university" (as opposed 
to the liberal arts collega or tha 
community college) offers the most 
resistance to change and is the most 
traditional, it is the obvious target for 
criticism in terms of academic relevancy. 

We of the Center for Participant 
Education believe in the concept of the 

free university and we believe in a general 
philosophy of "becoming." CPE is in a 
constant process of becoming a free 
university. We feel that in order to 
maintain this process, we must attempt to 
provide any learning-teaching situation 
that is in demand. Since demands for 
learni.ig change, we must maintain a 
constant awareness of demands in 
relation to the existing program with a 
view toward constant reevaluation and 
change. We feel that CPE must avoid 
becoming an institution, and attempt to 
remain people— learning and teaching as 
they desire. 

We are constantly learning that our 
close association with the larger 
institution and the bureaucracy necessary 
to administer the program often creates a 
gap between the office and the people; 
giving the program the appearance and 
characteristics of an institution. 

Our efforts to close this gap have been 

concentrated- in this "New Directions" 
statement. "New Directions" sets forth 
three major areas in which we feel 
improvement is needed at this time. First, 
we wish to make CPE a vehicle through 
which participants may raise their general 
consciousness level and broaden their 
viewpoints in any direction desirable and 
available. In line with this goal, CPE has 
'ent Its sponsorship to several special 
programs and groups this quarter. In 
response to an increased interest in 
religion and spirituality, we have 
•du-groups on Hatha Yoga, Kundallnl 
Yoga and Campus Crusade for Christ. 
Special programs have included teaching 
sessions by Stephen Gaskin, author of 
Monday Night C/a$s, and by Mahatma 
Pakiranan Ji. disciple of Guru Maharaji; 
and the currently meeting "Light on 
Yoga" Kundalini seminar being led by 
Yogi John Singh of Orlando. Coming 
soon will be a series of lectures and 
debates entitled "Sute Government in 
Education." 

"New Diractions" is also aimad at an 
'"crease in community involvement. 
^*ong these lines we have included in our 
catalog courses available at FAMU, TCC 
and Lively Tech. We are now working on 
^^levision and radio programs, classes in 
^ms and off campus, and mora onadit 



courses. 

The third area of concentration for 
this "New Directions" policy is an 
incraaia in course offerings in vocational 
and technical skills. In this area we are 

trying to involve people in Lively's 
courses. We now offer courses in air 
navigation, and in crafts such as 
rug-hooking and candlaninaking. Dua to 
tha axpama of courses at Lively we have 
a need for instructors in areas such as 
auto and motorcycle mechanics, livestock 
breading and carpentry. 

CPE is trying to become people. This 
means that if CPE is to continue under its 
present phik>sophy of operation, people 

must be willing to invest their energies in 
the program. We need instructors for 
vocational skills courses. We have staff 
positions open for people who would like 
to work with media, information services, 
edu-group and credit coordination, or just 
typing. Tfiare will be a general meeting of 
all edu-group leaders on Feb. 1 3 in Room 
301 Love at 7 p.m. All interested persons 
are invited to attend this meeting and 
asked to offer their knowledge or services 
to the concept of a free university in 
Tallahassee.

"Little focus is placed on 
viable curriculum to achieve 
desegregation," he sac 
Attention is not placed on the 
racial isolation and its affect on 
black learning styles and 
self-concept. 

"We should direct our 
thinking away from the futility 
of the future run by a ruling 
class that is imperoeptive to our 
needs/' said Mohr. 

Mohr said blacks must find 
relevance in education and 
translate it into marketable and 
useful tools. 

In addition to Mohr's speech 
members of the Youth Outreacfi 
Program gave presentations and 
sang the Black National Anthem.

Confidential files 

Cont'd, from p. 1 

A spokesman for the records department said that the files are 
behind bars and unavailable for research, but added that once in the 
archives, this information will be available to the public. It could not 
be determined if security and judicial files were annong those 
sequestered. 

Muse said that Lamm had told him in their earlier discussion that 
these informal files were kept indefinitely and were available to law 
enforcement agencies. 

A spokesman for the Tallahassee bureau of the FBI said he was 
unable to say whether the FBI had any access to the records in 
Question. A spokesman for the Florida Department of Law 
Enforcement said that his agency had had no contacts with the 
ludicial office in the past, and said he did not wish to comment on 
the availability of Campus Security files. 

Regarding political surveillance, Buchanan said he didn't know of 

any cases where this occurred as a certainty, but he did recall one 
ncident where it might have been employed. 

"This happened at the Career Planning and Placement Center last 
year. Fifty or 60 Students set up a picket line to protest the presence 
of Marine Corps recruiters. The university suggested that they leave 
and they did not. Interim suspensions were leveled on the spot; 
therefore, all of these students have a record of the incident in their 
files. 

But there are these files with different types of data in them I 
'^now they exist because they are what we give to the FBI when they 
come checking out somebody's security clearance for higher 

government positions," Buchanan said. 

"These are not records of arrests, convictions and whatever, 
^use said These are files of informal material that should not be 

'^ept by police." 

Security officials expressed their reasons for "no comments" by 
^vmg. "We don't feel that the Flambeau is a proper forum for 
d scussion of the existence of such files." 

^ Buchanan said that he felt further investigaticwi is necessary 
to decide v^^ether or not conduct records belonging to police are 
^blic lecords. "Also, we need to know, if students attend a public 
university, are their records the property of the public?" 
'luse also wanted to see some investigation. "We hope to have a 
■^t Government attorney check this thing out," Muse said.

gypsy guitar style irresistable to 
so many/' said Robert Shelton 
in the New York Timet 
following Serrano's first 
revie¥ved New York appearance. 

In Cordoba, where there are 
more flamenco players than in 
the United States, Serrano was 
acclaimed while still a teenager. 
He has such a huge following in 
his home town that the clock in 
the public square sounds the 
time with flamenco recordings 
of Serrano. 

In 1962 the guitarist first 
visited the United States with a 
Spanish dance company, having 
already established himself in 

Europe and South America as a 
guitarist of extraordinary talent. 
When the Spanish company's 
tour ended in Washington, he 
decided to pursue a sob career 
here. A long time before Serrano 

had visited America he had the 
enthusiastic support of another 
guitarist. Theodore Bikel. 

"Juan came by my apartment 
for fifteen minutes/' Wr. Bikel 
recalls, adding that it was a 
painter friend who had 
discovered Serrano in Barcelona. 
"He played for me and I flipped. 
He does things no other guitarist 
does." Soon after meeting with 
Bikel, Serrano had an American 
recording contract with Elektra 
and later with RCA His 
reputation was moving fast 
among local guitar aficionados. 

His appwance at Greenwich 
Village's Bitter End, Chicago's 
Gate of Horn, the Second Fret 
in Philadelphia, the Fifth Peg In 
Toronto, among others, brought 
him additional fans as well as a 
wave of extraorcNnary reviews. 
Claudia Cassidy, the famous 
critic of the Chicago Tribune, 
called his playing "big, 
aggress ive -the Moorish 
blackness is in his sound and in 
his city. He can at the flk:k of a 

finger turn as gay as Andalusia." 
The New York Times noted, 
"Beyond the normal flamenco 
flash and passk>n, he has an 
improvisational spark that can 
ilkiminata a jazz melody or the 



sound of a Manhattan taxi hof^ 
The 35-year-old instrunenta ■• 
from Cordoba had already raised 
some dust in his homeland 
Judging by the cheers he is 
winning from his audiences here 
the new contender from Spair 
will have his hour in Amena 
too." 

Dean Wallace wrote in the 
San Francisco Chronide: "A 
standing ovation at Nourse 
Auditorium is the latest chao'e' 
in the phenomenal success storv 
of young flamenco guitarist Jua^^

What the audience 
hailing was not merely the fmai 
Seguiriyas nor the encore, but 
the whole program in toto and 
the incredibly fertile imagination 
whk:h gave it birth. This writer 
has said before that Serr^ is a 
genius, and on this occasion th« 
young spellbinder certain > 
vindicated the opinion ' 
think of no other except Serrano 
who can come near to 
compressing the grandeur-and 
the torment-of Hispanic history 
into a two-hour recital."

Havens has a way of tinging tongs that makes 

people listen to tf>em as if they've r>evef heard 

them before. Taking as his material his own songs 
and the compositions of today's greatest FKjpular 
songwriters — Lennon and McCartney, Bob Dylan, 
Gordon Lightfoot...Havans gets right insida the 
meanings of -them, interprets them in a way that 
oorrespofHls exactly to the way he and hit 
audiences feel about the songs, the stories in them 
and the world around them. 

Using a minimum of sidemen, accompanying 
himself with his rhythmic and forceful guitar 
technique (for which he uses an unorthodox open 
E-tuning), Havens relies above all on the strength 
of his own personality to get the music across. 

And it works. Havens has followed up some of 
the most (electronically) powerful rock groups in 
the work! and has stolen the scene from them by 
the directness and strength of his sok> 
performance. In tfie words ol Bill Graham, 
formerly proprietor of the legendary Fillmore 
West and East auditoriums: "Our sound has always 
been big and raucous. People come here to dance. 
But they lie down like lambs for Richie." 

Perhaps Havens' ability to get through to 
listeners of every race, creed and cotor stems from 
his childhood in the Bedford- Stuyvesant area of 
New York, now one of the volatile 'black ghettos', 
but then still populated by a mixture of Italian, 
Negro, Puerto Rican and Jewish families. Havens 
was the oldest of nine children. His father was a 
pianist who earned his living as an electroplater; 
his mother, to help in the support of their family, 
worked in a bookbinding factory. Play for Havens 
was singing on street corners with other 
neighborhood kids and by the time he was 
fourteen, he'd organized a group called the McCrea 
Gospel Singers - but just for fun. "I really 
thought I'd be a surgeon", he says. 

Since then his career has moved forward with 
subsequent albums - 'Something Else Again', 
'Indian Rope Man', 'Richard P. Havens 1983', and 
'Alarm Clock' - have shown him to be one of the 
most effective and significant performers on 
today's music scene - a fact further confirmed by 
his award of the pri^e as Best Interpreter at the 
Rio De Janeiro lnternatk>nal Festival of Song in 
1970. 

He still lives in New York City; as well as music 
he spends much time in painting and writing. He's 
currently working on a book, part 
autobiographical, part phitosophical, a look at the 
way thoughts and attitudes change as children 
grow into adults, as societies evolve. "ChiWren 
have the clearest vision - as they grow up the 
pressures of their environment make them lose 
their instinctive reactions to life and the people

An amendment that would 
take the student body vice 
president out of the Student 

Senate and give him or her the 
esponsibility of coordinating 
cabinet activities and directing 
student grievances will be on the 
twilot today. 

This amendment would give 
the vice president more 
constitutional duties, and would 
take away the traditional job of 
nrpsiding over the Senate. 

A second constitutional 
amendnient that would provide 
for the recall of elected student 
officials had not, as of late 
yesterday afternoon, received 
enough skident signatures to go 
^ today's ballot.

As the candidates rounded 
the last corner and headed do¥vn 
the home stretch, it suddenly 
became aijparent that all the 
spectators had gone home. 

Art Teele and Danny 
Pietrodangelo debated the 
question of being president in 
front of a small segment of the 
student body yesterday. 

Elections Commissioner 
Robert Young estimated that 
6,000 students would turn out 
to vote in a Student Government 
election which will determine 
the holders of 19 offices, 
including executive, judicial, and 
policy board. 

Twelve polling places will be 
open from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
The places are the Union Store, 
Bellamy building. Business 
building, Strozier Library, Music 
building. Education building, 
Diffenbaugh building, Sandels 
building. Law School, Landis 
Hall, Jennie Murphree Hall, and 
Smith Hall. 

Young said the voting 
procedure has been changed for 
this week. Instead of stamping 
hands with ink, voters' names 
will be written on a slip of paper 
and signed . 

The names will be checked 
after the election, arnl any 
duplicates will be prosecuted 



immediately, said Young. 

What was a scattered field of 
nine in the prinnary election wes 
narrowed to two last Wednesday 

when 4,678 students voted. Art 
Teele and Danny Pietrodangelo 
led the field with 1,138 and 
1 ,1 36 votes respectively. 

Teele has served the last few 
months as Secretary for 
Administrative affairs. In the past 
he has also served as deputy 
attorney general and on the 
Student Governnnent Budget 
Committee. These three 
positions have given him 
experience in all three branches 
of Student Government. 

Pietrodangelo is a second 
term student senator. 
Pietrodangelo has introduced 
many bills in the Senate, 
including bills establishing a 
student employment office, 
funding the day care center, and 
funding the student depository. 

Teele's running mate is Ed 
Krieger, a senator and past 
president of Inter-Fraternity 
Council. They are running with 
the All Together Party, a party 
which has emphasized the need 
to bring all the factions on 
campus together. 

Pietrodangelo and former 
senator Sharon Gordon are 
running on the Student 
Progressive Party ticket. That 
party placed carKitdates in every 



runoff, except non-partisan 
judicial runoffs. 

The Activist Studant Pwty 
gave a qualified endorteroant to 

Pietrodangelo Tuesday. That 

endorsement was condemned by 
ASP Presidential candidate Nesta 
King and chairman Rick 
Johnson. 

The ma|drity statement of 
ASP said, "We do not agree with 
the philosophy, ideology, 
platforms, nor the campaign 
tactics of Pietrodangelo, but we 
feel he would be more 
responsive to our ideas and party 
goals." 

King and Johnson voted 
against an endorsement of either 

candidate because both "are so 
distant from the principles that 
our party stood for that we 
cannot endorse either." 

Teele received an 
endorsement from Ron 
Baumgarten, who ran low in the 
presidential primary, 

Baumgarten said, "I have 
imminent respect for both 
candidates and I recognize the 
good qualities of leadership 
among both, but I feel that 
Teele's platform is the most 
extensive and the most 
concerned with our rational 
well-being." 

In the debate Tuesday,

records policy

The Divisk>n of Student Affairs, "to provide an 
acceptaWe method for the handling of student 
records," released a policy and procedure 
statement in May of 1970 regarding the 
confidentiality of student records. 



Contained within the statement, issued by the 
department's then Acting Vice President Robert 
Kimmel, was a list of the division's various 
responsibilities for keeping files on students. 

The policies of ttie division are that "all 

disciplinary records are for intramural use 
and. ..will not be made available to persons outside 
the institution unless a forn^l request is made by 
the student involved." 

All inquiries about personal character are 

referred to the Office of the Registrar fay Student 
Affairs which, according to Dr. Hilda Tinney of 
the Registrar's office, "gives nothing unless the 
student formally asks us to release his records."

Questions still 
need answers 



President Stanley Marshall, in his letter to the 
Flambeau, replied to five qiaestiofis, and his ansvvers to 
these ware very interesting, indeed. He did not reply to the 

three other questions asked him. 

He did not answer one question about a guaranteed 
right to courael, stating it was unnecessary to answer this 
question under the facts of the Lieberman case, since 
Lieberman was represented by counsel. 

We disagree. The question is not unneoessary, simply 
because the decision of Judge David L. Middiebrooks in 
the appeal of Lieberman questioned this right. We wanted 
Marshall's opinion on this; he would not give it. 

He also would not give an answer to the questions 
related to guest speakers, faculty and staff, saying since 
these were not students, he could not venture an opinion 
as to the implications of the decision in the case of a 
student. 

But he dkl answer the other five, and raised questions 
in our minds as to whether he even saw the reason our 
questions were asked. 

One comment in the column summaroes the pomt best 
of all: 

"The University deemed the charges justified, the 
procedures fair, and the determination of Lieberman's 
guilt supported by subftantial evidenoe. Further debate on 
this matter wouM be unnecessarily repetitive." 

We think not. This is why the questions were asked. We 
do not feel the procedures were fair, and further, do not 
feel the University has the right, or Mnlity, to "deem" 
them so. 

This has been the question in our minds since the 
expulsion of Lieberman: does the University have that 
right? 

By attempting to close the matter to "further debate", 
Marshall has again pointed out precisely why that debate 
should NOT be silenced. 

He later added that the "quiet of the reading room and 
the decorum of the classroom are given preference because 
these are fundamental activities of the University as 
defined by those to whom the state has entrusled the 
governance of the University." 

We infer from the statement that Lieberman violated 
the orderly processes of the university by vuilating the 
quiet of the reading room and the decorum or the 
dasiroom by his activities. 

If this is the justification of the charges, we must also 
question it. The alleged violation did not disrupt either the 
reading room or the classroom. 

Marshall inferred from the editorial of the Flambeau of 
January 14; we feel we can exercise the same privilege. 

After carefully readinn hj. tiSieni^irai times, we 
■iiusc anm the oondusion that the university does not have 
a case to support the argument that the dismissal of 
Lieberman was just, and that students may be denied their 
rights as dtiaens. 

That ooncKision is heartening, and we hope the appeals 
court soon reaches the same conclusion.

The Florida Legislature is in 
session again and it looks as 
though it is continuing its 
attacks on the students. I am 
referring to Senate Bill 406 
which would force students who 
oon^ptete graduate school to 
repay" their education. It is 



hard for me to conceive how 
anyone could suggest sudi a 
thing. Does the legislature really 
think that Florida's graduate 

schools are so good that students 
will be willing to pay for them 
for 30 years after they have 
graduated? 

And what about tuition while 
one is In school? I see no 
provisions in the bill to eliminate 
it, and it is hard to believe that a 
student should be made to pay 
twice. The most obvious 
problem with a law like this can 
easily be seen. Suppose a student 
completes his graduate studies in 
some field of education, and 
then fails to find a job in that 
fiekl (which is entirely possible 
these days). Is he still required 
to pay for that education? If he 
is, then I would suggest that the 
state should take the 
responsilMlity of finding every 
graduate a job in his chosen 
field. 

The worst part of the whole 
idea is the fact that this wouki 
almost inevitably be extended to 
include undergraduate 
"repayment." In other words, it 
is conceivable that the students 
would be supporting the schools 
and the legislature and thP 
school administratk>ns would be 
running them. It remains to be 
seen whether students will 
swallow this or whether the 
universities will suffer as a result 
of a greatly reduced graduate 
student population.

Assistants 
need pay 

increase 

Editor: 

I woukI like to make a 
complaint and a suggestion 
concerning the administration of 
scholarship and assistantship 
money at FSU. My complaint is 
that those people who render a 
tangible contribution in teaching 
or research to the university are 
treated with less consideration 
than those who receive 
scholarships, requiring no work. 



First of all, tuition has 
doubled since 1968 and 
assistantships have not kept pace 
with the rise in food, rent, etc , 
prices. Of $3,000 per year, one 
third is used for taxes and 
tuition. On a larger salary, this 
figure woukJ be fair; but on 
subsistence wages it is patently 
unfair. Furthermore, through 
administrative legerdemain 
payroll labeU can be arbitrarily 
changed from "assistant" to 
"part-time faculty," which cuts 
another $22 per month from the 
take-home pay. When ths 
happens, we not only receive n: 
"faculty" benefits; but we are 
Still required to pay FULL 
tuition, even though course 
work may have been finished six 
months ago. Teaching assistants 
do work which orciinanly costs 
the university four times as 
much if it is done by 
professors—we are a valuable 
part of the educational process 
and should be treated much 
more eguitably. 

I wouki like to suggest that 
more scholarship money, except 
that used for the extremely 
disadvantaged, be rechanneled 
into raising the pay scale of 
SSSiStsnts. Those people who 
actually contribute to the 
university should be better 

compensated.

Students must now beconne 
the best informed generation 



When the 18-year-old vote 
was being debated, lots of 
politicians were fond of pointing 
out that "today's young people 
are the best informed in 
history." 

If so, it's a sad comnoentary 
on previous generations, for 
there is no evidence that 
Students— at least in Florida -are 
really informed about anything. 

Example: A poll was taken in 
a mass media class. The class had 
sophomores, juniors, and 
seniors. The 48 students were 
given a list of the 50 states (since 
you can't assume students would 
be able to recall the names of 
the 50 states) and were asked to 
name the U.S. Senators from 
each state. 

Perfection was not expected. 
It is doubtful that even David 
Brinkley or other informed 
Washington observers could have 
recalled all 100 senators with 
unerring accuracy. Some 
senators retire or are defeated 
from time to time, and it's easy 
for the mind to play tricks. 



Yet it is reasonable to assume 
that anybody who reads a daily 
paper and a weekly 
newsmagazine, and who watches 
televtswn news at least some of 
the time, would be able to name 
some of them. For one thing, 
half the Democrats in the Senate 
are running for President, while 
Other senators, like Fulbright or 
Thurmond, become fanxxis for 
one reason or another. 

At any rate, the average 
student could name only two 
U.S. Senators. One third of the 
students could not name a single 
Senator. The best anyone did 
was to name 16~a total achieved 
by a senior politk:al science 
major. 

The most frequently named 
Senator was Edward Kennedy. 
More people named him than 
listed either of Florida's 
senators. Several non-senators 
were incorrectly named— Nelson 
Rockefeller, Hale Boggs, the late 
Spessard Holland, Julian Bond. 

Granted, some senators are 
rather obscure. Jack Miller of 



Iowa is not exactly a household 
word, even in Dubuque. But it 
would seem that students could 
do better than this picking up 
names by osmosis, as it were, 
from their general reading of the 
media. 

Conclusion? Students don't 
read about public affairs. They 
are not informed. Further 
oondusfon: this hasn't prevented 
students from having strong 
opinions on everything. 

Someone has ventured the 
opinion that 90 per cent of the 
Students never think about 
politics, and the other 10 per 
cent alt think alike. That's 
probably an optimistic estimate. 

Students are entitled to have 
opinions— and now, to vote— but 
there would seem to be an 
obligation incumbent upon them 
to inform themselves. That may 
require a change of attitude. It's 
hard to read, listen and think 
while yelling opinions and 
marching off on crusades for 
half -understood causes.

professors of a religion,

^^'^ of it. But you can't judge a 
^e''9«on by its disciples any more 



than you^ can judge democracy 
by America. 

We tend to reject a religkm 

because of the faults of a 
particular disciple, or group of 
disciples. There are two reasons 
this is an improper method. 

First, disciples can be fakes. 
Just because someone says he 
supports Richard Nixon doesn't 
make him a Republican. 
Someone who says he believes, 
or even actively campaigns, is 
not necessarily a "true" 
adherent to the religk>n. 

Second, disciples are human, 
and usually in a process of 
change. The only exception 
would be a religion which 
claimed instant perfection. 

Neither can one say a reli|^ 
is for real just because the 
disciples do what they say. That 
can provide a good reason for 
looking into the religion further, 
but it cannot be the basis of 



one's conclusion. 

* « * 

Many people go for a religion 
because it "sounds good" or 

"makes sense." A religion which 
happens to fit a person's 
particularly philosophical fancy 
cannot therefore be judged as 
right. Sortie religions throw 
abstract words around without 
meeting some basic facts. 

Conversely, a religion cannot 
be rejected because it sounds a 
little ridiculous or because it 
gives a different impresskxi of 
God from what you have. Truth 
does not have to fit a 

prearranged intellectual pattern. 

• • • ' 

Some adhere to a religion 
because it is what they grew up 
with, or it is the dominant one 
of the culture. One cannot 
choose a religion because of 
what everybody else does. 



Some talk about how good a 
particular religion makes thetn 
feel. These can't serve as the 

basis for religion. Experiential 

religions may produce peace, 
joy, love, etc., but so does 
psychotherapy, sometimes. 

A religion does not have to 
make you feel good. God may 
be an ogre who won't let anyone 

have any fun. 

• • • 

How can a religion be 
judged? 

Pkmarily, on its "founder." 
Who was he or she, ¥«hat dkl he 
or she do? How well does the 
person reflect the existence of 
God? 

Secondarily a religion can be 
judged by iu oontaiit; ija. 
teachings and philosophy. How 
true are they? How well do they 

explain your iife situation and 
the world situation? But 



remember, the religion cannot 

be rejected if it does not explain, 
only if it exf^ins incorrectly. 



Whether a religion is true or 

false depends on one thing-is 

there a God, and if MMna it, if Ha 

to be found In or through this 

religion? 

The only valid purpose for 

religion is that it allows for 

"knowing" God, or Supreme 

Consciousness, or whatever. 

If there is only Void, or an 

imoenonal God. then a raliaion 

is wovtMaas aMBMit for o&nontA 

satisfaction.

A three phase bite plan for 
fSU to help eliminate the 

conflict with pedestrians and 
automobiles and provide bikers 
with easy access to places on 
campus will be discussed in a 
-leetmq next week in the office 
of Homer Ooten, director of 
physical planning at FSU. 

"I will go over the plan with 
interested parties and everyone 
concerned. Then the study will 
ry; sent to Vice President Peirce's 
ffice for administrative 
approval, " said Ooten. 

The plan was fornnulated by a 
committee of geography 
students and faculty. It was 
formed mostly from the 
opinions of students, according 
to Dick Wells, who headed- up 

the project. 

"From the results of surveys 
we conducted and all of the 
information collected, we think 
we came up with a plan that 

keeps within the limited budget 
the university will allow to be 
spent on the plan/' said Wells. 

The plan has three phases. 
Phase I includes proposals 
-designed to rineet immediate 
needs, while Phases II and III are 
proposals based on projections 
of future needs. 

Phase I calls for north-south

Wells said these routes would 
offer corridors for movement 
through campus with less danger 
of cars hitting cyclists arui 
cyclists hitting pedestrians. 

Sidewalks would be nruN^ked 
as to the type of travel to be 
used on them during Phase I. 

"The sidewalks marked with 
a green strip down the center 
could be used for bikes and 
pedestrians. Sidewalks with the 

curbs painted green woukJ be for 

bikes only," said Wells. 

"Also, there would be ramps 
at curbs along the routes. We 
think this wouki be strong 
inducement for cyclists to 



foltow the planned roiftas." 
fHase II of the plan involves 

actions which are of lower 
priority than those in Phase I 

but stilt desirable. It calls for an 
increase in the capacity of 
dormitory bike parking facilities 
at all of the dorms on campus, 
and for construction of 



additional lighting at alt of thoie 

areas 

In Phase II, the fmal sta^ of 
the plan outlines other measures 
not currently considered critical. 

They include oonstructkm of 
additional bike paths and of 
bicycle repair shops around 
campus. 



Wells said the oofimiittea 
working on the pfoposals took 
surveys to determme the number 
of bikes on campus at 7 a.m.. 
the number on campus from 
fktt to ninth period, and the 
number of persons using each of 
the ten campus entrancas.

Jones gets another 
year added to term 

Head Football Coach Larry Jones has been given a one-year 
extension to his present five-year contract with FSU. 

Jones, who in his first year at FSU led the Seminoles to an 8-4 
rword and a bowl ganne, will have his contract extended to Dec. 31, 
1976, according to President Stanley Marshall. Marshall said he made 
the extension on the recommendations of Clay Stapleton, athletic 
director, ahd the Florida State Athletic Committee. 

Marshall said in a letter to Jones, "You have done an outstanding 
job of assembling a very strong staff and your work with our coaches 
and players, the alumni, the media and the public generally has been 
a great credit to the university." 

The 37-year-old coach came to Florida State last year from the 
University of Tennessee where he was top defensive assistant. He 
guided the team to the Fiesta Bowl, losing only after a dynamic 
45 38 offensive battle with then No. 6-ranked Arizona State. 
Florida State was rMiked among the top 20 football teams in the 
country during the 1971 season. 

"I am very happy with mV relations with Florida State/' said 
Jones. "Our overall program is making such great strides and I'm 
extremely pleased to be a part of it. It's great to be associated with 
everyone at Florida State, especially President Marshall and Athletic 
Director Stapleton." 

Marshall also praisad Stapltton for his leadership in the athletic 
program. "No small part of the credit for the great forward strides of 
the athletic program this year is due to Mr. Stapleton and his staff. 
We are moving ahead in scheduling, in improved facilities and better 
ganization-all of which have begun to characterize a new look in 
^minole athletics."

non-profit corporation, feeling 
Slater was better equipped to 
provide dispensing facilities. 

Members voting for the 
non-profit corporation were 
Tom Rasnrmssen, Pat Garvey and 
Greg Young. 

Those voting against the 
corporation were Jim Gandy and 
Elton Jernigan, student 
members; Dr. Margaret Menzel 
of biological sciences and 
Colonel Edward Conner of 
aerospace studies, faculty 
members. 

Additional motions were 
made to provide a student 
watchdog committee to 
supervise sales in the Down 
Under. Consideration was 
postponed until the new board is 
installed. 

Chairman of the Union Board 
Pat Garvey commented after the 
meeting, "I am vary 
disappointed in the way the 
student board memt)ers' voted; I 
can see why the faculty voted as 



they did, but not the students." 

Dean of the Unk>n Roger 
Wehrle saki, "We hope to buikJ a 
good relationship with ARA 
Slater, I'm certain they are 
willing to negotiate with the best 
interests of the students in mind.

Rasmussen, manager of the 
Down Under, said, "ARA Slater 
may be willing to waive their 
beverage rights in the Down 
Under only, because it would 
cost too much to be profitable.

14 prestdemtal primary, hoping 
to prod Congress into passing a 

constitutional amendment 
allowing children to attend the 
schools nearest their homes. 

"The effect of it is a 
do-nothing resolution/' said 
Senate President Jerry Thomas. 
D-Jupiter. "It's the type of 
resolution you have to pray 
over, because there is no way 
you can win by voting 'no,'" 

Thomas, one of seven who 
voted against the bill by 
Republican Sens. Richard Deeb 
of St. Petersburg and Charles 
Weber of Fort Lauderdale, said 
he personally opposes busing. 
But he said the Senate was 
shirking its responsibility in 
handing off the hot potato to 
the public in a "straw vote" that 
will not be legally binding on the 
courts or Congress. 

Thomas said he was not going 
to ask any fellow senators to 
vote against the bill, especially 

not in an election year. 

"Oh yes, it's popular today, 
but what will we put on the 
ballot tomorrow?" Thomas 
asked. "I just can't be a party to 
government by straw ballot. It's 
wrong. This resolution is 
wrong." 

Deeb and Weber said the 
nation's attentk>n will be fixed 
on Fk>rida in the primary, and 
that a strong vote against busing 
will be the harbinger of a 

NAACP official 
deplores action

deplored State Senate passage of 
an anti-busing bill Wednesday 
and said that racial 
discrimination appeared to be 
more evkJent in rural west 
Ftorkia than any place in the 
South. 

Roy Wilkins, executive 
secretary of the NAACP, came 
to Florida to look into reports 
of discrimination against black 
students in Marianne, Chipiey 
and Madison. 

He said he was "surprised and 
disappointed," labeling the 
busing issue a "cover" for people 
opposed to integrated education. 

Wilkins, who planned to meet 
with Gov. Reubin Atkew during 
his visit, said he was here to 
focus attention on the recent 
expulsions of black students 
from high schools in the three 
towns. 

He said he was told that 

white students, involved in the 
racial turmoil, were not 
disciplined. 

Three of the blacks were 
dropped from the baskadM 
squad at Marianna for misiifig 
practice to participate in a 
protest march to Tallahassee.

WASHINGTON— Chairman Arthur F. Burns of the Federal 
Reserve System asked the Price Commission Wednesday to display 
more flexibility in permitting price rises— but urged the Pay Board to 
crack down harder on excessive pay increases. 

Burns, one of President Nixon's confklantes and an architect of 
his new economk: policy, said he feared that an overly rigid policy 
by the Price Commission could leave businessmen without the 
capital needed to launch a rapid economic expansion. 

On the wage side, he said "compromises" by the warring 
members of the Pay Board could "undermine its overall objective." 

Nixon: Chino trip wili thow roiotiona 

WASHINGTON-President Nixon saki Wednesday his trip to 
China this month will be "a giant step toward the creation of a 
stable structure of world peace" because it will begin to thaw the icy 
Sino-American relations of the last 23 years. 

In his 326-page foreign policy report to Congress, Nixon 
cautioned, though, that he and the Chinese leaders are unlikely to 
reach agreement on the specific issues that divkie them during his 
Feb. 21-28 visit. 

'The trip to Peking is not an end in Itself but the launching of a 
process," Nixon said. 'The historic significance of this journey lies 
beyond whatever formal understandings we might reach."

Dean Johnson blasts 
senate bill requiring 
high graduate tuition

Dr. Robert M. Johnson, dean 
of the FSU Graduate School, 
yesterday blasted a proposed 
State Senate bill requiring 
graduate students to pay for a 
big share of their education. 

"There is no question about 
it," Johnson said. "This Senate 
bill is hitting the heart of the 
graduate program. They are 
threatening us with a serious 
blow." 

Under provisions of Senate 
Bill 406, sponsored by Senate 
President Jerry Thomas and 
Ways and Means Committee 
dttirman Louis de la Parte, 
graduate students would have to 
repay after graduation 50 
percent of the cost of their 
education. 

"I'm dismayed that a 
responsible person would 
consider this t>ill without 
realizing the consequences it wilt 

have on our state's graduate 
program," Johnson said. "I

Specifically, the controversial 
bill calls for: 

V The Department of 
Education to determine per 
student cost of each 
post-graduate and professional 
level program supported by the 
state. 

^ Beginning with the 
1973-74 school year, persons 
enrolled in such programs would 

have to pay, or enter an 
agreement to pay, 50 percent of 
the total cost of their studies. 

Repayment would be 
made in annual installments 
beginning one year after the 
student left the university. 
Payments would be based on not 
less than two nor more than five 
percent of the student's income. 

A minimum payment of 
$100 and maximum payment of 
$2,500 a year is called for in the 
bill. Those making less than 
$5,000 a year would not have to 
make a payment. 

^ A person's total obligation 
would be limited to no more 
than $20,000 or 30 annual 

payments. 

^ Payments could be 
deferred in any year when other 
educational loan payments 
exceeded three times ^ 
required payment to the state. 

The bill has been referred by 
Thomas to de la Parte's Ways 
and Means Committee and 
Robert HaverfieW's Universities 
and Community Colleges 
Committee. The first committee 
hearing will be held on the bill 
during the next two weeks.

Conduct records divulged 

University Judicial Officer Harry Lamb saki yesterday that a 
student's disciplinary and conduct records held by his department 
could be divulged to "certain federal and governmental agencies" 
without the student's consent and within the guidelines of the 
university. 

Lamb's statement came in response to an inquiry about ttie legal 

obligations of the judicial office. "If we get an interpretation on the 
specific case from the University Council, we could release certain 
information without a student's consent or knowledge. This has 
never been done, however, and the rules only exist at all to warn 
judk:ial off kxrs of the necessity of obtaining a student's consent for 
the release of his records." 

"Actually, the definition of this divisk>n's legal obllgatk>n was 
left vague so things could be altered if the need arose," Lamb saW. 

Meanwhile, rumors to the effect that pressure was being placed 
on Joe Buchanan to leave his post in the Division of Student Affairs 
because of statements he nuKie to the Flambeau that could be 
neither confirmed nor denied. A spokaiman #octi the off ice of Vice 
PreskJent Steve McCMan said he was unaware of thate rumors.

Tlw biggest chunk of p o t wi t ia i student power on 

campus lies within the dorms. Yet there is probably not a 
more powerless group existing at FSU. 

Like some slumbering giant, the dorms collected voice 
goes unheard on almost all issues, including those matters 
that directly affect the individual dorm resident. 

The existing Inter-Dorm Council (officiaily called the 
Inter- Residence Hall Ccxindl) is weak and ineffectual, if 
not anemic. 

We lie? Listen. 

The Inter-Dorm Council is exactly that. A council, not 
a government. It has no powers of any consequence at all, 
except the allocation of $13,000 to the individual dorms. 

It is not an official pert of Student Government. 

It is not listed in the Pow Wow, the FSU student 
handbook. 

It doesn't even have an office in the Union. 

This, mind you, is the organization that claims to 
represent the 13 dorms on campus. 

The first Inter-Dorm Council was set up four years jago. 
It is composed of the 13 dorm presidents and a president 
of their own choosing. Note here that the president is 
selected not by the dorm dwellers, but by the dorm 
presidents. 

As we have pointed out before, the Inter-Dorm Council 
is not an organization of Student Government. The fact 
that it holds no status in the ranks of Student Government 
is its biggest stumbling block. 

We propose that the new student body administration 
take a serious look at the farce called dorm government. 

We further propose that the Inter-Dorm Council be 
dissolved and, by constitutional change, a new and 
hopefully more powerful r epr e sentatwe dorm committee 
be set up. 

Such a dorm government should be directly linked to 
the office of the student body president, and could be set 
up administratively like CPE. Furthermore, the new dorm 
government would have an office in the Union where 
students could easily keep tabs on their new government. 

The four-year experiment has faitod, and dramaticaily 
at that. It is time to cast off tNs governing sham and 
establish a new uniting force for the dorms that is a 
responsible part of Student Government.

Nuclear power is not all that dangerous 



,^ the "Graduate Korner" (Ftb. 2), 

Taylor cited three experimemal 
nuclear reactor accidents and one 1957 
gpQft to arrive at a pessinnistic conclusion 
about nuclear power. However, fronn the 
^ame accidents, a quite different 
.inclusion can be reached. 

Please note the dates of these 
accidents: 1952, 1959 and 1961. No 
recent ones. To use these old accidents as 
models for predicting the futiure reactors 
3 ke predicting all cars are in danger 
because Model Ts had a tendency to lose 
wheels. Just as automobile technology 
has progressed, so has reactor technology. 
Reactors now, and those to come, are 
more powerful and safer than those of 10 
years ago. 

Taylor's accounts may convey 
unfortunate implications by their 
omissions. In the Windscale Unit I 
accident of 1959. the cause was of 
chemical, not nuclear, origin. Instead of a 
reactor "out of control/' higher reactive 
uranium exposed by corrosion of its 
protective coating of aluminum, caught 
fire. Though considerable activity was 
lost to the air, it was very short-lived. 



The accident in 1961 wm the SL-1 
Experin>ental Reactor run by the U.S. 

Army. It had been shut down for 20 days 
before the three Army specialists started 
to install new valves on the control rods. 
Nobody really knows what happenec^ but 
the best guess was that they withdrew too 
much of a control rod from the reactor. 
This caused a large power surge in the 
cold reactor. What happened for certain 
was that there was considerable radiation 
inside the mild steel cylinder^l reactor 
housing, but very little escaped to the 
outside. This is astonishing only because 
this was not designed as a containment 
facility; that is, a structure having airtight 
fittings and a negative pressure. Just 100 
yards from the building the radiation 
level was less by a factor of 10,000. The 
surrounding sagebrush was found to be 
free from contamination. 

The WASH-740 report of 1957, cited 
as cause for concern, is another example 
of a "what if" document. That is, they 
say, "look what happened here, what if it 
were worse." The fallacy of this argument 
is the supposition that these accidents 
could be worse. In point of fact, just the 



oppositt if true, these ara Ifia worn. 

In the early 1960s, experiments were 
performed by the Argonne National 
Laboratory to determine what could 
happen in a power excursion (reactor 
going wild). Their conclusions: the 
accidents at Windscale and SL-1 wart the 
limit of what could happen, and any 
further accident on an operational power 
plant would be less severe. 

Look at the safety record of the 
nuclear pomm plants of today: nuclear 
power planu have over 100 reactor-years 
without a serious aockleffit. The Nudaar 
Navy has over 780 reactor -years free from 
serious accidents. Contrast this with 
conventional power plants. 

Sure, you say, the chances are small of 
an aockient, but they are there. Well, any 
chemist or physicist can tell you that 

according to quantum mechanics there is 

a finite probability of walking through a 

brick wall. 

If one wants to have a power 
excurskm of the mind, consider what 
wouM happen if Hoover, Grand Coolie, 
or any of the other big dams broke in an 
earthquake. 



what about the if l e pla cja ^ bl a coal, oH and 

gas being burnt , vIj, ^ What of theiofia 
of sulfur dioxide, carbon dioxide and 
Other pollutants (including the 
radioactive nuclides of carbon, hydrogen, 
tuHur and mareury-fnort than released 
by nuclear power plants) beinf dumped 
imo tt>e atmosphere? Tliata natural 
resources are adequate for today, but 
what of the year 2200^ Taking a very 
optimistic assumption of zero population 
growth. ^ U.S. ak>na by 2200 will be 
consuming eight times as much energy « 
today. The supplies of oil, gas and ooal 
are just not available or they ara too 
costly for development even asMming 
we can tolerate the pollution associated 
with them. 

From the simplest laws of physics, 
that it takes energy to move matter from 
one place or phase to another, we see that 
civilization must have ef>ergy-anargy to 
warm the winter, irrigate the desert aiHl 
bring food to our tables. Where will we 
get it? By 2200 do we use more nuclear 
power or do we bum "safe" coal at the 
rate of 10 millkxi tons per day?

Monday, January 31, at 1 p.m. a meeting was held by a 
subcommittee of the self-study organization here at FSU pertaining 
to the University's parking and traffic problems. 

Several non-committee members were invited to attend, two of 
whom were Mr. Wallace of Campus Security and myself I was 
invited to attend the meeting by Mr. Wallace because, I believe, I had 
voiced valid criticisms concerning the parking violation tk:keting 
procedure and offered suggestions as to how these discrepancies 

could be corrected. It is also possible Mr. Wallace wished to placate 
an irate student at the time the invitation was extended, but that is 
neither here nor there. 

The first criticism to whk:h I referred concerned the procedure 
for inducing forgetful students, faculty and staff members to 
re-register their vehicles, by issuing $10 tickets to those who forget. 

People who didn't read the Flambeau on the days the notices 
were printed or who didn't themselves register for their own classes 
didn't get the word in many cases. Some who did get the word 
didn't get the message, for a variety of reasons, most of which are 
valid to anyone understanding the procedure of "normal 
registration" for dasses during the perkid. 

The price freeze made re-regi$tratk>n necessary. RenregistratkKi 
was therefore a one shot deal. It never has been practical before and 
hopefully it won't be again This means that re-registration is an 
abnormality for the student going through the procedure of 

registering for dasaas. 

When all this was brought out at the meeting, Mr. Wallace 
informed me there was nothing ha couW do about It. The oommittaa 

that made the rule was the one to Change the rule. 

So, if you are or are not one of the hundreds (according to 
the security office) that received a ticket for failing to re-register 
your auto^get on the ass of your Student Government' epresentatives 
and let them do what they were elected to do. SG officers want this 
type of opportunity to prove their vakie and their talent for 
persuasion.

If Miers' prediction is right, 
the Florida Legislature will have 
only ona realistic alternative— to 
enact a new taw. The present law 
provides for legal atxHtion only 
if the mother's life is 
endanqfred. 

The bill that Miers himself 
supports is similar to the 
Hawaiian statute on abortion: 
such a law defines abortion as 
strictly a medical procedure, and 
any woman could obtain the 
service m an accredited hospital 
under the care of a licensed 
physician. A 90-day residency 
requirement is also attached to 
the proposal. 

Other, less lenient bills 
include restrictive requirements: 
any woman may have an 
abortion only within 12 weeks 
of conception; if pregnancy 
results from rape, or if the 
mental or physical health of the 
mother or the fetus is 
endangered, a legal abortion may 
be performed. 

Other controversial questions 
concern whether or not the 
husband must give written 
consent. 

Miers said that the abortion 
question has been before the 
legislature repeatedly in the last 
five years. But, he said, different 
political pressure groups have 
prevented the bill's passing.

Reuter, considered by many watchers of the legislature to be a 
"friend rather than a foe" of FSU and the other major universities, 
recently introduced a bill which would give 18year-olds full 
majority rights.

Ben Thompson, Joan Heggen 
and Jean Chaudhun took turns 
peering into the future when, if 
things go as each has planned, 
they wilt help run city affairs 
from their seat on the 
commission. 

Thompson, a 26-year-old 
lawyer who graduated from FSU 




two years ago, offers a ten-point 
positive action plan to, among 
other things, improve the city's 
traffic problem and to study the 

feasibility of a utilities profit 
tax. 

Heggen said that she, as 
commissioner, would try to 
initiate a long-range, 
comprehensive plan for the 
municipal growth of Tallahassee. 
"We're coming to a critical 
point." Heggen said, "and we 
must make a definite move with 
regards to zoning before it's too 
late." 

Chaudhuri, wife of FSU 
government professor Joyotpaul 
Chaudhuri, looked for a coming 
together of the people in the 
community, a change in the 
direction of the City Commission 
so that it offers more concern 
for the public, and the helping 
of what she called the "Other 
America" of the slums and 
ghettos. 

The meeting was thrown 
open to questions after these 
preliminary statements. 

When asked what changes 
each would like to see in the city 
planning board, three different 
ideas were offered. 

"I will work to make the 
planning board an autonomous 



body," said Thompson. "But I 
don't want to see it made 
elective. We want the board to 

nr^ke proposals for the good of 
the city, not to play partisan 
politics." 

Chaudhuri said she'd like to 
see fair representation on the 
planning commission and to do 
"something about the lack of 
understanding that exists 
therein." 

The Flambeau will present an 
analysis of the five City 
Commission candidates in 
Monday's edition. 

Heggen "doesn't like the idea 

of seeing the planning board 
either autonomous or 
appointive." 

"\ want to see the public 
selecting who goes on this 
board," she said. "I'd like to see 
more lay-persons making 
decisions that will affect their 
city." 

"What kind of [ilans do you 
have for low-income housing?" 
asked one student. 

"Very ambitious ones," said 
Heggen. "We need more and 
better conditions for the lower 
income groups. And we have to 
realize that private enterprise 
cannot be expected to 



accomplish what we'd like to tea 
here." 

Haggan's comment on 
"private antarpriti" was in 
refaranoa to one of the mitting 
candidates- Lea Evarhart. 

Everhart's campaign for tfia 
commission is, m part, based on 
the belief that, through private 
enterprise's help, poverty groups 
can be lif^ from the slums and 
placed in proper housing. 

The other candidate who did 
not make an appearance was 
lawyer Richard Allen, the only 
black in the race.

Fifteen percent said they 
would favor revision to alk>w 

abortions only in cases of rape, 
incest, malformed fetuses, or to 
preserve the mental or physical 
health of the mother.

A bill putting the quest k>n of 

oourt-ordered busing on tfie 
March 14 ballot drove through 

the House 93-13 Thursday, 
picking up an amendment that 
would also ask voters whether 
they favor prayer in school. 

The House returned the bill 
to the Senate, which had pasted 
it without the prayer 
amendment. 

Rep. Lew Earle, R-Orlando, 
said the bill was needed to allow 
the people to express their 
feelings on busing and create 
support for a constitutional 
amendment outlawing busing. 

But Rep. Sandy 
D'Alemberte, D-Mlami, said the 
bill was an attempt to deceive 
the people into thinking busing 
could be stopped, and he warned 
It was a Republican effort to 



embarrass Gov. Reubm Askew 
Askew, who has called for 
support of busing as a necessary 
but temporary expedient for 
ending segregation, would 
probably veto the bill and aeate 
unfavorable publicity for 
himself, D'Alemberte said. 

The bill would put this 
question in the March 14 
presidential primary election 
"Do you favor an amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution that would 
prohibit forced busing and 
guarantee the right of each 
student to attend the 
appropriate public school 
nearest his home?" 

An amendment by Rep Can 
Ogden, D-Jacksonville, and Rep 
Lorenzo Walker, 0 Naples, 
added the questk>n: "Do you 
favor an amendment to the U.S.

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Law school accreditation 
threatened by small library

jhe law school may loie 

national accreditation unless its 
library 's increased by some 
20000 volurnes within the next 
three years, Presidem Stanley 
Marshall has warned members of 
the State Legislature. 

Marshall's warning came 
Wednesday night during a 
presentation by the presidents of 
eight of the nine state 
jniversities before the education 
subcommittee of the Home 
appropriations committee. 

The university officials were 
responding to allocations in Gov. 
Askew's proposed 1972-73 
budget. 



In order to meet minimiim 
accreditation standwds. FSU's 
law library must contain 60,000 
volumes by Jan. 1, 1975. 
Marshall said. This necessitates 
an increase of 20^1 volumes 
over the present number of 
39,159. 

Marshall, in emphasizing the 
upcoming deadline, urged tfie 
subcommittee to provide the 
funds to upgrade both the law 
libraries at FSU and the 
University of Florida. 

Although the UF library 
contains almost three times as 
many volumes as FSU's, it is still 
well below the law libraries at 
the University of Miami and 
University of Georgia, Marshall

Pressure 
wcrlced 



Sometimes, a little pressure or the threat of pressure in 
the right places gets things done. 

A case in point is tlie recent issuing ftiy the state 
oomptroiler of incorrect W-2 forms to some 70,000 state 
employees. State officials initially refused to take the 
matter as seriously as some of the employees to whom the 
incorrect statement would mean an added, be it slight, tax 
burden. 

But the threat of legal action by FSU faculty and staff 
got the right people stirred into action. State Comptroller 
Fred Dickinson announoed Thursday that corrected W-2 
forms would be issued within the next two weeks. 

The credit for this right pressure in the right place nmist 
go to Dr. Fred Standley, chairman of the Faculty Senate 
steering committee, and John Goldinger, president of the 
Staff Association and the faculty and staff they 

respectively represent. 

The letter to Dickinson by Standley and Goldinger, in 
which they threatened to take legal action, pulled no 
punches. You have tended to take the matter of the 
incorrect statements lightly, the FSU representatives wrote 
Dickinson. It is no light matter. Either you order a 
reissuing of the W-2 forms or face a circuit court suit. 

Thursday's announcement by the comptroller's offkse 
tells the rest of the story. 



Graduate costs bill 
should be defeated 



State Senators Jerry Thomas and Louis de la Parte have 
proposed the end to graduate educatkm in the state 
umversity syslem of Florida. 

They didn't phrase the bill that way, but that is what 
their bill would do. 

The bill we refer to is the proposal that graduate 

students be required to repay half the total cost of their 
graduate education. 

Come on, senators. Be realistk:. As it is now, time years 
of study beyond the baccalaureate degree costs a resident 
of Florida $2,160. That is added to the cost of $2,280 for 
.12 quarters of undergraduate study. 

The cost of higher education in Florida is ah^ady too 
high. One object of a state university system is to provide 
km-cost higher educatk>n to each citizen of the state who 
desires it. That was the ratkNiale behind the establislMnent 
of a community college network. 

If the bill sponsored by Thomas and de la Parte is 
passed, it will undermine one of the purposes of the state 
unwersity system.

Freedom is preserved best in the framework of private ownership 



The Jack Lieberman affair served to point out 
j^thmg I have been trying to emphasize for 
^frye time now-that freedom is best prMcrved 
, r a private property framevvork. 

The concept of "putMic" property, much to the 
of those concerned, has been proved invalid 

incidents which have taken place right here in 
ttie Taliahassee area. 

VVhat has been proved valid is that even 

called "public" property becomes private 
jperty while the State exercises its authority 
o^er that property to nnaintain stability. The State 
controls that property or institution much as a 
private property owner might do. 

If someone who doesn't own that property 
comes upon it and is uncool according to the rules 
however arbitrary they may be), it is the uncool 
person who goes, not the owner of the property. 

Jack Lieberman was convicted of breaking a 
rule on private public property; the two FSU-SMC 
members who were arrested last week for 
trespassing at a Tallahassee high school trespassed 
(supposedly) on private public school property; 
and for those who think the State acts to promote 
the General Welfare just rationalize that Jack 
Liebermn and the two SMC members were ripped 
off for the "common good." 

Imagine what it would be like if all property 
Mfas "public" property. Where could a person go to 
get away from the State? 

On the other hand, in a system where 
State-owned property is kept to a minimum, if one 
private property owner gets too heavy for your 
head, you can just leave that person's property and 
go somehwere else-somewhere where the 
property owner with wfiom you disagree can't 
legally hassle you, due to the fact that the 



prejudices of that property owner stop at his or 
her property line. 

In the case of ftesta King, who wm anrested for 
ptMtng out abortion referral information here in 
Tallahassee, it is not State-ovvned FSU that is 
attempting to prosecute Nesta, nor was Nesia 
picked up for trespassing on State property. 

Instead, Nesta King was arrested because she 
was passing out a specific form of property tfiat 
has been declared illegal by the Sate. She wm 
arrested by the State for passing out abortion 
referral information (property). 

Having already observed the paradox of a free 
speech issue taking place on private public 
property, the concept of private prop)erty dilutes 
further when faced with the fact that just what 
may be private property is also determined by the 
State. 

Abortion material is a no-no, marijuana is 
illegal, gold is a ten-year, $10,000 felony, and 
pornography will get you into jail almost as fast. 

Chemicals, plants, electronic equipment and 
weapons can be outlawed, along with books, 
movies, music and metals. Arxl even if you possess 
any of these taboo items on your own property 
and you are not harming anyone else in the 
process, the State can raid your "private" property 
and rip you off for the "crime" anyway. 

Out on the State-owned highways, the State 
(the State of Florida in this case) now permits 
search and seizure, "without probable ^cause." If 
the State has the power to determine what forms 
of property shall be illegal after all, surely the 
State should also have the power to say what 
measures should be taken to apprehend ail 
violators of the vark>us laws which outlaw 
possession of those certain forms of property.

It provides 
across the board majority rights 
tor 18-year-olds. 

Weed, in an interview 
Sunday, urged students to 
attend the committee meeting to 
show their support for the bill 
which would "end the 
university's role of in loco 
oarentis." 



"Students are sick and tired 

of the university acting as 
parents," she said. "But the 
university can act this way 
because we are minors." 

Not only are students treated 
as children of sorts, but they are 

considered "second class 
citizens," she said— "because we 
are minors." 

If students were granted 
majority rights, "no one would 
have legal grounds for looking 
down on us," she said. 

A majority rights bill has 
been approved by the House 
Judiciary Committee. It differs 
from the Reuter bill, however, in 
that 18-year-olds would be 
granted all adult rights except 
drinking and gambling.

Tomorrow the votars of Tallahaisee will 
who will serve a three-year term for the 
City Commission. 

One candidate, more than any other in this 
single seat race, has shown her concern with 
changing tl^ commission so it will be responsive 
to all citizens instead of only some citizens. 

The Flambeau endorses Jean Chaudhuri for 
this seat, and urges all students, faculty and staff 
to support her in the election tomorrow. 

Chaudhuri has stumped sections of 
Tallahassee seldom seen by Commissioner 
Everhart, and probably the other candidates. 
She has campaigiied hard on college and 
university campuses. She has hit Frenchtown 
and other black slum areas. 

Chaudhuri has emphasized student 
concerns— the environment, equal employment 
for blacks, adec^iate lighting and sewer services 
for all neighborhoods, an equitable tax 
structure. 

She has campaigned full-time and hard. Even 
the birth of a chiM slowed her down for just 
several days. 

She is interested in making city government 
nrK>re responsive to all elements of the 
community. 

Other candidates have not address 

themselves to all aspects of the community as 
has Chaudhuri. Richard Allen, the only black in 
the race, has done very little campaigning at all. 
Lee Everhart, the incumbent, has spent his time 
defending the city's policies over the past three 
years. Joan Heggen has shown little concern 
with the problems of minority groups in 
Tallahassee. Ben Thompson's idea of downtown 
Tallahassee is nice, but will not help the other 
problems of the city. 

Chaudhuri has been concerned with problems 
which affect all residents of Tallahassee, whether 
they are residents of Killearn Estates or 
Frenchtown. Her concerns include more and 
better representation of students and blacks and 
an elimination of discriminatory hiring practices 
by the city. 

She has addressed herself, as have all the 
candidates, to the problems of taxation, 
recreational facilities, traffic control and city 
planning.

Justice for all citizens 



'The main issue has been justice for every citizen of 

Tallahassee. I have suggested that there are several levels 
of justice: one for those who can afford to buy it; justice 
for special interests; and justice for others," Richard 
Allen said. 

Allen has campaigned on the premise that a major 
issue is the will to improve the city of Tallahassee. 

Allen feels the city has the resources to implement 
this improvement, but that a preoccupation with "trying 
to be comfortable interferes with thoughts about the 
improvement of our fellow man." 

If elected, Allen's first action would be to 

recommend and come up 
with the resources to 
block reappointment of 
the city manager. "He has 
no concern for the total 
community/' Allen said. 
"He has cast aside 
improvements for parts of 
the city, neglecting needed 

improvements in these 
areas." 

He would build and 
improve playgrounds for 
children, a pN-ogram geared 

toward improvement of 
the poorer neighborhoods of the city; equalize the 
utility rates and taxes; and gain better traffic control 
through more effective utilization of existing streets. 

He would also begin stricter enforcement of housing 
codes, closing loopholes for what he calls slumlords who 
take advantage of the poor for their own gain. This 
would be the first part of a housing and slum 
improvement program for which he would push. 




His emphasis on housing, he said, has been picked m 
by the other candidates and has become a major i$su» 
"There comes a time when everyone mi s 

stand for what he believes. I believe we can approd ? 
problems positively and with a zeal never before seen ' 
he said. 

Allen cited the change in Orlando which he witnessed 
over a five-year period, calling the physical change 
"revolutionary." He attributed this development m the 
cooperation between government and the en 

charged that the local conflict between realtors d io 
commission hindered progress in Tallahassee 

"Profit is the motivation in any project of this type, 
not improvement of the community," he said. 

Allen ¥varned against consolidation, saymg it is not 
politically feasible to consolidate Tallahassee and Leon 
County unless adequate representation of students and 
blacks were guaranteed by district representat nn 
This must be provided by the charter, he said. 
Equalization of utility taxes may be accomplished. 
Allen said, by lowering the rate charged individuals and 
eliminating the special rate given businesses to mak- 
each user pay the same rate. The burden on the peoni^ 
who now pay the highest rate of tax would then de 
relieved, he said. 

Allen pointed to the fact that Tallahassee has only 
one throu^ north-south aftery and one east-west artery 
as a nruijor cause of traffic problems, and called for 
one-way traffic on Monroe and Adams, with no parking 
to help this problem. This would open lanes for through 
buses and would help keep traffic flowing, he said. 

A graduate of Florida A&M University, Allen is a 
former president of the Oaytona Beach Youth Branch of 
the NAACP, and represented FAMU at the 1968 
Governor's Conference on Education. 

He is the only black runnmg for the commission.

Commission is insensitive 



Probably the strongest denouncement of 
Commissioner Lee Everhart has come from Jean 
Chaudhuri. Chaudhuri, a Creek -Seminole Indian married 
to an FSU faculty member, has time and again blasted 
Everhart as "insensitive" to the city's needs. 

"The five-member board has three businessmen and 
only two concerned citizens, who are voted down on 
issues," Chaudhuri said. 'The commission is topheavy 
with businessmen ¥vho scratch each others' backs. 

"The major problem with the city is not the 
unavailability of expertise, ' she said. "There are 
contractors on the planning commission who provide 
considerable expertise-on behalf of their friends. The 
underlying problems of the cornirossion is the failure of 
moral responsibility—in planning, utilities, 
transportation, city-county relations, and respect for 
nature and concern for the public. There are two 
responsive individuals on the commission-a third would 
result in a real majority." 

In an interview with the Flambeau, she discusnd six 
issues that she considered import»it. Initi«illy, she 
promised to be responsive to students. 

"If elected, I will be responsible to the general public, 
and this includes the students of the city," she said. 

Chaudhuri said she would facilitate voter registretion, 
implement limited mass transportation improvements,' 
construct new reoreational fadlities. equafize utilities 
taxes and oover open drainage ditches. 

She also said she would favor consolidation, provided 
that "equal representation is sought from all districts." 

Chaudhuri suggested that buses be provided to and 
from the Tallahassee and Northwood Malls on a regular 
basis for students. The City Commission has failed to 
provide the people with mass transportation," she said. 
The new reoreational facilities she favors would be in 



Precinct D, which includes FSU. 

On the taxes, Chaudhuri said, "We need d more 
equitable tax structure as well as a corporate tax in 
Tallahassee." Big business should pick up a greater share 
of the utilities tax, she said. 

She labeled the coverage of open drainage ditches as 
"expensive but necessary." 

Chaudhuri has aimed her campaign largely at stud^^n's 
and minority groups. Her platform is directed at brmg ng 

these groups into city 
government. 

Of racial fjiscrini - i' ' 
in hiring of city officials, 
she said: "I believe we 
need to work actively for 
equal employni^"^ 
opportunities for blacks. 
There are few if any blacks 
driving trucks for tht ;itv, 
working in city hall. There 
are only one or two blacks 
reading meters for the 
city. 

"This biased 
reauitmem policy, besides being unfair, could seriously 
divide our community. No blacks on the f'^^ 
department-relatively few on the police force 
unfair and a potential source of social trouble." 

A relative newcomer to Tallahassee, Chaudhu^' 
worked witti Indian diikiren and youth in Tulsa and 
Oklahoma City for many years. She said that she is not a 
"career" woman but prefers to take individual action 
concerning the community's problems. Her major local 
activity has been as president of the American Indian 
Fellowship of Tallahassee.

Commissioner Lee EverHwt sees the race for his seat 

the Tallahassee Commission as one of experience and

Everhart, who has served one three-year term on the 
commission, voiced his ooncern ov«r the "fatture of my 
DDDonents to spend enough time to learn complexities 
of city government." 

As the incumbent, Everhart has spent the campaign 
defending the city's lack of action in several key areas, 
inaction which the other four candidates have attacked. 
Tallahassee has problems in the areas of urban

Everhart has tried to 
show that the city has not 
failed to act, but that the 
solutions to these 
problems either do not 
exist or are outside the 
city's sphere of action.

and 5 p.m. The state and university employees are on an 
a-5 work schedule, and we will always have a traffic 
ti^up during the rush hours/' Everhart said. 

He said the city had a master plan derived from a 
thorough study of the city's problems. However, the key 
parts of this plan are being delayed by the Department 
of Transportation, he said. 

"Mass transit would be a wonderful answer, but this 
is primarily a money probl^/' he added. 

Everhart has also been criticized for his vested 
interest in development, since he is head of a 



oonslruction company in Tallahassee. 

"Vested interest is a misnomer. I would consider thai 
a conflict of interest would be where I rule on a matter 
with personal financial gain involved," he said. 

He pointed out that 95 percent of the 
recommend^ions of the planning board are accepted by 
ttie commission, and said Tallahassee must gear for 
growth. 

"Zoning is an economic tool," he said. "We are 
fortunate that we have a lot of land. We shouldn't 
restrict zoning— ttiat ¥vould restrict our growth." 

'The reason for zoning laws is to protect the 
property owner from the misuse of rteighboring 
property, which might damage his property. Thus this 
becomes an emotional issue," Everhart said. 

"There is no conflict of interest with regard to zoning 
matters," he said. 

Everhart served on the planning board prior to his 
election to the commission in 1969. 

Defending the city's role In public housing, Everhart 
said three years ago there was no housing authority in 
Tallahassee. Now, he said, over 350 units are under 
construction, with 97 units occupied. 

The city has requested funding of 900 units from the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Devek>pment, 
he said, and is asking for more money for public 
housing. 

"But we cannot solve the problem by public housir^g 
alone," he said. "The strength of America is home 
ownership." 

The city has enforced the minimum housing code as 
strictly as possible, he said, pointing out that as soon as 
public housing is completed the dty can clear areas of 

substandard housing. 

"These are the main issues my opponents have 
brought up," Everhart said. "I will point out to them 
that there are very few solutions to municipal problems 
without municipal money.'

Overall growth plan needed 



One of the more articulate of incumbent Lee 
Everhart's opponents is Joan Heggen, a former teacher 
turned housewife who recently made headlines by 

leadings zoning fight with local realtors. 

"The reason I'm running for office started a few 
nionths ago. Our neighborhood was involved in a zoning 
conflict. As we began to get involved we felt a need for a 
conimissioner who understood the zoning -problem, 
son>eone who understood all the problems of 
annexation, the downtown area, blacktown, and the rest 

0^ the community. That's why I decided to run, to fill 

the gap." 

Heggen has emphasized the need for an overall 
growth plan for Tallahassee. "We need a tong-term plan 
that will accommodate this booming city," she said. 

Bike trails, new recreation facilities, public housing, 

"^5$ transportation and conservation plans are all 
^eluded in the overall planned community, Heggen said. 

"Much of the growth can be controlled," said the 
ormer Wisconsin State University debate coach. "But 

have to start planning now." 

Heggen's campaign has aimed primarily at one 

'^^'^-city planning. She has not actively campaigned to 
any extent among the black or student populations, and 
not made strong position statements on the 
Problems of these two minority groups in Tallahassee. 
Though she is a late announcer in the commission 
Heggen's campaign is beginning to show signs of 
zealous activity. Her chances of success ymt 
lengthened yesterday when the Tallahassee Democrat 
^rsed her. 

'^e appraise Mrs. Heggen as a woman of mature 
^^^gement and a sincere cotKem for preservation of 
' allahassee, tempered with a reasonable attitude toward 
nevitability of its growth," the Democrat editorial

*^«9gen, the wife of James R. Heggen, associate 
P^o^essor of industrial arts at FSU. graduated from 



Wisconsin State University and did graduate work at the 
University of Alabama. She was employed with the 
Department of Conservation for the State of Wisconsin 
and in this capacity was involved with work relating to 
the tourist industry of that state. Prior to moving to 
Tallahassee she taught in the speech department of Utah 

State University. 

If elected, she would investigate the utilities tax now 
charged in the city. "1 am truthful when I say that I will 
investigate the utilities problem, though I don't know 
exactly what needs to be done," she said. "I will 
investigate the problem and find out why the first 
kilowatt hours are so expensive for the homeowner. I 
think it's a problem that needs investigating and I will 
see if something can be done." 

She admitted that her experience with the black 

community was limited. 

"I was asked recently 
what I would do f or ttie 
blacks if I was elected," 
she said. "I will not be as 
presumptuous as to say 
that 1 understand the 
black community's 
problems nor that I know 
how to solve those 

problems. I do promise to 
listen to all complaints and

Heggen maintains that 
as a housewife she has time to investigate the city's 
problems. She cited her past experience as "invaluable"

Concept of 
'total city' 

Ben Thompson, Jr., has a "total dty cofwapt" for 
Tallahassee, which, if implemented, woukl transform the 
dty into one of the best dssigned and planned 

urban arees in the United States. 

Starting directly with downtown Tallahassee at 
Monroe St., Thompson would create a mall, grow grass 
in the streets, install shuttle buses to carry people 
through the city, plant trees and refaoe downtown 

buikJings, and in general "make Tallahassee a very warm, 

relaxing place," he sakl. 

Next he would tackle traffic oongestk>n. First, with 

the expansion of two key parking lots on either side of 
the proposed mall, all downtown traffic would be 
halted. Through traffic, particularly trucks, would be 
routed around the city arni peripheral streets would be 
broadened and well-marked to take the slack of the 
center section. Bike trails wouki be laM out througfKMit 
the city so that bike riding through Tallahassee would no 
longer be a sometimes fatal sport. 

Thompson would propose a tree ordinance for the 
entire city as soon as he took office. Any developer, 
other than a private owner building his own home, 
would have to prove to ihB dty just how he imanded to 
correct any drainage problems which he might cause. 
Also, no tree could be chopped off public larxls wittiout 
a public hearing. 

All these plans are coming from a 26 year old 
attorney who graduated from the FSU law school last 
year and has already set up practice with his own law 
firm. Basically a criminal lawyer, he has also led many 

fights against pollution 
and is currently working 
on a suit against Florida 
tycoon Ed Ball for 
pollution of the waters 
around Tallahassee. 

Besides his total-city 
concept, Thompson has 
worked up a ten point 
program which 
incorporates the basic 
ideas of the concept and 
goes beyond them. This 
program hits at the hidden 
utility tax which all 
Tallahasseeans pay, the current sewage system which has 
open drainage ditches, the lack of representation for 
blacks, senior dtizens (12,000 in Tallahaiiae), university 
students, and city employees. 

The 10 point program calls for plans creating 
neighborhood centers to provide recreetion, 
programming, and social centers; planned zoning; and a 
"meaningful relationship between the universities and 
the community." By "meaningful relation", Thompson 
meens the use of university students in community 
programs against drug use and pollution, for example. 

"All these plans seem somewhat grandkMe, I admit," 
he says. "But they are realistic and they can be done. 
Take the mall idea, for instance. Such a mall would bring 
in tourists from all over, and the merchants here know 
it. They've seen it happen in Lincoln Center in Miami 
and in San Antonki. Therefore, they're willing, and have 
stated that they are wvilling, to tax themse^es to advance 
the project. Therefore, not a v^^hole tot of money wouM 
come from the city. 

'That's iust one example. Other plans can be worked 
abng the same lines too. The bike uails, say. Plans for 
this have already been made, and most of the money has 
aHaacly taan dofutad by mobile home owner E. C. 
Allen. Now it's just e questkm of getting It done." 

Thompson has an answer line through which anyone 
who calls can get through to him and have him return 
the call as quickly as possible. Through the answer line 
i224-3368),.he has bean able to explain to a number of 
people just how ha ifitwids to carry out his program. 

"H't a simple mattar of o>mmuiilcatlon,- he says.

Baskeiballers are one 
step closer to NCAA

Florida State put another 

victory behind them and moved 
one step closer to an NCAA bid 
in the regionals when they 
defeated Tulane d4-84 Saturday 
night in Tully. 

Playing before a crowd of 
4,000, both teams spent more 
time at the foul lines than 
moving on the court. Tulane 
attempted 33 free throws and 
FSU shot for 35. 

Tulane never pulled the lead 
during the game. The closest the 
Green Waves came was during 
the second half with 5:50 on the 
clock, the score 34-30. The 
Seminoles could not pick up 
niomentum due to the numerous 
halting foul calls on both teams. 
Lawrence McCray fouled out 
with 7:59 to go in the game. 
Ron Harris also chalked up five 
fouls but waited until the 
Seminoles had the winning 94 
points to leave the game. 

The fouls started within two 
minutes of the start of the game, 
with Tulane fouling first. The 
majority occurred ir the second 
half. The Seminoles kept Tulane 
at bay the first half, moving 
slowly in scoring but putting on 
fine defensive efforts. The 'Noles 
had 28 rebounds at the h ilf and 
headed for the locker room with 
a 53-37 lead. 

Again a foul v^s called at the 
beginning of the half-this time 
against McCray. Within the next 
few seconds Tulane's Jim 
Kwiatowski fouled Ron King. 
King made his free throw then 
turned around and canned two 
with -18:52 on the clock. The 
Seminoles lost Otto Petty early 
in the second half with a head 
injury. Greg Samuel, moving on 
a tender knee replaced him. 

With a quarter of the game 
remaining Tulane's star player 
Jeff Morris made his presence 
well known, shooting for two 
baskets-still a ten point deficit. 
A technical foul was called on 
FSU stopping the clock at 11:15 
and Morris added another two 
points. 

Florida State began to pick 
up with 10:22 left in the game. 
McCray popped in two on a 
tip-in and King followed with 
two more baskets bringing the 
score to 75^62. 

King scored again with 5:24 
remaining. Tulane guard Bruce 
Bolyard picked up an ex« 
point but within the next 50 
seconds teammate Mike 
Billingsley fouled to give King 
another chance for two. FSU 
was ahead 85-70 folkywing a 
basket by Hanris. the dock at 
4:07. 

Some disagreement arose 

over a call between officials and 
FSU with only 3:34 left in the 



game. A technical foul was 
called on the Seminole bench 
and Morris threw for one. 

Reggie Royals came right 
back to get a basket on Ricky 
Miller's foul. A jump ball 
between Harris and Miller 
followed a scramble for a rolling 
ball and Samuel grabbed it to hit 

for two from the floor. 

Another jump bail ensued 
this time between Samuel and 
Billingsley, and FSU again 
headed downcourt.

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Abortion law aborted by court

Florida Supreme Court Monday thnm out the 
s 103 year-old abortion law, dectoring the statute 

-constitut n ally "vague, indefinite and uncertain." 

Senate President Jerry Thomas immediately 
aopointed a special committee, composed of Sens. W. D. 
33rrow. D Crestview, Fred Karl, D-Daytona Beach, and 
Harold Wilson, R-Clearwater, to decide if the legiatature 
houid enact a new law SO the state wiM not he left 
^ thout ary control of abortions. 

Barrow called a meeting for 8:45 a.m. Tuesday and 
recommended enactment of regulatory legislation that 
fiO[}\6 at the very least require that whatever abortions 
are performed be done in an approved hospital facility 
licensed physicians and with some reasonable 
safeguard as to length of time during which a woman can 
be aborted. 

"My feeling is that the Senate will not allow 
abortions after 12 weeks of pregnancy/' he said. 
The 6 1 decision upheld a ruling by Dade County 

Criminal Court Judge H. Paul Baker of Miami, who had 
refused to try an accused abortionist on grounds that the 
(aw was invalid as an invasion of a woman's privacy. 

The Court, however, did not address itself to the 
question of privacy, saying that a determination of 
unconstitutionality could be made on grouruls that the 
law was too vague— because it called for a medical 
judgment that an abortion was necessary to preserve the 
woman's life, which could vary from case to case and 



doctor to doctor. 

The Court also did not rule on the validity of the ' 
abortion information statute, which forbids publication 
of abortion referral agencies. That was not before the 
Court in the suknect case. 

Attorney General Robert L. Shevin issued a 
statement complimenting tfie high court for "taking the 
initiative to decide the politically hazardous question of 
the validity of the state's abortion statute before the 
United States Supreme Court acted on the subject." 

Shevin said he is pulling out of five pending abortion 
appeals he is charged with prosecuting; including the 
appeals involving the cases of Shirley Ann Wheeler and 
Ron Sachs. 

Wheeler, of Daytona Beach, was convicted of 
undergoing an abortion and placed on two years 
probation. Sachs, editor of the University of Florida 
student newspaper, was cNrged with printir^ abortion 
referral information but Alachua County Felony Judge 
Benmont Tench ruled the law unconstitutional. Tench's 
ruling applied only to Alachua County and the state was 
appealing it to the Supreme Court. 

Shevin said he will "move to dismiss" convictions 
under the old abortion law and move to affirm lower 
court rulings adverse to the state. 

Shevin, an advocate of abortion reforms while a state 
senator, conceded that his assistant, Raymond L. Marky, 
had given the statute "a spartan defense," as the 
constitution requires.

Asaociati Juitioa Jamas Adkins wrota the ll-pagi 
decision. The Court upheld Oafca r in raftwim to try Luis 
Butas Barquet off Miami, a CulMn-bomdDClor accused of 
violating the abortion law, and Annie Fowler West and 
Leon M Greene, who were both accused of conspiring 
With Barquet to break the law. 

Fkxida's law, enacted Aug. 6. 1868, forbade abortkHi 
except in cases where the mother's life wm threatened 
by continued pregnancy. 

The Court said it would not rule on the daffansa 
contention that the law violates a woman's "right of 
privacy" in her dealings with her physician. 

'Our conclusion creates a tremencJous problem m 
that the common law is now brought into play. It was a 
crime at common law to operate upon a pregnant 
woman for the purpose of procuring ah atoortkm if she 
actually quick with chikt," said tfie Court. 

In addition to striking down the abortion law, the 
Court upheld Baker in invalidating a separate statute 
dealing with abortion of a "quick child," which is 
covered in the manslaughter portion of Florida statutes. 

"From the filing of this opinion until a statute is 

enacted by the legislature, a person may be charged with 
the common law offense of abortion," said the decision. 
'This alleviates the possibility of this state becoming an 
abortion mill.

'Straw vote' bill on busing 
sent to Askew for approval 



A bill calling for a March 14 
"straw vote" on busing, public 
prayer and equality of education 
for all races dMrad the 
legislattire Mondiy and Gov. 
Reubin Adcew promised to sign 
It. 

The bill passed the House 
90-15 and the Senate 37 8 after 
a stormy, emotion -packed day. 

Governor Askew got into the 
legislative act tyy sending up a 
message pledging to sign it in 
time to get it to the March 14 
presidential primary ballot if the 
lawmakers would add this 
question to those asked the 
people: "Do you favor providing 
an equal opportunity for quality 
education for all children 
regardless of race, creed, color or 
place of residence and oppose a 
return to a dual system of public 
schools?" 

This, the Governor said, 
would remove from the busing 
issue the inference that Florida 
was a "racist" state with no 
feeling for children of the 
minorities. 

The House rejected an 
attempt by its Democratk: 
caucus to remove from the 
busing question the qualifying 
word "forced" and sent the 
measure to the Governor just as 
it had passed the Senate earlier. 

Governor Askew had raised 
the question of the use of the 
term "forced busing/' but a 
source close to Askew said he 
did not think failure to remove 
it would lead to a veto since the 
lawmakers met the Governor's 
chief concern by adding the 
overall equal educatk>n question. 

The other questions the 
voters would be asked are: 

— Do they favor an 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitutkin to outlaw forced 
busing of pupils for racial 
balance in the classroom. 

— Do they favor an 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution allowing voluntary 
non-denominational prayer in 
the public schools. 

"FkMrkia is not a racist state/' 
said Askew's three-page message 
to the Senate. "I believe, and 
certainly hope, that a minority 
of the people who oppose busing 
are motivated solely by race.

Tree ordinance at stake

The movement to pass 
Tallahassee's controversial 
ofoposed tree ordinance began 
last summer when the Caste 
Development Company of 
Miami agreed to lease an area of 
land between Old St. Augustine 
road and Highway 27 to an 
Orlando firm for use as a 

construction site. 

In the contract the Orlando 
firm agreed to preserve a buffer 
zone of trees, along with an 
eight foot fence, between the 
construction site and the St. 



Augustine road, providing the 
residents facing the construction 
with an element of privacy. 

When the site was cleared the 
buffer zone of trees and the 
eight foot fence weren't there. 
The residents complained, 
lawsuits were threatened and 
city hall hinted of changing the 
zoning of the area. As a result, 
the Orlando firm agreed to have 
the specified zone replanted and 
landscaped. 

The result was the proposed 
Tallahassee tree ordinance which 
was drawn up by Historic 
Preservation board member Ben 



Phipps and city commissioner 
Loring Lovell. 

Three weeks ago, Lovell 
attempted to submit the 
ordinance to the city 
commission, but was blocked by 
Commissioner Lee Everhart. 
Everhart said Lovell had no legal 
grounds to submit the ordinarwe 
as a commissioner and his 
attempt at such a submission 
was for political purposes. 

Lovell withdrew the 
ordinance, but said he would 
resubmit it later.

'At present the ordinance is 

tied to the election. If Lee 
Everhart wins, the ordinance is 
more than likely dea^," said 
Environmental Action Group 
member Rick Smith. 

Three other candidates for 
city commissioner, Jean 
Chaudhuri, Joan Heggen, and 
Ben Thompson have all pledged 
to siHiport the ordinance or one 
similar to it. 

The present ordinance is 

reluctantly accepted by the 
environmentalist," said Smith, 
"merely because of the lack of a 
more creditable one." 

The proposed ordinance 
places trees in three categories 
according to size and age. 'The 
main fault with the ordinance is 
the size requirements which are 
too large to have any definite 
effect in the area/' said Smith. 

The Environmental Action 
Group plans to push the 
ordinance on campus Thursday 
with a write-in campaign in the 
Union arcade. Stationery and 
envelopes will be furnished by 
the EAG, which encourage 
students to write not only their 
city commissioners, but also 

their state legislators.

CoUecfive bargaining 
for stafe employees 



A bill that would give 
university faculty and other 
state employees collective 
tMirgaining rights has been placed 
on the Florida House calendar 
The bill isn't expected to make 
the floor for several days, 
however. 

The bill, approved Friday by 
the House appropiations 
committee, would grant the 
employees the right to collective 
bargaining, but deprive them of 
civil service status. This added 
provision came in the form of an 
amendment by Rep. Richard 
Hodes (D-Tampa). 

Hodes said it would be 
inconsistent to have employees 
working under two sets of 
conditions— one set by civil 
service and the other by 
collective bargaining 



negotiations. 

The bill sets up for the first 
time guidelines for mandatory 
collective b^'gaining be t wee n 
public agencies and their 
employees. The collective 
bargaining rights are required 
under the new Florida 
Constitution drawn up in 1968. 

The bill would create the 
Florida Public Employee 
Relations Commission which 
would certify collective 
b^-gaining agents for employees, 
and referee negotiations, 
stepping in as medtator in ease 
of deadlock. 

The proposed law outlaws 
strikes by public employees and 
provides a fine of up to $100 a 
day against striking individuals 
and $20,000 a day afaifMt 
striking organizatkms. 



Full majority rights bill 
rescheduled for next week 



Hearings on a bill that would 
give Florida 18-yearolds full 
majority rights has been passed 
over by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and rescheduled for 
a week from today. 

Tom Henderson, an aide to 
Sen. Cliff Reuter, sponsor of the 
bill, said it would be placed on 
the agenda for Tuesday. 
Hearings were scheduled to 
begin today. 

Betty Weed, an FSU student 
who is lobbying for passage of 



the bill, said any student 
interested in testifying on the 
bill may contact her at 
222-2841. 

The bill provides 
across-tfie-board majority rights 

for 18-year-olds. A majority 
rights bill has already been 
approved by the House judiciary 
oonrnuttee. It differs from the 
Reuter bill, however, in that it 
prohibits 18-yeer-olds from 
drinking or gambling.

Wallace answers 
major questions 
on parking rules 

Since so many opinions atx>ut campus traffic and parking are 
expressed in the Flambeau, perhaps printing of the attached 
informational items would be of service to students having vehicles. 

These items represent the most trequMitly asked questions and 
areas of misunderstanding: 

Additional student W parking 

The 'B' parking lot at the southwest comer of Woodward and 

Park has been redesigned and reallocated to allow Vf' permits in the 
east portion (entrance from Woodward St.). and employee permits 
at the west end (entrance from Park Ave ). This will allow for 
approximately 70 additional 'W' parking spaces in this area. Also, 50 
W spaces were recently added in the Scianoa Complex lot. 

Temporary permits 

Persons affiliated with FSU who choose not to purchase FSU 

permits because they seldom expect to bring their vehicles to 
campus may purchase a Temporary Permit by the day. This purchase 
must be made before driving the car to campus and parking. If a 

Temporary Permit is not purchased in such cases and a citatbn Is 
received, it is not possible to have the citation dismissed. 

Driving on campus 

Automobiles and motorcycles with Y/' permits should not be 
driven or parked on the restricted portions of the campus between 7 
a.m. and 5:30 p.m. After 5:30 p.m. and on weekends the restricted 
portk>n of the campus is open to student 'W' permits. Any 

designated parking place not specifically reserved may be parked in 
with the exception of those spaces in the South Conradi lot (just 
north of the library) and the Montgomery Gym lot. These two lots 
are reserved till 10 p.m. for 'R' permits. 

Wheelchair signs 

The reserved spaces with a wheelchair sign are for individuals 
adjudged by the FSU Health Center as being handicapped to an 
extent that requires a reserved space. Please extend such persons the 
courtesy of respecting these reserved spaces. 

Misuse of R permits 

Several complaints have been received that students drive and 
park vehicles with 'R' permits to attend dass. 'R' permits are for the 

use of full-time FSU employ^ and may not be loaned or 

transferred to otherwise unauthorized personnel. Citations are issued 
for such misuse. 

Visifors 

Students having parents or friends visiting the campus should 
advise them to obtain a Visitor's Parking Permit at the Traffic Desk 
(no charge). During the restricted hours visitors are raquirad to park 
at meters or in the pay lot. Students who loan their vehicles with 'W 

permits should caution the driver on the campus driving and parking 
restrictions. It is not unusual for such friends to accumulate a 
number of citations which they fail to tell the registered ^wner 
about. This can be quite a jolt when the owner receives a delinquent 
notke or is on the Stop List. 

Bicycles 

Bicycle riders are advised they must operate ttieir bikes in 
accordance with state and local motor vehicle traffic regulations: 
ride on right side in two-way traffic, and with the traffic flow on 
one-way streets; comply with traffic control signs and signals. 
Bkrydes are not to be ridden cm sidewalks or parked in such a 
manner that they obstruct pedestrians or vehicles. Violators are 
subject to citations. 

Bicycle safety booklets are available at the Traffic Desk and 
bicyclists are reminded that free registration is available.

It was the first time in the history of the two 
schools that the Seminoles had defeated UF in a 
soccer competition. Earlier in the season the Tribe 
had tied Florida in a tournament 1-1 . 

Described as a sluggish game by FSU coach 
Frank Fontes^ neither team was able to get much 
of an attack going in the early portkms of ^ 
game. FSU got more shots, but Fk>rida displayed 
some better ball handling during the time and 
actually controlled the ball more. 



FSU broke the ice with only five ninutes left 
in the first half. Freddie Motashemi, the leading 
scorer for the Tribe, had led a fast break and in an 
attempt to stop the drive a FkMrida fullback 
touched the ball with his hand, giving the Tribe a 
penalty kick from 1 5 yards away. 

Motashemi, cashir>g in on ttte honors, booted 
the shot into the upper right hand corner of the 
goal. No one could surmount a drive in the next 
few seconds, and FSU went into the second period 
with a 1-0 lead. 

Fontes, not pleased with the performance of 
his defensive halfbacks in the first half, substituted

Heggen, the wife of Professor 
James R. Heggen, industrial arts 
and vocational education, polled 
a total of 4,044 votes in tlie 
city -wide election. 

Commissioner Everhart ran a 
tight second with a total of 
3,822 votes. 

Jean Chaudhuri, a favorite 
ofi-eampus candidate, racked up 
a disaf^inting 2,621 votes. 

Heggen won in three of ttie 
four precincts. Chaudhuri won 
big in FSU's Precinct D. Her 
total there was 1,428 votes to 
Heggen 's 689. Everhart placed in 
Precinct D with 687. 

Estimates are that over 7,000 
students are registered in the 
city. 

"It's so exciting to have this 
happen," said frontrunner 
Heggen. "We didn't have a 
political campaign, we didn't 
even have a campaign manager. 

"We proved there is room for 
people in city government who 
don't have vested interests. Now 
we'll have to run harder and 
faster because we're poorer," she 
said. 

"We didn't successfully get 
on the campuses. When we did 
the kids got the idea that I was a 
Polly Pureheart from the 
suburbs. This is a rather 
unappealing notion.

President Stanley Marshall 
will testify before the Florida 
Senate universities committee 
tonight against a bill that would 
require graduate students to pay 
as much as half of the actual 
cost of their education. 

Marshall and other 
representatives of the State 
University System will appear 
before Sen. Robert Haverfield's 
committee when it meets at 7 in 
Committee Room 306 of the 
Capitol. 

Under provisions of Senate 
Bill 406, proposed kyy Senate 
President Jerry Thomas and 
Ways and Means Committee 
chairman Louis de la Parte, 
graduate students would have to 
repay after graduation 50 
percent of the cost ot ttieir 
education. 

University sources said 
Marshall was contacted by the 
chancellor's office late Tuesday 
afternoon and asked to speak 
against the bill. 

The sources said Manhall will 
seek to convince the committee 
that enactment of the bill 
would, in effect, price Florida's 
graduate schools out of the 
market. 

Because there is rK> such law 
in any other state, the tuition at 
any grackiate tchocM k% the 
country would be leas than at 
Florida graduate schools, the 
sources said. 

Marshall will also argue, these 



officials said, that such a law 

would negate a basic premise of 
the purpose of higher 
education— that society benefits 
from the availability of trained 
professionals; that tfie gain to 
society is as great, if not more 
so, than the gain to the students 
who receive the advance training. 

Also on the universities 
committee's agenda is Senate 
Bill 455, introduced by Thomas, 
that would require universities 
to grant certain degrees after 
only three years of academic 
study.

"We think it should be 
allowed only when there is 
obvious lethal deterioration of 
the mother," Weberman said. 

He said the term "obvious 
lethal deterkN-ation" is clear 
enough to replace the okl law's 
requirement that an abortion be 
necessary to preserve the life of 
such mother."

Soott, the GOP leader, and Mansfield, the Demoaatic leader, 
specifically warned that a constitutional amendment would be 
difficult to pass in the Senate and House and that ratification by the 
states could take too long. 

Appearing on NBC's Today Show, Agnaw said he dkJ not favor 
the constitutional amendment approach 'liacause I think it fuzzes 
and obfuscates the entire issue...! think these things are capable of 
being hmlled within the normal statutory framework and 
constitutional framework of our existing Constitution." 

Go. Rep. calls for boycott 

AUGUSTA, Ga.-Rep. Fletcher Thompson, R Ga , stood on the 

back of a red pickup truck Tuesday and called for a one day 
statewide boycott of schools while school children burned their 
identification cards. 

Both actions came during the second day of demonstrations over 
a court ordered bi»ing program. 

Students at two elemnntary schools burned their ID cards, which 

show the bus and school they are assigned to, in barrels labeled: "ID 
cards. We don't need them. Our parents know who we are." 

Thompson told one group that denrwnstrations like theirs are 
necessary to move Congress into action. 

"I want to thank you for the part you're playing for better 
education. I'm going to report to every member of Congress what 
your actions have been today/' Thompson said. 

BrHisli strik^rf storm Porliomont 

LONDON-Thousands of striking coal miners, their wives and 
sympathizers chanting, "Heath out. Heath out/' tried Tuesday to 
storm Parliament where the House of Commons was sitting m 
emergency session on Britain's worst industrial aisis since the 
general strike of 1926. 

The strikers were repulsed by police in scuffles in which at least 
four persons were hurt. 

Leaders of the 280,000 miners earlier rejected a plea from Prime 
Minister Edward Health to go back to work. The strike, now in its 
sixth week, and the blockading of power stations by militant miner 
pickets already has idled 1.5 million workers and threatened the jobs 
of 20 millbn others.

Bill reviewed substituting 
exams for academic woric 

A bill permitting students to substitute examinations for 

academic work is on the agenda for today's Faculty Senate meeting 
at 3:35 in Moore Auditorium. 

Departments ^nd divisions of the university would be allowed to 
offer examinations to replace regular course work at the student's 
request. Students couki make such requests only in courses where 
academic work is normally evaluated by examination. 

A maximum of 90 hours of credit could be earned in this fashion. 

In other business, the Faculty Senate is scheduled to discuss 
tenure, steering committee membership requirement changes, and 
other constitutional changes.

We hope the Senators on this conmiittee will act to 
hold the cost of higher education down, and will defeat 
this bill. If the bill passes the Senate, the cost of graduate 
education may sky-rocket to unrealistic size. 
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People s Park Plan Committee 
argues for no reserved parking 



The presumption is that faculty deserve 
on-campus parking. The fact is that what little 
on-campiis parking available has baan aiginiBd to 
faculty and staff. The exceptkxis are student 

unpaved or pay k>ts and metered spaces 
interspersed in the sea of priviledged parking 
places. The solution is a change both in the 
presumption and in the actual parking plan. 

First come, first serve is a fair altarnative. Kaep 
and improve the bus system, use the stadium 
parking places, pave all unpaved lots and renrK>ve 
all preferential parking signs. This is not another 
old, worn out, time weary suggestion that 
something be done to benefit the students. This is 
an alternative that is realistic, fair, and more than 
that, workable. An alternative that you, the 
students, can support actively. 

It has been suggested to me that nothing, 
absolutely nothing, will change the 
administration's present elitist system. It has been 
suggested that students are using the 
stadium parking more r/egulariy and that the 
present plan is working more than satisfactorily. It 
has been suggested too that students are too 
apathetic, lethargic, too stupid and inarticulate to 
act. It has been said that those who complain 
about the present parking plan are interested only 
in dollars spent on citations, not on eradicatingjhe 
"arrangement". 

The woes of perking will obviously continue 
even if first come, first serve is implemented. We 
are, despicably, a four-wheeled society where 
efficient and inexpensive mass transportation is an 
unreality. Parking all of these monstrosities is 
essentially a problem of space, time and money. 

But it becomes more than that to the individual 
when he or she is discriminated against in favor of 
the more powerful, obviously more favored 
faculty. To the man on the job or, one might say, 
the man on the street, his "place" is not only a 
matter of saving time, his "place" if a si^i of 
prestige. 

. Witness the state government, here In 
Tallahaswe, riddled through the preferential 
parking. But on a university campus, where ideally 
the doctrine of egalitarianism should come to full 



flower and be nourished by action on the part of 
ail, dnorlmtnatkxi, favoritism, and preferertce 
#KHild not become part of the kJeal. 

First come, first serve would mean that 
everyone would compete for the limited campus 
parking. I do not believe that this would mean 
dog-fights-in-the-street. To alleviate congestion I 
suggest the bus schedule be expanded to meet the 
influx of staff and all other persons who are 
occupied on campus regularly from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 

It is only reasonable that those persons •/ 
spend the majority of their time on campus du^ ' g 
the day would park at the stadium where they 
would be assured a place and not ck>g selfishly 
what parking there Is on or around campus by 
permanently parked cars throughout the day. 
administration included. 

But I do not suggest that the staff ^ 
inconvenienced in the manner the students have 
been inconvenienced by the faculty. 

There are, naturally, other complaints 
concerntrig tfie present parking system: The 
expensive parking decal fees; the expensive tickets; 
the almost demoniac-like determination of 
traffic police, a battle of the giants if you wiH ?o 
score the highest percentage of citations per week 
These complaints are common to all, and here we 
stand on comoKKi ground. Perhaps we can all wo^k 
together to solve the problems engendered and 
encouraged by the current fiasco. 

Is the issue really trivial? Are the student? 
insulted at the suggestion implied in the preset 
plan that they are really unimportant 
second-class, a mass non-entity, nametess 
impotent? Are you? You tell me.

Write the 
Flambeau, the present traffic committee and ' 
your tocal security office. I know they'll be ^ a- 
to see you, and ahvays the reaocuring question 
"Why don't you want to park in the stadiu^n^

Once while walking on 
Land is Green another dog 
approached from my left. Lucky 
turned to defend himself, and 
the harness came in front of me. 
The next thing I knew, 1 was in 
Landis fountain." 

"Another time. Lucky 
refused to obey my commands 
and ran into the street after an 
unleashed dog. We both could 
have been killed." 

At first, Straughn held Lticky 
back when he was approached or 
attacked by an unleashed dog. 
"This didn't work, because 
Lucky couldn't defend himself." 

So Straughn decided to let 
Lucky defend himself when he 
was attacked. That didn't worl^ 
either. "Lucky could have been 
seriously hurt or killed/' he said. 

Now Straughn is again 
holding Lucky back when other 
dogs attack. This has created big 
problems for Straughn-such as

"I've lost several pairs of 
pmts in dog fights/' he says. 

But the biggest problem is 
that the attacks are messing up 
Lucky's training. To try to keep 

Lucky m training, Straughn uses 
a spike chain with blunt ends 
and harsh verbal cc^rections. 

"Many people think what I 
do to Lucky is cruel. But it's 
necessary, because Lucky or I 
could get killed. I hate to correct 
him, but my life depends on it." 

Lucky's training cost $3,000 
and required three months to 
complete. After Lucky was 
trained, Straughn and Lucky 
were trained together. Lucky 
was taught to become familiar 
with Straughn's voice and to 
obey his comnnands. 



Straughn said one of the 
greatest things that many FSU 
students have done for him ts 
keeping their dogs leashed. "I 
would really like to tfiank all the 
students who are trying to 
prevent my dog from getting 
into dog fights," Straughn said.

Rep. Don Tucker of 
Tallahassee filed a bill Tuesday 
requiring the state to construct 
bicycle trails and footpaths 
along highways, roads and 
streets. 

The bill would require the 

Department of Transportation 
to use one percent of its first 
four cents of gasoline tax to 
build the trails. The bill would 
make available $1,280,000 the 
first year, Tucker said. 

The bicycle trails and 
footpaths would not be built in 
areas where they would interfere 
with public safety or where the 
cost is disproportionate to the 
use or need. Tucker said. 

In Tallahassee alone there are 
over 12,000 registered bicycles, 
he said; there are probably as 
many if not more in other large 
university cities in the state. 

"Right now, there is no.place 
for bicyclists to ride except 
upon our highways/' Tucker 
said. "As the number of bicycles 
increases, the safety to the 
bicyclists and to our motorists 
will certainly decrease. The 
nneasure I am proposing will 
allow Ftorida to correct this."

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King reaching 1000 unnoticed 



Amid the excitement and clamor of Florida State's race 
for a post-season tournament bid, Ron King has become the 
ninth Seminole to crack the 1,000-point career scoring 

barrier. 

The junior from Louisville, Ky., passed the mark last 
Saturday night with a team-leading 24-point performance 
against Tulane. The 1,000th point came on a layup with 
5:52 left in the game. Within the next minute he ackied 
four more for a total of 1,004 points which ranks him as 
the eighth leading all-time scorer in Fkxida State history. 

The 24 points also raised King's total to 415 for the 
season as he strives for his second straight 500-plus year. He 
will need to average at least 17 points per contest in the 
Seminotes' last five game to reach that mark. His current 
average is 18.9, best in the club.

King's performance against Tulane, his best 
output in 10 games, helped the Tribe to a 94-84 
win over the stubborn Greenies. The 6-4 guard 
was averaging nearly 22 points a game when he 

hit the worst shootmg slump of his career 
midway through the season. 

"Ron has done a good job not letting it 
bother his overall ptay," said Head Coach Hugh 
Durham. "He has continued to hustle on 
defense and has been going to the boards well. 
There have been games when he collected 10 
and 1 2 rebounds." 

Even against Tulane, King still showed signs 
of the slump, hitting only eight of 23 shots, but 
he came away with 12 rebounds and played 
good defense. 

"A lot of players would have begun to sulk 
and you would have had to bench them," 
continued Durham. "But Ron continues to 
hustle. He knows, and so do we, that one night 
he is going to break out of it and then you 
better took out." 

The Seminoles' 19-4 record, which includes 
three tournament championships, makes them 
one of the nation's more attractive post-season 
prospects. However, they still have several 
tough hurdles to get over before they start 
thinking of post-season play. 

The first one comes Saturday when an 
improving Georgia Tech club comes to Tully 
Gym. "It's a big one," said Durham. "Tfiey are 
all big at this point. We are going to have to 
play well to win. Last year they whipped us by 
18 points here, so they certainly don't worry 
about coming to Tuiiy." 

The game will be the Seminoles' last at 
home this season.

What effect will the new 
ruling have on FUhhU Sute's 
growing footMl program? FSU 
Athletic Director Clay Stapleton 
said, "I personally don't think it 
will have a great impact on our 
financial resources. It won't be 
any great help in a program of

our stature." 

Stapleton said he did not 

favor the ruling at the time of its 
conception because he thought 
it would mean eliminating the 
freshman progrm completely 
and throwing the frosh players 
into varsity competition. Now 
he said he doesn't care one ¥vay 
or the other. 

There was a bit of opposition 
to passing the ruling. Even the 
final vote reflected the doubts of 
some. Ninety-four university 
delegates were in favor, while 67 
voted against it at the NCAA 
convention last month. 

Orange Bowl champions' 
coach Bob Devaney, with two 
straight undefeated seasons at 
Nebraska, commented. "^fVhen 
the NCAA people meet in a 
place like Hollywood, Fla., what 
else are they going to do but 
pass a stupid rule like this 
freshman thing? 

"If they met in Scranton, Pa., 
they'd get the hell out of there 
so fast they would not have time 
to make such a ridiculous 
decision," he said. 

The NCAA has given 
universities the choice to use 
freshman in a varsity capacity if 
they so desire. Stapleton, 
although he sees no particular 
need for the rule at FSU, said 
freshmen will be used "if 
eligible, that is skilled and 
mature enough to help the 
varsity." 



The director, a n ewcom er to 

FSU this year, feels that 
freshmen will not be used to any 
great extent. Head Football 
Coach Larry Jones was in 
agreement. 

"We'll uie some of the 
freshman players ¥Wth ability on 
the varsity level. But we don't 
want to put a lot of pressure or 
expect too much from them," 
Jones said. 

Jones said mott likely 
freshmen would be utilized in 
specialist's positions. With 
Daune Carrell and Frank Fontes 
leaving, kicker and punter slots 
are up for grabs. . * 

"I don't expect any starters 
among the freshmen," grinned 
Jones. "But I can see some of 
them able to step in and help at 
times." 

The ruling is aimed at helping 
the smaller colleges who need 
depth, in Jones' opinion. 
Stapleton explained his 
indifference to the ruling usage. 

"We need to keep a freshman 
program for those who are not 
ready to play varsity.

Move the biggest college game in the state, the annual battle 
between FSU and Florida to Tampa Stadium? Sounds farfetched, 
but its a possibility for 1973. 

L0ontrd Uvy, chtimiMi of the Tampa Sportt Authority, who 
recently moved three Baltimore Colt gannes to Tampa, has proposed 
fuch an idea. The basic motive is money. Moving to a neutra' site 
would not only make it more accessible to alumni scattered d:x3Jt 
the state but bring in about $30,000 more for each school, said 
Levy. 

Tampa Stadium with some additions could hold 60,000 and 
tickets would sell at $7 apiece, ateo for students. At this rate. Levy 
feels that within ten years it would mean approximately $1 million 
more for the schools to share. 

According to a St. Petersburg Time report. Athletic Directors. 
Clay Stapleton of FSU and Ray Graves of Florida said they'd be 
receptive to such a proposal but expretsad "cautioys interest." 

"1 think the Fkirida-FSU game in Tampa on an annual basis 
would rival Ftorida^jeorgia in Jacksonville as the sporU social event 
of the year in Fterida," said Levy.

Xhe Florida Senate 
Universities Committee delayed 
action Wednesday night on the 
graduate deferred paynfient bill 
after committee members sought 
nformation on the tuition paid 
by graduate students. 

The committee did vote on 
and approved Senate Bill 455, 
sponsored by Senate President 
Jerry Thomas, D-Jupiter, that 
vould require universities to 
reduce by at least one- eighth the 
amount of hours required to 
earn a bachelor's degree. 

At the request of Vice 
Chairman William Barrow. 
0-Crestview, the committee 
postponed a vote on the 
deferred payment bill. Senate 
Bill 406, until Monday. 

Chancellor Robert Mautz was 
instructed to prepare 
comparative figures on tuition 
paid by students in Florida 
public graduate schools, in 



private schools, and in public 
graduate schools In other states. 

The deferred payment bill, 
sponsored by Ways and Means 

Committee Chairman Louis de la 
Parte, D-Tampa, would require 
graduate students to pay upon 
graduation 50 per cent of the 
actual cost of their education. 

Barrow said he favored the 
concept of the bill, but needed 
the additional information to 
determine whether 50 per cent 
was too huge a chunk to 
require of students. 

The committee heard several 
representatives of the state 
university system, including FSU 
President Stanley Marshall, 
declare that enactment of the 
bill would cause irreparable 
damage to Florida's graduate 
programs. 

"The effect of the bill might 
well be the immediate 
distruction of education beyond 
^ bachelor's level in the state 
of Floricb," Marshall said in a 
prepared statement. 



Robertson named 
Senate President

Senator John Robertson was elected new Senate President last 

night, replacing new Student Body Vice President Sharon Gordon as 
the Senate's presiding officer. 

The Senate elected Robertson after ordering the executive branch 
of Student Government to implement the constitutional amendment 
passed last week that changed the duties of the vice president. 

The amendment removed the vk» president from the Senate and 
gave her the new duties of coordinating cabinet prefects and 
directing student grievances. 

It is possible that the Senate action of electing a new Senate 
president will be ruled unconstitutional by student courts, since the 
amerKiment may not be legally binding until February 1 973. 

Robertson took over the chair from Gordon foltowing his 
election. He defeated Sens. Ed Krieger, Bob Eiseinann and Buteh 
Klappert for the position. 

"We're starting now with a new administration and a new 
Senate." said Robertson. "In the past the Senate has relied on the 
administration or the vice president to take care of the bills after the 
Senate has passed them. That's over now." 

As president, Robertson said he v^ld establish procedures so 
the Senate will always know the current status of a bill. 

Robertson said he will try to establish a permanent Senate office 
and to make public notk»s at least one day prfor to Senate meetings 

bills to be considered so that Interested students can attend. 

•n other business, the Senate named Sens. Krieger, Rfek Matin 
and Nesta King to the Student Budget Committee, which will begin 
hearings next month. This committee is responsible for studying all 
requests from student organiations for student activities monies.

Credit by exams approved

Faculty Senate yesterday 
approved a proposal enabling 
students to take examinations in 
place of regular academic work. 

By supporting the proposal, 
the Senate gave departments the 
optk>n of offering examinations 
for academic credit in place of 
course work. The student must 
request the substitute 
examination. Only course work 
normally evaluated by 
examinatkHi may be given in this 

fashion. 

Davki Gruendar, Chairman of 
the Academic Affairs 

Committee, said the purpose of 
the proposal was to give credit 
to students who had obtained a 

proficiency in a subfect outside 
of the university system.

MilHory coup in Ecuodor 

QUITO, Ecuador— A three-man junta put Ecuador under virtual 
military control Wednesday after a bk>odless midnight coup in which 
the armed forces overthrew Arasldem Jose M. Valasoo Ibarra for the 
fourth time since 1933 and sent him into exile in Panama. 

The junta proclaimed a "revolutionary and nationalist" 
government, closed schools, put public transportation under the 
armed forces, established a 9 p.m. -4 a.m. curfew, implanted 
censorship and restored the outlawed leftist-drafted constitution of 
1 945» 

The junta, comprising Army Gen. Guillarmo Rodriguez, Air 
Force Gen. Julio Espinosa and Navy Rear Adm. Anibal Vallejo, said 
Velasco was overthrown for exploiting the people. 

The junta's first act was to suspend general elections sch^cjuled 
June 4, however, and the coup was commonly assumed to have been 
carried out to block the election of opposition leader Assad

Professionalism in 
intercollegiate athletics 



Tampa Stadium Authority chairman Leonard Levy has 
suggested that the annual Florida State-Florida football 
game be played in Tampa, beginning in 1973. 

The proposal has obvious f inanciai rewards for bo^ 
schools, especially since Tampa wvould almost certainly 
enlarge the stadium to hold 60,000 or more people. And 
the game would probably be a sellout each season. 

But students at each imiversity wouM be cheated out of 
the chance to witness what is surely the biggest collegiate 
sports event at either school. 

Intercollegiate athletics are supposedly a part of the 
university, whieb is supposedly lor tiie benefit of tha 
students wlio enroN there, fiat if tfiis proposal is accepted 
by the athletic departments of FSU and UF, they can kiss 
goodbye that argument for student support. 

Paying seven dollars par ticket and driving to Tampa for 
the game would not be more beneficial to students than is 
the scheduled home game at one of the two universities. 

The moving of the game would be another slap in the 
face of students who pay a big chunk of the atMetk: 
budget at both schools. 

This nrK>ve would merely prove what a lot of students 
have been saying for a long time: that intercollegiate 
athletics have become nothing more than profMom!

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Politics and statesmanship 



Some men can rise above 

their own self interest and 
courageously speak. Others, with 
perhaps more at stake, cannot. 

Speaker of the Flori<la 
House Richard Pettigrew^ 
D-Mimni, is an example of the 
fnrst. Senator Hubert Humphrey 
is an example of the second. 

Pettigrew pubhcly stated, in 
Florida, yet, that school 
integration is necessary, and that 
in many cases, because of 
housing patterns, busing of 
children is the only way it can be 
achieved. 

"The only practical way that 
courts and school boards have 
been able to develop, to 
integrate the school system has 
been to transport children in 
school buses out of the ghetto to 
formerly all white schools or 
into the ghetto into formerly all 
black schools," he said. 

Such statements are not 
designed to win friends and 
influence Florida voters. 

What moved Pettigrew to 
make this statement was the 
Florida legislature's 
consideration of a "straw vote" 
to be taken in the Mar. 14 
presidential primary. 

Florida voters would be a^ed 
to say yes or no to these 
questions: 

-"Do you favor an 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution to outlaw forced 
busing of pupils for racial 
balance in the classroom?" 

— "Do you favor an 

amendment to the U.S. 

Consiiiution allowing voluntary 

non-denominati/^r*-« 

— K,xjt*a% prayer in 

the public schools?" 

—"Do you favor providing an 
equal opportunity for all 
children regardless of raoe« 
creed, color, or place of 
residence and oppose a return to 
a dual system of public 
schools?" 

Not only does Pettigrew say 
busing is necessary, he says it 
can work under a busing plan. 
Mil ton now attends a formerly 

att Made school in Dade County 
although there is a formerly all 
white school two and a half 
blocks from his hom. 



After a year of busing, he 
says, there have been no 
incidents, the educational 
perspectives of all the children in 
imegreted dmmotm hew been 
emerged, the edueatkm ol wNie 
children Kes not suffered, and 
that of the blacks has been 
significantly improved. 

Pettigrew's personal 
experience with busmg is also 
significant. Consider the 
situetkm of the federal judge 
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who ordered the merging of two 
school systems end busing in 

Richmond, Virginia, to achieve 
racial balance. His son attends a 
private school. 

Consider the U.S. 
Congressmen who argue for 
more integretion whose sons 
attend private schools. 

Consider the Northern 
Congressmen 



argue for 
more Southern integration and 
refuse to vote for legislation to 
bring it about in their home 
areas. 

To say that busmg is an 
emotional issue is to understate 
the problem. Yet here is a man, 
in the midst of those high 
emotions, urgkig the legisteture 
to defeet a popular NN wtioee 

passage is certain. 

"Now is the time for 
statesmanship and for a vote of 
co n sci en c e ," he said. 

It reminds one of Hubert 
fr^jmphrey, who in the pest has 



made his voice heard m 
unpopular causes. The record 
shows that he has consistently 
supported the labor and civil 
rights movements, even when 
the o e u se i were, like Pettigrew's 
entl-busing stand, extremely 
unpopular. 

That was the okl Humphrey. 

Humphrey addressed the 
Committee on Put>lic Education, 
a division or the AFL-CIO, m a 
statewide convention here. He 
•delivered a speech which makes 
it quite clear that he is pro labor. 

There is no doubt that he is 
~ his record proves it. 

However, in that sanie 
speech, the presidential 
candidate made no mention of 
Vietnam. 

This is certainly a change 
from the remerks he made in 
formally announcing his 
candidacy on Jan. 10, a short 
month and a half ago, m 
Philadelphia. 

At that time, he said, "Our 
urgent, immediate need is to end 
the wer - and to do it now ... It 
is teking Mr. Nixon kKiger to 
withdraw our troops tho.i it 
took us to defeat Hitler. Had I 
been elected, we would now be 
out of that war. I repeat that 
pledge." 

An admirable statemwt. 

Is it really so strange that Mr. 
Humphrey declined to addr^S". 
himself to the Indochmese 
problem in his Tallahassee 
speech?

AFL-CIO President 
George Meany, has said that he 
cannot support any man who 
advocates "surrender" in 
VIetnem. 

Perhaps the Minnesota 
Senator is not advocating 
surrender but he is certainly not 
calling for a committment to 
victory. 

Pettigrew made the 
OHirageous step and said what 
he believes to a hostile audience 
Humphrey did not.

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Education remains static 
as society progresses 



m too many years have passsd fifict 

education for children consisted of direct 
experience obtained primarily from his 
neighborhood, family, and community. 
He relied on the dafiroom for a hoft of 
. carious experiences foWKl in tiooksand 
Jhe moon-spinning tales of "widely 
traveled salesmen." 

American education was structured 
around such a system. It had, and still 
3S as a paramount goal the 
di/idualistic self-improvement of the 
3 jdent through factual learning and rote 
^emonzation. 

But the tone and facilities of our 
society have changed. No longer must a 
child dream about the fast speed of an 
airplane-he can ride the airways himself. 
No longer does he have to wait for the 
/weekly newspaper to discover what is 
happening in the world about him— the 
television evening news sums up world 

events daily. 

To date, the majority of educational 
organization remains static. The 
organization of the school around sterile 
learning provides no outlet for the child 
to engage in collective projects which 
yield personal responsibility and 
interdependent action. Today's student Is 
on an age worn track leading away from 
the future, backward into the sheltered 
past. 

What is being called for in order to 
halt this regression is a redirection of 
goals by educative administrators. The 
totally individualistic concept of 
education must be directed toward 
learning endeavors which allow the child 
to work with others toward a common 
goal-a vital form of involvement which, 
as author James Coleman so concisely 
desaibed, "provides both a direction to 
life and the motivation to learn how to 



imptemem it." 

The vast and seemingly endless array 
of resources available in today's 
environment allow the school to place a 
portion of the responsibiKty erf 
oonoeptuai learning tn the hands of the 
community and thereby focus classroom 
attention on developing the child's 
practical faculties to coexist in modern 
society. 

There must be a place in education for 
the student to assimilate learning 
strategies, especially how to fully utilize 

the resources within the 

environment— permitting the child to 
develop interests toward his maximum 
potential. 

By employing such a "socialization" 
concept in education, focusing on the 
outside world into which the child will 
ultimately be thrust, the schools can 
become creators of responsible, stable, 
and productive human beings who are at 
least adequately adjusted to their true 
environment. 

The schools have the potential to 
become creative testing grounds for 
students without the threats of purely 
academic successes. A child can be 
permitted to grow in means far broader 
than the academic realm— he can touch 
more sides of the nebulous world, making 
it real and concrete. 

It is past time for educators to realize 
the changing needs of present-day 
students. They have capacities which 
need only opportunity to be developed. 

Educators: remove the clouds and 
realize that your classrooms were 
designed for pre-war society. The 
classroom has its own ecology— help the 
children by clearing the air.

House approves bill - 
for bargaining rigltts

The Florida House gave final 
approval Wednesday to a bill 
granting public employees 
collective -bargaining rights, and 
passed another bill making it a 
misdemearwr to deny anyone his 
"right to work" because of 
union membership or 
non-membership. 

The collective bargaining bill, 
criticized by FSU faculty leaders 

for its "lack of teeth" and for its 
stiff striking penalties, now goes 
to the Senate. 

Rep. Lew Earle (R. -Orlando) 
said the bill implementing the 
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state constitution's guarantee to 
the right to hold a job without 
joining a union was needed 
because "compulsory union 
membership ^x'nts de facto 
even though it's unconstitu- 
tional." 

But Rep. Elvm Martine. 
(0-Tampa), niaintained there 
were no union violations of 
right-to-work and warned the 
bill would "do a lot more 
damage than the . evil we're 
trying to correct because so far 
as I know, there have been no 
evils under the present system." 

After the right-to^work bill 
passed. Minority Leader Don 
Reed (R-Boca Raton J called for 
final passage of the blH 
tentatively approved 78-21 
Tuesday, requiring city, county 
and state agencies to bargain 
collectively with their 
employees. 

Reed had said the collective 
bargaining bill would pass only if 
the righi-to-work bill passed the 
house. 



A third alternative, put forth 
by Sen. Kenneth P(«nte. 
R-OvMo, puts an amendrr^cnt 
on the November ballot to 
provide for an eiec**^ 
non-cabinet board of education 
Sen Mallory Hornt.

Humphrey said the proposed 
straw vote on busing, which 
would be on the Mar. 14 
presidential primary ballot, 
would bring out Wallace voters. 

"It certainly won*t help me. 
Nobody can out-segregate 
George," he said. 

In his speech, Humphrey said 
his main goal v»«s to defeat 
Nixon, which received toud 
applause from the audience, 
most of whom sported "Dump 
Nixon" buttons. 

"I have one major objective. 
My goal is to see that the man 
presently in the White House is 
out of that house next January," 
he said. 

Speaking on the Wallace 
candidacy, past and present, 
Humphrey refenred to a paper 
put out by the International 
Assodatkm of ^iachimfia. which 
quoted Wallace as saying he had 
helped to defeat Humphrey in 
1968. 

"We've paid a price m jobs, in 
the cost of living, in taxes, and 
in gro« neglect because we 
dkJn't stand together." Most 
political experts agraa that 
Wallace drew labor votes away 
from Humphrey in the Northern 



states in the 1968 election. 

Humphrey said many people 
support Wallace because of his 
stand on law and order. He said 
he had a first hand experience 
with the problem when he was 
Mayor of Minneapolis. 

Humphrey praised Florida 
Governor Reubin Askew. 

"You've elected a good 
governor in this state. You've 
proven you can change things," 
he said, referring to the 
corporate profits tax supported 
by Askew.

613 qudKies i^^^tm^ license

Flambeau staff 
Every day of the week 40 
young people run a community 
crisis center called "613. " Many 
of the people art ttudenti at 
FAMU and FSU, and the crises 
these volunteers handle most 
involve drugs. 

613 has recently qualified for 
a license as a drug crisis center, 
which is required in Florida. 

Free meals, help in finding a 
job, medical, legal and draft 
referral information are available 
at 613. The staff helps people 
with problems and can direct 
them to the proper sources of 
help, if needed. 

The policy at 613 is 
"confidentiality." According to 
the staffers, no last name ever 
has to be given. "We work well 
with the police. We have their 
confidence, but we don't turn 
any of our recorch over to 
them." 

613 originally operated out 
of a house at 613 W. Pensacola. 
Since the organization makes no 
money and its operating funds 
are very small, expenses at the 
house became so great that 613 
had to move to the University 
Episcopal Church on W. 
Jefferson It now has its own 
room in the basement of the 
church. 

Some of the volunteers who 

work with 613 are people who 
have "been in and out" of the 
drug culture. Most of the 
Students are in such fields as 
social welfare, psychology, 
nursing, art and criminology. 

A person who is interested in 
becoming a staff member first 
attends a rap session. Rap 
sessions are held every Monday 
night at 7:30 in Ruge Hall of the 
church. Sandy Kalin, president 
of 613, presides over the session, 
but ail staff members 
participate. The staff discusses

the most important cases of the 

week arxi how each one was 
handled. This discussion is 
designed to provide staff 
members insight into crises they 
may not oome in oontact witfi 
on their shift. 

After attending the rap 
session, the interested person 
appears before the board of 
directors. The board is made up 
of five young people and two 
"adults." The person tells the 
board why he wants to be on the 
staff. If the board feels that the 
person is sincere and will help, 
he becomes a junior staffer. 

As a junior staffer, \^ must 
spend 30 hours observing the 
handling of crisis situations by a 
senior staffer. During this time 
he also attends training sessions. 
Finally he again appears before 
the board. He must now ''play 
act" the handling of various 
emergencies. If the board feels 
that the junior staffer 
successfully handled the play 
emergencies, he now becomes a 
senior staffer and can handle any 
emergency that comes in. 

613 is open every day until 2 
a.m., except when emergencies 
force it to stay open later. 
Senior staffers work with junior 
staffers in shifts of three hours. 
After closing, a "hot line" is 



open to help ctHers with 

emergencies. 

Although there is no nr>edical 
doctor connected with 613, two 
registered nurses serve as 
voluntMrs and u% available at 
any time. Four student nurses 
also serve on the staff.

Buckley denied free speech, too 



Note the way m which the government plays an 
imtrumental role in denying freedom of speech m 
the following cases. 

Publisher Ralph Ginzburg is about to go to jail 
for one year because he was convicted of sending 
pornoyraphy through the mail (woulrj a nnvate 
mail company arrest you for sending f)ornography 
through its mail service?). And Nesta King, a 
student at FSU, was arrested for passing out 
abortion referral irvformation .. as was Ron Sachs of 
the Florida Alligator in Gainesville. 

And, of course, there is also the case of William 
F. Buckley, Jr. 

I suspect that one reason ¥^y "liberals" have 
generally refused to acknowtedge the Bill Buckley 
case is due either to their personal bias agairm 
conservative Buckley or to the involvennent of a 
union, the American Federation of Television and 
Radio Artists. 

The circumstances are that Buckley is not a 
member of AFTRA but has a television show 
anyway (called "Firing Line") which is broadcast 
weekly. However, to be allowed on the air (at least 
in New York City, where "Firing Line" is 
sometimes produced), a person must be a 
dues-paying member of AFTRA. The government 
has granted AFTRA a legally-enforceable "closed 
shop" arnJ the right to fFee speech can be denied 
over the air waves if you're not a member of this 
union. 

Generally, "liberals" are not concerned much 
with the freedom of chmcf that is denied to 
individuals by closed shops in other industries. The 
issue of voluntarism is rarely considered beneath 
the weight of propaganda that has told us that 
unions are inherently Good and should be, 
therefore, all encompassing; no ifs, ands, or buts. 

The issue of free speech, however, has gained 
enough prominence to test its strength against the 
sacredness of unions. James J. Kilpatrick, Eric 
Severeid, Walter Cronkite and others are said to be 
considering becoming oo-plaintiffs in Buckley's 
suit for free speech also. 

Not surprisingly, the ACLU (the American Civil 
Liberties Union) declined to offer even its moral 
support to Buckley m his fight foi freedom of

FCC (the broadcast license certifies your 
membership) or freedom of speech over the air 
waves can be denied you. 

Furthermore, it must be shown that the station 
you wish to manage will better serve the puWic 
interest" than other applicants for that same 
government-allocated air space that you w sh to 
use. Air waves are not treated as property that can 
be bought and sold in the free market, as land s 
They are allocated arbitrarily, according to 
whatever "the public interest" may mean at any 
particular time. 

Paranoid "liberals", aroused by statements 
made by Agnew and other administration officials 
to the effect that the major news media were 
biased (particu(arly television), have come to the 
Goricfusion that the FCC itself might not always 
act in "the public interest." 

A valid conclusion. But if certain officials really 
wish to initiate mass repression against the 
electronic media, and if the only w ,v they can do 
that is through the powers of the FCC, then wny 
not abolish the FCC? 

Freedom of speech, I can safely predict, will 
continue to be an explosive issue for as long as the 
government is allowed to intervene in areas 
which It has no business being in. fjig^rk Coleman

Fear and hatred may cause strange acts 



From dim stirring in their murky cerebrums— perhaps 
nfx)ved by the same spirit that prods a goat to eat or a 
cow to moo-two state senators have proposed that 
students in state universities pay for half of their 
yiaduate education 

It IS an incredible proposal, this contrivance of Sens. 
Thomas and a la Parte. The idea of making students pay 
for a public education is truly unique, and the yokels 

who dreamed it up are pursuing it with almost divine 
zeal. 

And all but the most torpid graduate students 
lidoet a bit and get very mad. 

The proposal is somewhat akin to proposing that 
stMc senators, Thmnat and a la Parte in particular,

Marcuse reaffirms student values

In his seH-a«ured and solemn manner. Dr. Herbert 
MM-cute rwff trmd the oontinuing values of the student 
mo ve m en t before a packed crowvd in Florida State's 

Moore Auditorium Wednesday night. 

Saying the student movement was not dead or dying, 
Marcus^ said the current phase of the movement 
should be interpreted as "a period of regrouping 
and revaluating rather than a death. The 
ooncNtions that promulgated the movement in the 
first piece still exist and the movement will 
continue until those conditions are changed." 

Marcuse held strong hopes for women's 
liberation. 

"Women's liberation represents a threat to the 
capitalist order/' Marcuse said, "and a threat to 
the entire patriarchy of VVestern civilization, but 
the women's movement hasn't yet become 

conscious of itself and its own importance." 

Marcuse said the women's liberation movement 
isn't currently thorough-going and imaginative 
enough in the demands it makes. Although 
Marcuse said he believes there are irmate 
differences between men and women, the things 
that make men different also make men 
disfunctional in the urban conditions of the 
twentieth century. 

"Today's male is undergoing a feminization," 
Marcuse said, 'and it is indeed needed. Twentieth 
century man's general characteristics should reflect 
a sensitivity and receptivity to himself and others that 
heretofore has been missing. I see this trend developing 
and it should be coming out before too long." 

A student asked Marcuse about Lenin's cell theory 
where students go out into the community and educate 
the masses. 

Marcuse snapped: "Lenin's theory was not meant to 



apply to today's society." 

The student responded heatecfly that Marcuse was 
wrong, to which the noted philosopher said: "That's 
your opinion." 

At one point, Marcuse kiddingly said he vvould 
suggest to Gus Hall, t tuldr head of the United States

Everhart defended the 
advertisement and said that he 
had the editorial printed with 
his state me nts in order to set 
the record straight.

Leaders appear before Senate 
to testify against tuition bill 



FSU President Stanley Marshall and Chancellor Robert Mautz 
will appear before the State Senate universities committee 
tonight for the second time in less than a week to testify 
against the graduate student deferred payment bill. 

The committee meets at 7 in Committee Room 306 of the 
Capitol. 

The committee delayed a vote on the bill Wednesday ni^t 
until Mautz could provide information comparing the tuitk>n 
presently paid by Florida graduate students with that paid by 
graduate stuctents in other states. 

The bill. Senate Bill 406, sponsored by Ways and Means 
Committee Chairman Louis de la Parte (D-Tampa), would 
require graduate students in state supported schools and 
programs to pay upon graGkiation 50 per cent of tfie actual cost 
of their education. De la Parte and Senate President Jerry 
Thomas (D^lupiter), who also strongly supports the bill, contend 
it will provide the additional funding essential to higher 
education in Florida. 

Marshal testified Wednesday that such a program ¥vould price 
the state's 9raduate programs out of the market, as a student 
could «tend gradual schools in any other state cheaper than 
he eould here. 

Two bills, of more than passing interest to FSU students and 
faculty, were approved by the House last week and now await 
Senate action. 

One bill grants full adult rights to 18-year-olds. A similar bW 
has been introduced in the Senate by Sen. Cliff Reuter (R^Varo 
Beach). No committee action has yet been taken on the R«iier 

bill. 

A second bill grants university faculty and staff and other 



state employees collective bargaining rights. Such rights 
required by the new state constitution drawn up In ItflB.

18 year olds should 
hci n t:^ iiici jority rights 

Hurrah! The Fk>rida House has approved a bill 
granting full majority rights to all persons 18 years of 
age or older. 

Now the bill faces stiff opposition in the Senate. 

Students can make their views known on this 
proposal, and if enough do so, we might be able to 
sway a few votes and get the measure passed. 

But it will take each person who favors this bill 
doing a little bit to really be effe c ti ve . 

Method one: signing a petition. There is a simple 
petition being circulated that urges the legislature to 
pass full majority rights. 

Another method is letter-writing. Don't kid yourself. 
Representatives and senators read their mail, and if 
they realize that many voters, including those over 21 
years of age, support this bill, it will influence their 
decisKm. 

The right to vote has already been given to 18 and 
21 -year-olds. Now it is time to grant full majority 
rights to those persons. 

It seems ridicukius that some people would deny to 
IS-year-oMs the rights and privileges of adults after 
having granted the right to vote to this age group. 

With those rights and privileges, of course, go 
responsibilities, but if we are responsible enough to 
vote, shouMn't we be responsible enough to make our 
own decisions in other matters? 

It seems only logical that majority rights will soon 
be a reality for all persons above 18 years of age.

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Li berations goal: To found an egalitarian society 



^ few of us (males) were sitting around the Sun 
^ other day doing little besides talking. Spinning 
^ vvhcels with words. The topic suddenly turned to 
pertonalities within the women's liberation movenwm. 
VP found ourselves in agreemtm on one theme: 
. Vs liberation is ftift one maniftstation of a 
arge spectrum of movements concerned essentially 
^th human liberation. 

The goal of all human liberation movements is a 
truly egalitarian society in which peopte function on 
3 person to person, rather than man to woman, black 
0 vvhite, American to Russian, or any other role to 
role relationship. 

In continuing our conversation we concluded that 
^y of these role to role level relationships are just 
tfiit. In other words, many of the "grouP*" that 
stand in opposition to each other are not really 
groups at all, but are actually roles with which a 
■jpjson can choose to identify or not. If a person 
chooses to overcome societal pressure to live within 
the role of, say White Anglo-Saxon Protestant, then 
he can escape that role and the opposition of other 
role groups who are opposed to WASPs. 

The reality of these various roles within an 
ndiv duai's life varies from individual to individual. If 
racism is real to you, if you are really a racist, then 
you have a responsibility to human liberation to 
overcome your racism. 

The point is, each individual has a responsibility 
to the liberation of the entire human race. The 
question is, how best to take on that responsibility. 
And this is where our conversation finally led us. If 



you try to take on all your hangups at once, you do 
a half-assed )ob on all of them and waste a lot of 
time on problems which may not exist. 

You must identify, for yourself, wtiidi of tlw 
aspects of liberation is the moet real to you as a 
iroblem. If you are first a racist, you must liberate 
yourself from racism. If sexisnn is more real in your 
life, you must attack your sexism. The idea is that 
by concentrating on one area until liberation it 
attained in that area, a person will have a much 
easier time oterooming other preHidldal hangups. 

White males are probably in the worst position ol 
anyone. They are getting it from all sides and they 
are the majority group in that they have control and 
are socialized to assume control. So we arrive at the 
most real (maybe the only real) distirtction between 
people. Male/female differemiation is the most real 
because it is a fact of physiology to which #11 sorts 
of cultural myths have been added. 

CPE edu-group leader John Buckley was asked to 
contribute a few thoughts to this and he put the 
following article on me: 

"By arKi for men~A response to the drive for 
Human Liberation: 

"A small group of men has begun meeting, feeling 
the need to understarKi more fully the male role and 
its implications. An impetus has been women's 
liberation with their manifold, and we feel largely 
correct, criticisms of the sex roles thrust upon us at 
fc>irth and developed through our childhood and adult 
life. These roles or patterns define us in terms of 
what the culture demands, instead of what we as 



individuate miglit chooaa. This might be leu confmmg 
for the IndMduai if so much of Hia m m im 'pmmn 
buikini' ware not unoonadous. thm H. to inany of 
the prescribed behavior pettems hmm baan a part of 

the cultural norm for so long that people. OUT 
parents and peer groups, accept them as human 
nanre, and as such, sacred or at least unchangeable. 
For inaianoa, we ara taught that blacks and women 
art ID ba ooniidarwl 'amotion drivan/ krratiofial li¥ 
comparison to the white male. Wto are than 
'channeled' to fit into the prescribed patterns. Man, 
especially white men, are encouraged to enter 
technical fields, management, or the professions, 
white women are encouraged to be 'less ambitious.' 

"It is only oomparativaly raoantly that the Just 
dem an d s of minority groups and woman for full 
rights as citizens have baan taken aHously and there 
is reasonat>le doubt in many quarters that there exists 
any more than a patronizing attitude on the part of 
most white men, small concessions being occasionally 
made to placate, not to substantially char^, 
essentially oppressive relations. In response to these 
ideas we are attempting to discover the limitatkms 
which have become our limitatkms owing to the 
(Betty Friedan, forgive me . . .) 'm^ mystique.' 
What we are about is liberating ourselves from the 
confining definitions of our culture. We look forward 
to the day, as we work toward that day, when 
oppressive relationships are history and human 
liberation our reality."

Activities such as these do 
more harm than good for the black child. So without blacks in 
charge of organizations there is nothing there. 

The bitter truth is that sometimes blacks are in charge but 
whites use them as covers to carry out white plans-sometimes 
the black is unaware of the implications of his position. 

Activities and programs whteh seem important are relegated 
to inferior spots, which get inferior attention. 

So things aren't "a-changin'." They ain't gettin' no better, 
^hey seem to be because of the white sheet that covers the real 
lago. 

I would go so far as to state that the election for student 
^)/ president was indicative of the static nature of lago. Don't 
^ shocked. Think. 

Many of the activities during Black History Week were poorly 
attended by white students, faculty and administration. This is, 
^^n, also indicative of lago's personality. 
^0 a black may see black productions as unique, desired, 
'^^"^d, cultured, a part of the black man like a rib from Adam, 
^ major breakthrough coming right from the soul in telling the

Definitive critique 
approves dance theater

(Technical advice by Leia Buis) 
At Florida State, where tha 
historical limitations of the fine 
arts ara tat atida and iwhara anyone 
who wants can buy a tidcat for a 
prica that would cava under 
Lincoln Center, tha layman hat hit 
chance to view the "art" in artistic 
first hand. 

Tharafora, tha thraa basic 
elements to judge the story-telling 
arts (of which Dance Thaatra is 
more abstract, but still quite 
nece»ary part) are-d) creating 
order out of chaos; (2) 
communicating the thematic center 
of the piece; and (3) substantial 
continuity of that thematic center. 

Saturday night's "Evening of 
Dance" generally got it across, but 
as with every pastry, there were 
some holes in the dough. 

And as with most performances, 
there were the good guys (in this 
case. Kate Fisher and Marcellus 
Brown) and the bad guy (in this 
case, Gliff Roberts.) 

"Las Sylphidas" ("Tha Sylphs" 
or 'Tha Slander Onat") wat tha 
only instance of the evening in 
which poor lighting was utad in 
the upstage portions 
(BataaCaton-Fidiar). Vardak't dacor 
made the atmotphara and the oorpt 
da ballat kept with it throughout 
the piece, although a bit of 
stiffness in their movamants hurt 
the flow of abstract draam imaptry 
Fokine was trying to create. 

Gary Bates didn't shine in the 
"poet" role. He came across as a 
competent but mediocre dancer. It 
seems that classical ballet cramps 
his style (Lewitzky Oanca 
Company) . 

On the brighter side, the 
dancers had a good grasp on their 
technique; Kathy Jo Brown has 
beautiful feet; Kate Fisher showed 
fine exr^ession in her arms, Patricia 
Caton made some graceful leaps; 
and the costumes created an 
abatract Mand with the lighting and 
dacor that trantfferred tfw spell of 
dreamland to tha audience. 

"Littia Impfovitationt" tied with 
'Nlghtwood^ for tha toi^ piaoat of 
tha avanine. Tha lightint in each 
sbowad an i m a gin a i h ia ute that 
unffortunaialy ha«i*t baan a part of 
other thaalrical productiona hara.

Senate Committee approves 
amended graduate costs bill

Graduate students may have 
jotten some relief Monday 

iqht as the Senate Universities 
3nd Community Colleges 
Committee passed an amended 

ay back later" bill that 

fects the cost of graduate 

education. 

The bill, sponsored by 
Senators de la Parte, Thomas 
"^d Williams, passed the 
committee with an all but one 
unanimous vote, but several 
amendments were included in 
final bill, changing the 
e^^ective date and the amount 
0^ repayment. 

The date the proposed bill 
*'Ould go into effect is the 
'beginning of the 1973-74 
^hool year. Originally, the bill 
^ould have become effective 
" July 1972. 

The change in effective date 
^"ows students who are

colleges. These students, he 
said, can't get into graduate 
school because of the number 
of applicants. If the bill is 
passed in the legislature, he 
claimed that more of ttiese 
students would have a chance 
to get it. 

De la Parte also pointed 
out that the bill allows 
graduates up to 30 years to 

pay back their share of the 
cost of education. He said this 
will allow those students who 
could not afford a graduate 
education before the chance to 
graduate from school, begin 
earning their living, and then 
begin paying back the debt. 

The senator went on to say 
that graduates begin paying 
one year after graduation only 
if they are making an adjusted 
salary of $5,000 a year. Until 
a person is making this 
amount he does not have to 
begin^making payments. 

De la Parte also said that 
the bill attows for an adjusted 
balance of repayment virhich 
would cost the graduates 
anywhere from two to five 
percent of their adjusted 
irKX>me. 

Chancellor Robert Mautz 
spoke against the bill, 

reiterating what he arwl FSU 
President Stanley Marshall 
stated last week when they 
appeared before the universities 
committee. Mautz said the bill 
would be damaging to the 
graduate program of 
by pricing it out of 
market. 



The lone senator who voted 
against the bill. Senator Weber, 
said the bill was a form of 
double debt for those students 
who had to borrow money for 
the basic expenses of graduate 
school. By adding the bill's 
expense, the graduate would 
have two debts to pay off 
after he graduated. 



If Joan Heggen defeats 
incumbent Lee Everhart today 

in the City Commission runoff, 
she will be the first woman 
elected in Tallahassee's history. 

Louis Cook, city auditor in 
charge of elections, estimated 
that around 14,000 voters will 
vote today. Last week a record 
turnout of 12,683 voters 
showed up at the polls. Some 
6,500 of the city's 26,400 
voters are FSU students. 

Today's runoff marks the 

end of a k>ng and fierce battle 

for the City Commission slot. 

Heggen led a field of five last 

week with 4,072 votes. 

Everhart trailed her by only 

209 votes. 

Heggen's campaign got a 

shot in the arm yesterday with 

a local environmentalist group's 

endorsement. Members of the 

steering committee of 
Environment Tallahassee, made 
up of representatives of various 
groups concerned with 
environmental problems , 
announced that the 
organization "favors Ben 
T h o mpson's endorsement of 
Joan Heggen." 

According to David Barrett, 
a Heggen campaign worker, 
Heggen will be in the Union 
courtyard today from noon 
until 1 p.m. to talk with 
students and answer questions. 

Everhart, a wealthy local 
contractor, has been on the

Bomb threat halts classes 



A bomb threat placed against the Bellamy 
Buikling ye^erday turned out to be little more 
than that. The classroom complex was emptied 
for 85 minutes while police searched for the 

bomb. No device was found. 

The call was received by Campus Security 
officials at 11:10 a.m. According to 
Investigations Detective Steve Hooker, "the 
caller simply said that there was a bomb in the 
building. He gave no specifics." 

The building was immediately cleared of 
students and faculty by officials. At 12:35, 
after what Hooker called "a thorough search," 
alarm bells stopped ringing and an all-clear was 
issued by police. 

Campus police also said a rumored bomb 



threat on Friday did not occur. The alarm was 
pulled accidentally, again in the Bellamy 
Building. 

Last spring police received a rash of bomb 
threats against varkHis structures on campus. 

Tully Gym, which was hosting the inauguration 
ceremonies of Governor Askew last Jan. 5, 
received the first of these threats. By March 5, 
when FSU student Doris Jane Hinte was 
arrested for allegedly plactng some of the calls, 
more than SO scares had been recorded. She 
was found not guilty. 

At one point during this span, as many as 
nine threats were made in one day. The 
number peaked shortly after Hinte's arrest and 
has decNnad steadily since.

Heggen has expanded what first appeared to be a 
one- platform campaign to include issues of concern to 
blacks and students, two groups to which Everhart still 
has not addressed himself to any extent. 

We think Joan Heggen is the better candidate for 
this office. The city would suffer with the election of 
Lea Evartiart.

candidates on campuses prior to the primary.

five Chinese members of the university 
community felt the trip by President Nixon to 
Mainland China is a step in the right direction but 
r nk little will come from the vi$lt. 

Miss Sya Chen-Chang, a graduate student in 
English, said it was inevitable that a visit like this 
^Id taKe place, 

Df. T. J. Ho, professor of Asian Studies, said the 
trip had opened the door for better relations with 
Ch na "Things will not change right away, but this is 
a start," he said. Ho said the people in the United 
States will now become more interested in China. 

Ty-How-Lee, a graduate student in meteorology, 
jees the visit as moving in the right direction. Lee 
thinks it will be good for all the countries involved. 

Shao Shang-Chu, a graduate student in 
meteorology, said he did not approve of Nixon's 
visit, but hoped something might come out of it since 



Nixon had decided to no. 

Ching-Hai-Chang, president of the Chinese 
Association at FSU, said the visit was a good thing 
because many of the people m China are looking for 
a change. "Most young people in China feel the old 
leaders are not responding to their desires." he said. 

All f hm agreed that what the rest of the world Is 
seeing on TV is not a true impression of what China 
is really like. 

Chu cited as an example the new bicycles shown 
on the streets of Peking. He said this was an attempt 
by the Chinese to give a good, but false, impression 
of China's stand^-d of living. 

Chang was sure that if Nixon were to go to the 
other parts of China, he would get a different 
impression. 

Miss Chang said the culture of China was changed 
so much after the revolution that it now does not 
resemble any former Chinese culture. 

She said the people in Comnumist China do not 
have the freedom that the people in Taiwan 



(Nationalist China) have. $M coming out of 
Communist China is censored and only the aged afid 
sick are permitted to leave the cx>untry. she said. 

Ho said the Oiineie paofili placed a greet deal of 
emphasis on ttw family system imtM Mao came into 
power. Now, the loyalty of tfie people hm mduimd 
to Mao arKf his government, he said. 

He said he did not agree with the 
"totalitarianism" of the Chinese government. 

Ho regrets that many of these changes have taken 
place, but said they mi#ii have been necessary to 
carry out economic reforms. He said some of thoee 
reforms have been good. 

In discussing living standards in the two Chinas. 
Chu said the standards in Taiwan are much better. 
Lee agreed with Chu that life in Taiwan is much 
better than in Cormnunist China. The two dted per 
capita income, higher in Taiwan, as an indication of 
tNs. 

All of the students expressed e desire to go back 

to Taiwan when they finish their education.

FSU's Precinct D gave Joan 
Heggen a 1500-vote cushion, 
enabling her to glide past 
incumbent Lee Ever hart in 
yesterday's City Conwnission 
race. 

Heggen, wife of FSU's 
James Heggen, is the first 
woman to be elected to the 
policy-making board. 

She racked up a total of 
7.737 votes, handily defeating 
Everhart, who polled 5,347. 

In Precinct D Heggen made 
her biggest gains by capturing 
2,563 votes to Everhart's 
1,067. Heggen also won big in 
Northwood Mall's Precinct A 
with an 800-vote margin. 

The other two precincts 
reported close returns. 
However, Heggen carried ail 
precincts. 

Heggen took Precinct C by 
a margin of 98 votes, 1,358 to 
1,260. She narrowly won in 
Precinct B, leading Everhart 
there by a scant 18 votes, 
1,9^ to 1,943. 

A total of 13,084 persons 
voted, 401 more than voted in 
last week's primary. 

"We picked up the 
university vote," said a jubilant 
Mrs. Heggen, "but we also had 
a substantial amount of black 
support. A vast number of 
blacks voted f or rtfie and I 
personally took a number of 
them to the polls today. Thekr 
supp>ort is most gratifying." 

Heggen will be installed in 
her new post on Friday when 
the City Commission begins 
reorganization plans. At lliat 
meeting. James Ford is 
expected to be elected 
Tallahassee's first black mayor. 

Heggen said her first acts as 
City Cwnmissioner will be to 
investigate many small 
complaints she encountered in 



her campaign. 
"These 



seem like 



nitty-gritty problems that can 

be solved if we investigate 
them," she said. 

"I also want to implement 
as quickly as possible a study 



for a comprehensive plan for 
this city," she said. "We have 
a tremendous amount of 
people in this town with ideas

Funding, appointments 
on Senate's calendar

Student Senate faces a 
haavy calendar of bills, 
resolutions and appointments 
tonight at 7:30 in the 
Leon-Lafayette Room as it 
comes to order for the first 
time under the leedership of 
new Senate President John 
Robertson. 

Confirmations of several 
executive appointments will be 
in order for the Senate. These 
Include cabinet appointments 
and appointments to fill six 
Senate vacancies. 

Four allocation bills will be 
up for discussion tonight. One 
would give $2S,000 to 
refurnish, remodel and relocate 
Union facilities in the 
University Union. This bill was 
introduced by Sen.

Lindsay supports Askew 
on school busing issue

Mayor John V. Lmdsay of New York told the heavily 
anti-busing Florida legislature Tuesday that he endorses public 
school busing, regardless of the political consequences. 

"I am for busing because the altar native of perpetuated racial 
segregation is worse, far worse/' said Lindsay, a demoaatic 
candidate in the March 14 presidential primary election. 

Lindsay told the state Senate and House m separate but 
identical speeches that Flondians should heed the counsel of 
their governor, Reubin Askew, and reject the anti-busing 
proposition placed on the Florida primary ballot by t^e current 
session of the legislature. 

Askew has urged state voters to vote "no" on the ant i -busing 
referendum and "yes" on a companion question asking 
Flondians if they favor equal educational opportunity for 
children of all races. 

Lindsay called the busing issue a "dangerous cloud" that 
threatens to obscure more important questions "about what kind 
of country we are arui where we wish to go as a nation." 

Chinese school visited

PEKING-The building is brick, tv¥0 stories high. Its dark, 
unheated hallways recall the prison-like corridors in some older, 
big city American schools. 

But a visit to Peking's Secondary School No. 26 revealed few 
other similarities to the U.S. system of education. 

A trip to the school was arranged for some of the reporters 
covering the President's trip to China. 

It probably was better than most Chinese secondary schools, 
but the methods of instruction showed that the typical 
education ck)sely follows the dictates of the cultural revolution. 
The classroom material -like the old McGuffey's reader -stressed 
the virtues of the society. 

A young Chinese girl with braided hair, a red plaid skirt and 
baggy blue pants stood by her de^ and radtad in dear English: 
"We bve our Chairman Mao-our groat leader, the red sun in 
our hearts day and night." 

She sat down. Another student, a young man about the same 
age, repeated what she had said. He pronounced the English 
words slowly and very carefully. 

In another room, art teacher Teng Yuan Chong deftly 
exhibited dassical Chinese brush painting to the pupils. He 
skillfully painted a black and white picture of the trunk of a 
pine tree with one branch showing needles.

Eliminate all 
campus parking 

Henry Ford didn't realize what a problem he was 
creating when he produced a relatively low-priced car 
that many people eould afford. 

The problem it pertcini, and FSU it experiencing 
this pr obl e m right now. 

Several alternatives to the existing FSU parking plan 
have been proposed, but all would allow tome perking 
on cemput. Some would have reterved perking for 
faculty and staff, but with greater numbers of student 
parking spaces on campus. Others would have no 
reserved parking for anyone, and wouki throw the 
campus parkmg km open on a first oome, ftrst terved 




We suggest another alternative— eliminate all 
on-campus parking. There are several advantages to this 
klee: 

r With no parking on campus, parking lots could 
be converted into beautiful parks, making the campus 
more beautiful. 

K With no parking on campus, there would be little 
need to have traffk: on any of the roads on campus, 
making it safer for pedestrians. 

1^ With no traffic on university roads, the roads 
could be converted into bkryde trails at little or no 
expense, reducing or eliminating the hazards of 
bicyde-pedestrian collisions on sidewalks on campus. 

These roads could easily handle the flow of bicycle 

traffic. 

The idea is not » far-fetched as it may seem. 
Several campuses in the United States have extremely 
limited or altogether eliminated any traffic and parking 
on campus. 

Unless all cars can be parked on cmipus, no plan of 
on-campus parking will please everyone. There is no 

way to discriminate and have a satisfactory plan. 

With no parking allowed on campus, no one could 
complain about unfair treatment. 

Exceptions would have to be made in certain areas, 
of course. For example, emergency parking must be 
allowed near the University Health Center for obvious 
reasons. 

But these exceptions couki be worked out with 
little trouble, and access to the areas of necessary 
parking should be no trouble at all. 

It just might be the solution to the problems Henry 
helped create when he started producing the Model A. 

Bike riders, be careful

Maybe something will be done about bike trails in 
the very near future. We hope so. If not, someone will 
be seriously hurt or killed.

Control is of 
two t y p e s - i nter na I and 
external. Internal control is 
exercised by the individual 
over himself because of the 
desire on his own part to 
abide by socially accepted 
standards of behavior. External 
control IS exercised over an 
individual by a social 
organization (e.g.. government). 
The organization exerts 
influence over the individual or 
persuades him to conform to 
the desired behavior.

Early in 
our lives, through a process 
called socialization, we learn 
that the wearing of some form 
of deodorant is socially 
expected. Also, I am sure that 
Senator Bell's mommy taught 
him that it isn't nice to expel 
intestinal gas in public.

"Improvisations." "Nightwood" 
is an excellent piece of 
choreography; strong, powerful 
and precise. But Andy doesn't 
even bother to differentiate 
that the first is contemporary 
dance and the latter is ballet. 

The tone of the whole 
aitique reflected a sensual bias 
and sentimental buffoonery 
"Six Dances" had to suffer 
because Campanaro: (1) 
intellectually cannot reco^ize 
satire, and (2) didn't see his 
favorite dancer. But the reader 
gets the biggest slap in the 
face— Andy starts his own little 
dialogue with Dr. Smith on 
what is bad and good. This 
advice is best left to private 
conversation rather than a 
critiqje that is going to have a 
sizat>le effect. 

Finally to "Shakers" he 
throws a bone. To sav ths 
classic by Doris Humphrey 
should have been produced 
first because it wasn't proven 
means the vwiter knows next 
to nothing about dance 
history. Only the piece's 
simplicity saved Campanaro 
from missing its conflict of 
celibacy and passion. 

It is not a pleasure to 
know that the FlambN3LJ s 
writer "approved" Satnrddv s 
Dance Theatre and I cnruje jt 
the thought of him getting at 
any other of the year's 
performances. A good rule is 
to stay away from anybody 
who says they know what is 

happening on stage and is not 
up there doing it. My advice 
to readers is to ignore these 
phony and patronizing 
critiques and judge the 
performances by their own 
attendance.

Askew delays deofh 
of 9 1 Fla. prisoners

Gov. Reubin Askew, who voted as a state senator u n 
capital punishment, granted a mass stay of execution Wednesday 
to the 91 prisoners on Florida's death row until July 1, 1973 

The moratorium followed by less than a week a decision by 
the California supreme court that that state's capital punishment 
law was unconstitutional. That decision ordered the death 
senteces of 102 men and five women on California's death row 
reduced to life imprisonment. 

"Recent court decisions and statistical studies have cast doubt 
upon the constitutionality and efficacy of the death penalty as a 
form of punishment" Askew said. 

Askew's moratorium makes none of the 90 men nor the one 
woman on Florida's death row eligible for release or parole, dor 
does it commute any sentence. 

Under Florida law, the governor cannot commute death 
sentences, unless three members of the elected pardon board 
agree, arKi the governor can issue reprieves, after a death warrant 
has been signed, for no more than 60 days. 

But Askew's legal adviser, Edgar Dunn Jr said the governor's 
authority to establish a moratorium is unlimited.

budget. The remaining 
$2CX),000 would come from 
bookstore profits ($100,000 a 
year according to Sussman) 
and other Union busmess, said 
Sussman.

Sussman said this would be 
the last chance for many years 
to build a new union. 

The present Union oorv^ex 
was built for a studem body 
capacity of 7,600, said 
Sussman A new complex 
would probably be built 
between the present Union and 
the swimming pool, he said.

Yet the alternative of segregated public schools, 
whether by law or by housing patterns, is so much 
worse. For too long Florida, the South, and the nation 
have failed to face up to the problem. 

It is time to quit playing around with this issue. It 
is time to realize that school desegregation is necessary 
and just. 

Busing, unattractive as it niay be, is the only 
solution yet devised. 

The Flambeau urges rejection of the proposal on 
March 14. 

Senator aids CPE 

The unwerstty community owes a word of thanks to 
State Senator Charles Weber, R-Ft. Lauderdale. 

Weber became interested enough in the CPE 
program to teach a course, "How to Surviw as a 
'tSonsumer in a Capitalist System." His course is 
concerned with helping students find out more about 
financial matters such as loans, checking accounts, and 
consumer protection. 

Whether rnie agrees with his politics or not, Weber's 
Interest in students is appreciated. His participation in 
the CPE program is precisely what the program is all 
about: university involvement in the community and 
community involvement in ^ university.

Weber's presence on the campus, in addition to 
helping students via his course content, indicates a 
willingness to communicate, an attempt to find out 
what students are thinking. 

We welcome the Senator and his course to our 
campus, and hope that such beneficial dialog between 
the university and iu representatives in the legislaUire 
will expand.

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Cinetiiutography department in monetary bind

The division of cinematography ms 

three years ago in tbm Oepartrmnt of Ftnt Arts. Filnn 
CO rses. however, have bean available to tttidents for 

v.. years The development of a strong program of 
cinematography could be a project full of exciting 
potential for FSU, but the potential is not now being 
realized. 

The division of dnematography has no new 
equipment, which is prohibitively expensive, to 

experiment with. According to students, some of the 
present equipment is sub standard. Although there are 
only about 15 cinematography majors, there are at 
least 45 students enrolled in film cla«es. 

David Channell instructs all the classes with the 
aid of a teaching assistant. The division is housed not 
m the Fine Arts Building close to the art 
department, but in a rather small, bare building in 

Mabry Heights. 

With more and better facilities, however, the 
division could develop its full potential as a aeative 
program of study. 

The film medium is a rapidly expanding one, full 
of diverse possibilities, according to Channell. 

Films now function usefully in education and 
advertising as well as entertainment. But the new 
trend of the filmmaker, said Channell, is to express a 
personal idea through personal, visual expression. 
More and more, such expressions are becoming more 
abstract and less traditional, more purely expressive 
and less narrative. 

Such films are often thought of dubiously as 



rather avant-garde, but Chanr>ell said he thought the 
viewer s concept of these kinds of films is due to 
lack of expoftjre. 

With the arrhral on a mass tc^ of casi e tte 

television, film viewing will increase because costs will 
greatly decrease. Channell predicted that libraries will 
maintain a variety of film stock, available for public 
use like books. 

Among innovatkms being explored and devebped 
within the medium are celluloid computer images and 
teser holographs. 

Computer techniques, which consist of laying 
images one on top of the other by utilizing filters, 
are already being employed commercially. 

The possibilities of laser hok>graphs are hardly less 
than sensational. Its principle consists of projecting 
laser beams into space, rather than onto a screen, in 
such a way as to create a t hree-di mensiona I effect. 

Such a film suggests interaction between viewer 
and film -a total intellectual and emotional 
involvement. 

Dr. G.K. Bosch, head of the fine arts department, 
is excited about the new program. She said that it is 
a growing area within fine arts. As to the present 

housing of cinematography. Dr. Bosch said that she is 
hopeful of obtaining better space, above the Seminole 
Dining Hall. She said she felt strongly that the new 
department should remain under fine arts, even 
though it services and functions in other departments. 

Film is vital to the theater, art education and 
com nruinicat ions departments. But film is basically an 
art medium. Bosch commented that cinematography 
is a "new area that is relative to the needs of the 



community." 

The mafor difficulty in the division's struggle for 
survival it the iKk of budfMry fundi. A monetary 
defkMficy puts Ommmo w m Htf on oommn ground 
with other areas in the art dapartmant, ^1 at all 
other schools and colleges witNn the umvanlty at 
well. 

Yet the expense to ttudams is graaiar here than 
in other areas of the fine artt. Students who muft 
bear the financial burden of film and devetopment 

resent tuition and other fee hikes wfK>se funds are 
never sifted back to cinematography. 

Dean Robert Lawton of the College of Arts and 
Sciences said he hoped eventually to provide nxKe 
up-to-date equipment and a processing lab, as well as 
expanded facilities. 

In light of the practices of the cinematography 

program i e.. to provide training courses for 
communications majors, services for the community 
and other schools and departments within the 
university, and the development of the most 
immediate medium of the perkxl, there seems little 
need to justify its existence. 

Nationally, film centers are concentrated in the 
West or Northeast; the South traditionally trails 
behind. FSU could take the initiative and become a 
leader in this innovative area. 

What is needed is support-support for an 
embryonic department that can carry artistry, 
creativity, aiKl functkmalism through the electronic 
age.

The sign the Lindsay supporter held outside the Ja<^sonvtlle 
coliseum where the Alabama governor was scheduled to speak 
said, "Debate now." 

And as his supporters began filing in to listen to the country 
music and their candidate, occasionally pausing to buy peanuts 
from black children.

Generally, a political commentator comments, but in this 
case, the situation tells it all. 

Picture the picketers quite peacefully parading in front of the 
coliseum on a fairly cold night, politely letting the fans through 
the doors, following the rules and cooperating with the police. 
Picture the carnival-like feeling as the midway salesman ply their 
Wallace wares. 

"Nigger lovers." 

"Debate what?" 

A lady says to her son, 'Turn that hat around where you 
can see 'Wallace'." 

"Yeah, we want our town to be just like New York."

"^ou got change for a dollar? Good boy."

resignations to the Senate this 
^Afeelc. 

Gary Lanham, Paul Shang, Jo 
Maglino and Apollo Visko were 
the first Pietrodangelo 

appointments for the Senate, 
and were confirmed Wednesday 
night. The business school and 
basic studies sophomore 
divisions each have one vacant 
seat awaiting replacements. 

If the impeachment 
proceedings go through, they 
will be the first in many years. 
Until recently, the statutes listed 
misfeasance, malfeasance and 
nonfeasance as the only grounds 
for impeachment. 

Those terms refer to illegal 
practices or actions in Student 
Senate, or the failure to carry 
out senatorial duties.

He also argued that a plan calling for a lOO-member 
House, if adofyted, oouid save the stass $10 to $15 million 
over the next ten years, and a defeat of such a savings 
would be difficult to explain. 

We agree. The House has voted in the self-interest of its 
members and not in best intaieM of the state. Any 
argument to the contrary will be rejected because the 
House acted to protect the seats held by incumbents. 

it is easy to figure how the state can save $10 millkm: 
20 r e pr ei ent a ti v e s times $12,000 per year in salaries times 
10 years comes out $2,400,000 in salaries alone. Added to 
that total is the expense of professional staff and aides, 
paid by the state. 

That move » indeed going to be hard to explain when 
the representatives who voted against a 100-member House 
come up for reelection. 

The Senate must, under the 1968 constitution, reduce 

its size from 48 to 40 seats this year. The House was under 
no such rastrlction, ahfiough the upper limit on the 
number of representatives was set at 120 by that 
constitution. 

So the House added one seirt to the existNig 119. 

The Senate must approve the same plan before it 
becomes effective. We hope they will not be pressured into 
passing this reapportionment bill to avoid prolonged 
debate over the matter. 

The matter deserves further debate, and should be 
looked into with an eye for the best interests of the people 
of the state. 

And at a time when desperately needed programs are 
being cut out of the state budget, it seems hypocritical to 
increase the size, and therefore the cost, of the State 
House of Representatives.

The South Florida newspapers dubbed the 
hallucinogenic toadstools "magic mushrooms" 
when the first stories appeared in the news last 
summer. The papers reported that farmers were 
complaining about groups of high school and college 
kids invading their cow pastures in search for the not 
so elusive mushroom. 

The story broke to the establishment press on July 
26 when St. Lucie County Constable James Powell 
responded to some anonymous phone calls about the 
new drug fad. He went to a pasture larni, found what 
he believed to be the high-producing mushroom, and 
sent some samples to the University of Florida for 
chemical analysis. 

The mushrooms' hallucinogenic properties were 
confirmed by Dr. James W. Kimbrough, assistant 
mycologist at the University of Fk>rida botany 
department in Gainesville. 

He also said that the mushrooms sent by Powell 
could be growing throughout Florida. 

But the professor warned that the high-producing 
fungus often grows next to highly toxic mushrooms 
that look almost identical to the "stropharia 
cubensis", first discovered among the Indians in the 



American Southwest and Mexico. 

"It is very easy for amateurs to confuse these 
hallucinogenic mushrooms with the deadly ones," 
he said. "If the kids make the mistake, they can die 
from a breakdown of the nervous system or 
intestinal hemorrhaging." 

Kimbrough said that both species grow on manure 
piles as their system is geared to that nutritious 
substrata. 

"It's the only place where you will find both 
kinds," he said. 

Doctors at Ft. Pierce Memorial Hospital have 
reported two cases of mushroom poisoning. Both 
poisonings were admitted after polkx suspected they 
were suffering from a drug overdose. 

They were treated for severe vomiting and 
stomach cramps and released. 

Kimbrough said the hallucinogenic mushroom 
apprears during the rainy summer season. He said 
Powell's samples were the first Fkxrida specimens sent 
to his lab this year. 



What four months ago might have been called a 

drug fad has, at least locally, developed into what 
might be termed a mushroom cult. 

One user, a coed who first used the drug in South 
America, estimated that "hundreds are doing it on 



campus now." 

Sources indicate that her estinuite is fK>t 
exaggerated. 

A senior recounted to me on the phone his 
experience with the mushrooms. 

"The high is close to organic mescaline," he said, 

"but it's a more potent, sort of trip heavy. It's really 
potent, my roommate almost flipped out. When I do 
it I want solitude, you know, get off by myself." 

He said that he had stopped counting how many 
trips he had taken with the mushroom. When presaed 
for a number, he replied "over fifty." 

He said that he and a friend would sometimes go 
caving in Georgia and then pick up hundreds of the 
mushrooms for himself and friends. They don't sell 
the mushrooms but prefer to give them away, 
sometimes in exchange for small quantities of 
marijuana. 

Another girl told me she didn't use drugs, but she 
knew that "everybody" was eating mushrooms. She 
said that one way to keep from getting the wrong 
mushroom was to break it at the stem. If it's purple, 
she said, it will get you high. She was the only person 
to give me this tip to finding the right species, 
however. 

A junior who has eaten the mushroom ten times 

was one of the few people who told of someone 

getting sick from the mushroom." 

"He got sick and puked like crazy," he said. "He 

was so sick he couldn't tell if he got high." 

••• 

Typical of the drug scene, little verifiable research 
h^s been done on the psychedelic mushroom. The 
ohiy known fact about it that we do know is that it 
contains "psilosyn", the active ingredient of 
p^ilocybin. 

"Know your jeweler" is an often heard adage 
when buying diamonds and the same holds for 
mushrooms. Anyone planr»ifig to embark upon happy 

trails with electric mushrooms take heed: Know your 
botanist. The biggest physical danger seems not to be 
the hallucinogenic toadstool itself, but its poisorHMit 
twin. Mushroom poisoning is no fun.

Tallahassee uses a rotating 
system for selecting its mayor. 

Joan Heggen was svvorn In by 
the city attorney for a term of 
three years and presented a 
certificate of election from the 
city auditor clerk. 

Ford is assistant principal of 
Leon High School. The school 
board has stipulated that when 
Ford's duties as mayor take time 
away from his school job, he 
must make up the time. 

"I'll get my job as assistant 
principal done, but it may not 
be during regular 8 to 5 office 
hours," Ford said. 

Heggen thanked all her old 
friends who helped get her 
elected and her new friends who 
played such a vital part in the 
election. 

As mayor. Ford plans to issue 
a monthly report to citizens 
about the status of the city and 
its operation. 

Along with ceremonial duties 



such as greeting dtgmtaries. the 
mayor works with the legislature 
and with fadarat, sMa. and 
county officials on warkMis 

policy questions. 

Catling special meetings to 
deal with problems of finance 
and a variety of other 
oomplicatMm is another duty of 
the mayor in addition to 
presiding over the regularly 
scheduled bi-monthly meetings. 

After several presentatwns of 
awards and plaques. Ford 
entertained nominations for city 
appoints such as city mana^r, 
city auditor; clerk, city attorney, 
assistant attorney, municipal 
judge, and solicitor. 

The commission unanimously 
voted to extend the 
appointments for another year. 

Before electing the new 
mayor, the official retiring of 
Mayor Gene Berkowitz took 
place.

Pledges to reduce forces there 

Nixon makes a

SHANGHAI (UPI)-fVtsident 
Nixon, embracing a mutual goal 

of normalized relations with 

China, pledged Sunday to reduce 
U.S. military forces on Taivvan 
"as the tension in the area 
diminishes" and ultimately to 
withdraw entirety from the 
Nationalist stronghold. 

The President's major 
concession on Taiwan, 
unmatched on paper, at least, 
with a reciprocal gestitf-e by the 
Peking leadership, was contained 
in a joint 1 SOOword 
communique issued the evening 
[j'-fore Nixon s scheduled 
departure for Washington aboard 
his "Spirit of 76" jetliner. 

The communique called, as 
expected, for increased 
Sino-Amcrican trade and 
cultural, scientific, sports and 
journalistic exchanges, and for 
continuing diplomatic contacts 
"through various channels," 
including visits to Peking by a 
"senior U.S. representative" 
from time to time for 
consultations. 

There was no hint of any 
settlement of the Indochina War 
by either side. 

But as for Taiwan, the most 
crucial obstacle to formal 
diplomatic relations between 
Peking and Washington, the 
Pr^.'sident and Premier Chou 
En-lai evidently agreed after 
nearly 18 hours of grueling talks 



to disagree atout the U.S. 
connffHtmem to the Chiang 
Kai-shek regime. 

However, beside^ Nixon's 
declaration of "the ultimate 
objective ' of eliminating U.S. 
forces and military bases on 
Taiwan, the communique made 
no mention of America's 19% 
treaty obligation to come to 
Taiwan's defense in the event of 
an outside attack 

Further, the docunr>ent 
contained the first endorsement 
by any U.S. President of the five 
principles of "peaceful 
coexistence" laid down by the 
1955 Bandung Cor.ference of 
Asian and non-aligned African 
nations, including its reference 
to "respect for the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of all 
states" by which Peking refers to 
its long-standing claim on 
Taiwan. 

Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, the 
presidential adviser who 
hammered out the wording of 
the communique until 5 a.m. 
Saturday with Nixon and in 
separate consultations with 
Deputy Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuan hua, told newsmen at a 
briefing that despite its omission 
from the communique, the 
President still stood by the 1955 
mutual security treaty with the 
Nationalists. 

Kissinger explained under 
intensive questioning that it was 
'extraordinarily difficult" to 



Taiwan is expendable 
in Asian power game

S H A N G H A 
(UPl ) - Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek got the word Sunday 
that his regime on Taiwan is 
expendable in the big power 
geopolitical game in Asia. 

This could hardly have come 
as a surprise. The United States 



UPl comment 



has shown increasing reluctance 
to continue to pretend that the 
Taiwan government legitimately 
represent 800 million Chinese 
living under the red flag on the 
mainland. 

However, even those who 
have long urged that Washington 
disengage itself from Chiang 
were somewhat shocked at the 
manner in which Taiwan was 
dealt with in the joint 
oomnkinique issued at the end 
of President Nixon's week of 
talks with Peking officials. 

China made it clear that 
withdravval of U.S. forces from 
Taiwan wet the price which 
Ming wm dmrnnOmg for the 
establishment of full diplomatic 
relations with Washington. 

What struck many diplomatic 
observers in this part of the 
world was that forHie fkst time 
in any formal declaration on 
Taiwan, the U.S. President failed 
to reaffirm the commitment to 
protect Taiwan against attack, a 
commitment contained in the 



mutual security treaty signed by 
die two governments in 1944. 

Failure to restate this 
commitment was all the more 
glaring because of the American 
pledge in the communique to 
continue its "close ties" with 
South Korea and to "continue 
to develop the existing close 
bonds" with Japan. 

Presidential advser Henry A. 
Kissinger said at a briefing that 
despite the communique, Nixon 
still stood by the 1956 
commitment. But the damage to 
Oiiang's position nevertheless 
seemed beyond repair. 

This was expected to have 
some effect on the smaller Asian 
allies of the U^. who may 
foresee the possibility of the 
U.S. sacrificing them at some 
future time in the interests of 
gaining a broader agreement 
with China. 

If Nixon's approach succeeds 
in bringing a new era of peace to 
Hie far But, then the^ioe paid 
by smaller allies will 
undoubtedly be considered 
justified as far as the big powers 
are concerned. 

If, on the other hand, the 
concessions Nixon appmn 
willing to make bring nothing in 
return from Mcitig, then the 
verdict of history undoubtedly 
will be that he was "taken in" 
by shrewd Chinese leaders who 
played upon his desire to be 
known as a peacemaker. 



refer to the defense treaty in a 
communique issued in Mainland 
China, with which the United 

States has no diplomatic 

relations. 

Nevertheless, UPl diplomatic 
correspondent Stewart Hensk*y 
reported tfiet the damage to 
Chiang Kai shek's long 

deteriorating position in Asian 
power politics seemed beyond 
repair. 

Also, he said, the 
communique carried m implicit 
warning, sure to be read between 
its lines by other small Asian 

nations, that their interests 
might be sacrificed in future 
U.S. efforts to gain a broader 
agreement with China as the 
world's most populous country 
and a growing nuclear power in 
its own right. 

Kissinger insisted at his 

briefing that* there was no 

"scoreboard to see who scored 
how many points on each issue," 

but he acknowledged the 

communique disclosed no 
concessions by Chou dunng his 
five days of talks with Nixon in 
Peking, or by Communist Party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung during 
his 25-minute meeting with the 
President last Monday. 

There was no evidence that 
Nixon i Mao met a second

which has long been returned to 
the motherland; the liberation of 
Taiwan is China's internal affair 
in which no other country has 
the right to interfere; and al 
U.S. forces and military 
installations must be withdrawn 
fronn Taiwan." 

The Chinese rejected any 
concept of "tvw> Chinas" or 
"one China, one Taiwan" or any 
other such phraseology once 
figuring in U.S. |K>ncy makmg 
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presented by Commissioner 
Spurgeon Camp on behalf of the 
commission.

'Yes' on court reform 

March 14 is the date of the Florida presidential 
primary. In one sense, it is also election day for the state 
judiciary system. 

A proposed Article V of the Florida Constitution is one 
of two amendments on that ballot. The amendment, if 
passed by the voters, would initiate sweeping reforms in 
the state's trial court structure. 

Sixteen types of trial courts exist in Florida. The 
proposed Article V consolidates all courts into four 
classes: two appellate and two trial courts, circuit and 
county. 

The proposal also establishes uniform jurisdiction for 
these courts, placing all felonies, juvenile cases and civil 
cases of more than $2500 in circuit court and 
misdemeanors and claims of under $2500 in county 
courts. 

Municipal courts, justice of the peace courts and all 
other courts will, of course, be abolished, but money from 
fines and forfeitures arising under county court cases will 
be returned to the city or county under the proposed 
Article V. 

In addition to reforming the court structure, the 
amendment also provides for more professionalism on the 
part of the judges. 

Full-time judges will be required, eliminating part-time 
judges who also practice as part-time lawyers. Lawyers are 
required for ail judgeships in counties with more than 
40,000 people. 

A provision for the transfer of judges and creation of 
new judge positions is included to insure an adequate 
number. 

The governor will be required to make appointments to 
fill vacancies from nominations by a judicial nominating 
commission. Gov. Reubin Askew does this, but is not 
required to do so by law. 

In effect, the amendment wilt stremiline and 
professionalize the state judiciary system, reducing 
jurSWictional disputes, alleviating confusion and removing 
judges from law practice. 

These changes can and should be made. Vote yes on the 
court reform amendment March 14.

Communication is what it's all about

With the massive chaos of an administrative 
turnover subsiding, a new year begins in Student 
Government. The dawn of a fresh and active 
approach to the direction and activities of SG is being 
ex;>e enced by the new personnel, with varying 
degrees of excitement, apprehension, and often, 
confusion. 

This column is a fragment of that beginning. Its 
purpose: communication. An ineffective, or virtually 
no attempt at communication in the past has placed 
members of the university community in an apathetic 

void as to what Student Government is, will, or 
should be doing. This bi-weekly column, along with 
widespread dissemination of student-related 
information, improved publicity of activities and 
services and the encouragement of input and 
feedback through twice-a-week Union complaint 
cables, should alleviate the past communications gap. 
Cindy Carman, a communications major and former 
student senator, will be directing her efforts this way 
as Student Government Secretary of 
Communications. 

A change in the direction of SG is being initiated 
by the people involved in this year's administration. 
Emohasis is being placed on providing practical 
student services to the university community. Three 
of the newest services to be offered by Student 
Government this year include a student employment 
office, a legal aid office and various free social 



activities. ^ 

The Student Government-spontored ^udtm 
Employment Office, under the direction of Kim 

Wingfield, will begin operations within the next 
month. The office will be run as a professional 
employment office, with its services being offered for 
free. This new branch of SG will be working in 
conjunction with the Financial Aid Office to sollctt 
employment of students by local businesses and make 
these jobs readily available to those interested. The 
Student Employment Office, when in full operation, 
will be located in Room 353 Union. 

The initial ground work for the establishment of a 
Student Legal Aid Office is underway. The office, 
under the direction of Wayne Rubinas, will become 
operative during the spririg quarter. The Student 
Government-sponsored Legal Aid Office, a 
progressive step for the FSU community, will employ 
a full-time attorney and approximately six third-year 
law students. The office, patterned after a similar 
program at the University of Texas, will offer legal 
defense, advice and counseling to members of the 
FSU student body. Guidelines, to determine the 
extent and limitation of the legal defense to be 
offered, will be established within the next quarter. 
For the most part, advice and counseling will be 
offered to ait students on any question or matter of 
legality. 

SG in the coming year will be taking on more of a 

social dimension than it has in the past. The need for 
increased and varied social and cultural activities for 
FSU's growing student body is more than evident. 
Tom Rasmussen, serving as Secretary of Arts and 
Activities, will be working primarily in this area. 
Student Government, in conjunction with the Union 



Pro^wm Office, is making pim for a IMMnity 
Festival to be held in ttw spring. The fwtlwil wiN run 

one week and tentatively will inchide artf, craftS and 
photographic exhibits local cinematographers' films, 
a university talent night, a rock concert I'^d a folk 
festival at the FSU Reservation. All of the activities 
planned for the week will be free. 

The new Student Government, wNle moving into 
these aforementior>ed areas, wiH still be retaining 
many of its prior services and commitments. V. .kimes 
T. Parish, as Seaetary of Academic Affairs, is 
working for the finalization of the Bachelor of 
General Studies degree and activation of the Student 
Advisory Councils in ev«ry academic department. 
Robert Goodman, as Assistant Secretary for Student 
Services, wilt be working with special student 
concerns. For example, any problems faced by 
physically or visually handicapped students will be 
directed to him. 

The coming year will be an active and hopefully 
productive one for FSU's Student Government. The 
present SG people feel that much of the student 
apathy and disinterest toward the organization (i.e., 
low voter turnouts) are resultant of SG's past 
inability to offer services relatable to the average 
student in his or her day-to-day existence within the 
university. 

The new projects and direction of this year's SG 
aim at rectifying this problem. But Student 

Government can only be a success with your help. 
Any student interested in getting involved in any 
capacity within SG is encouraged to see Vice 
President Sharon Gordon in Room 345 Union.

In a speech entitled "The University as a Catalyst for Change," 
Shirley Chisholm poses several questions that warrant consideration: 

"Will we have the courage, the commitment to succumb to the 
action required to stop utilizing our resources on warfare and work 
on the conservation and preservation of our most precious 
resources-human beings^ 

"Will we cease and desist from practices that deprive Blacks, 
Puerto Ricans, Indians, and other minorities from moving into the 
"mainstream of America to partake of the 'American Dream?' 

"Will we be strong enough to transform our institutions to be 
"^elevant and meaningful for today's world?" 

Shirley Chisholm is a woman with change on her mind. The 
change which she may create will be one which is not the usual "pay 
"ow, serve later?" tactic of some politicians. Chisholm advocates a 
"serve now, serve always" phik>sophy in her presidential campaign. 

The racial situation in America, equality and justice for 
humanity, which are her main fojcuses, exclude upper class and 
"Pper middle class people. Because the main problem of these classes 
appears to be what to do with the minorities. And everyone is in a 
minority in some way at some time. You as a student may be a 
minority in your particular age group, field of interest or home 
community when in certain situaticms.

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Two confroversial films in town

The Last Movie and 77» 
Confession, two controv«n»«l 

films released during 1971. are 
currently m town for brief runs 
at the Florida and State Theaters 
respectively. Both are really 
"must see" films, though one it 
really terrible and the other 
quite excellent. 

The Last Movie is the bad 
film. Please, please, please don't 
confuse this terrible movie by 
easy rider Dennis Hopper with 
Peter Bogdanovich's critically 
acclaimed The Last Picture 
Show. 

Even though the latter film, 
which has been in release for 
over four months, has yet to 
play Tallahassee, even though it 
won an Academy Award 
nomination as Best Picture of 
1971, there can be no possible 
comparison between the two 
films. 

If we can, then, totally, 
without reservation, believe the 

auteur theory of filnnmaking, 
Dennis Hopper is definitely an 
auteur, for what we have in The 
Last Movie is a much-touted big 
budget home movie. He's taken 
a bunch of his friends (including 
Peter Fonda, Sylvia Miles, 
Cameron Mitchell, and veteran 
action director Samuel 
Fuller-most of whom are used 
in brief cameos) down to Peru to 
develop this groovy ictea of his. 

The i m pro V isat iona I 
technique of shooting may still 
work for some directors (like 
John Cassavetes in Faces or 
Husbands or Robert Alt man in 
M*A*S*H or Brewster 
McCloud), but Hopper would 
have done better with a tighter 
script and a more clear-cut idea 
of just what in the hell he was 
doing. 

And if the auteur-created 
movie represents the mind 
and/or worfd view of its 

director, then this batch of 
cinematic confusion called 77?^ 
Last Movie indicates that Dennis 
Hopper is very much in need of 
psychiatric help. 

The Last Movie was almost 
unanimously drubbed by 
'national film critics. Therefore, 
^"th my usual critical 
objectivity, I went to see the 
film fully prepared to defend the 
film against its critical 
litreatment. However, in this 
instance, I must concur with my 
'^ore knowledgeable and 
vned colleagues— r/?e Last 
^ovie is terrible. 

However, that's really no 
eason to keep you away from 
this film. It's rare that a film like 
this comes along, and it provides 
excellent opportunity for 
cinephiles to study a bad movie 
3nd see just why and where it 
^ent wrong. 

Working with veteran 

scriptwriter Stewart Stern (who 
"^as done some excellent work. 

his script for Rachel, RecMK 
^^^nis Hopper in The Last 
'^ovie tells *a multi-level story 
^•ch basically revolves around 
* movie stunt man who goes to 
^^^^ to do a Hollywood 



He likes the country, picks 
up a native mistress, and decides 

to stay till the other movie 
companies that he's expecting 
come down to shoot. Along the 
way, he hitches up with a buddy 
for a gold*prospecting 
expeditkMi. 

Also, he encounters the 
Indian population of the town 
who, after the Hollywood movie 
company leaves, decide to shoot 
their own movie. 

However, they are unable to 
realize that movie-making is all 
make-believe. Therefore, when 
the Indians stage a street fight or 
a shoot-out, it is, rather 
frighteningly, the real thing. 
Except that it's not, as we're 
watching a movie. 

In this plot outline there are 
kernels of good ideas. The sort 
of Pirandellian idea of what is 
real and what is not that 
Antonioni explored so brilliantly 
in BioW'Up is perhaps the most 
interesting aspect of the film. 

But it's difficult to discern if 
this vvas intended in the original 
script or if Hopper just tried to 
save a bad movie by adding this 
"what is real" idea in the editing 
process— which, reportedly, took 
over a year. 

After Easy Rider, which was 
so well made, it's hard to believe 
that Hopper could produce such 
an uncontrolled piece of 
filmmaking as The Last Movie. 
Perhaps the majority of the 
credit for the quality of Easy 
Rider lies beyond its director. 
And after the financial debacle 
created by his latest film. The 
Last lyfovie may indeed be 
Hopper's last movie.

named at conference 

Neglect by parents, problems with drug abuse, and childhood 
illnesses were named the mam contributing factors to juvenile 
delinquency at the Southern Conference on Corrections which met 
last week on campus. 

Spacers at the conference included juvtnila court judge Carl 
Guernsey of Mines County, Miss.; Anthony Catalino, superinttfident 
of the Alyce D. McPherson School for Girls in Ocala. Fla.;andTed 
Gross, commissioner of the Youth Services Agency m New York 
City 

Judge Guernsey pointed to broken and "bent" homes as the 
primary cause of delinquency. In cases where the home environment 
appears happy, Guernsey said a lack of communication betvveen 
parents and children may be to blame. 

Catalino said the prime problem with delinquent girls is their 
inability to relate with their mothers when it is necessary. 

Commissioner Gross said that the absence of any real family life 
drives many young people into street gangs, such as those that 
present a menace in htew York. 

"Delinquency calls attention to the lack of concern shown by 
adults for young people," Gross said. "No governmental or private 
agency can ever substitute."

The University Union will 
begin to change. First, 

remodeling and refurnishing 
from within. Then, possibly a $3 
million dollar complex will be 
added on. 

Last week. Student Senate 
voted to give the Union Board 
$25,000 for work within the 
present complex. This money 
combines with $25,000 from the 
Union Board reserve to make the 
changes worbt $50,000. 

The renKxieling will occur in 
three basic projects— 
^edecoration of the second floor, 
redecoration of the third floor, 
and relocation of several Union 
services, according to Roger 
Wehrle, dean of the Union. 

The present Union complex 
was buift in 1964 for a capacity 
of only 7,500 students, said 
Wehrle, so even with 
renovations, additional space is 



needed. So the University is 
seeking a $3 nniHk>n bond issue 
to finarK» the structure. 

"We've been talking of the 
possibility for years," said 
Wehrle, "but the problem has 
ahways been funding." 

For the addition to beco me a 
reality, the Union needs the 
monies generated from the $2 
per capita increase in Student 
Activities fees by last year's 
tuition increase. At present,, the 
dedsKMi as to whether they 
should get that money lies with 
Student Senate. 

Wehrle said the renovations 
would begin immediately. 
Several changes have been 
proposed for the second floor.

Twenty-eight legislators arrive tomorrow to tour FSU and spend 
the night in the dorms, Cheryl Anderson, vice president of 
Inter Dorm Council (IDC), announced yesterday. 

Only eight of the legislators indicated they will stay on campus 
for the entire program, whic^ includes the overnight stay and eating 
meals with students, Anderson said. 

The lawmakers are due to arrive tomorrow afternoon. They will 
be greeted by hosts from each of the 1 3 dorms and will eat a typical 
student meal at the Union cafeteria, Anderson said. After the meal 
they will go to dorms and talk with students. 

President Stanley Marshall will be host to the Florida lawmakers 
at a breakfast on Thursday morning at 7:30 in the Leon- Lafayette 
Room of the Union. 

All the lawmakers are members of the Senate Universities and 
Community Colleges Committee or the House Education 
Committee. 

We picked these particular legislators because they directly 
influence the students in the dorms," Anderson said. 

Five state senators are scheduled to participate in the entire 
program. They are Senators Lewis, Brantley, Johnson, Weber and 

Ware. 

Eight House members have indicated that they will spend the 
^'9ht in FSU's dorms. They are Representatives Kennelly, 
^umgartner, Whitson, Tobiassen, Murphy, Negard and Matthews. 

Because of tight schedules, many of the solons indicated they 
^uld only spend a few hours visiting the dorms. Over 38 lawmakers 
^ere ongmally invited to participate in the FSU activities, but many 
^ad to curtail their visit because of conflicting committee meetings. 

The schedules of the lawmakers while they visit the campus will 
^ determined to a large extent by the dorm hosts, Anderson said.

"student cultural media center," 
he said. 

The Studem Depository 
needs to be rebcated in a more 
secure area, said Wehrle; 

however, no plans are specific. 
He did say the location of a 
Student arts and crafts center in 
the present Student Depository 
room is a possibility. 

Wehrle said renovatkms 
should be completed by the fall. 

Wehrle said it is not yet 
known exactly what facilities 
would be in a new Union 
complex. He said obvious needs 
are for additional office space, 
lounge space, and music listening 



facilities. He said a building 
committee would be formed to 
consult with as many different 
interest groups as possible to try 
and idantify partlouter naads. 

According to Vice President 
Paul Craig, chairman of the 
University Budget Committee, 
the money for the construction 
of a Unkm addition is availabia 
now, and probably will not be 
again in the for es e eab l e future. 

Craig said the profits from 
the Union Store and Bookstore 
have been accumulated for the 
past two years since he and 
Administrative Affairs Vice 
President Robert Peiroe came to 
FSU.

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Three year BA degree prog ram 
Could mean problems for students

A three-year bachek>r degree 
program, as proposed by a bill 
that passed the State Senate 
Monday, would not make it 
easier for students, an FSU 
administrator said. 

On the contrary, it vwuld 
mean added difficulties for 
them-for one thing, in f incfing a 
job. 

The Senate, by a vote of 
36-0, passed a bill, sponsored by 
Senate President Jerry Thomas, 
directing the Sute Dept. of 
Education to devek>p three-year 
undergraduate programs, and 
six-year doctor of teaching arts 
degree programs to be 
implemented in the fall of 1973. 



Under the bill, which now 
goes to the House where Thomas 
says it has a better-than-even 
chance of passing, the Education 

Department would study the 
proposed programs and report 
back to the legislature in April, 
1 973. The Education 
Department would study the 
proposed programs and report 
back to the legislature in April, 
1973. The legislature then would 
decide whether to enact 
implementation legislation. 

"A three-year degree program 
wouM GUdi students in the 
midcfle," Dr. Martin Roedv.

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Senate okays record budget 



Unitfd Pnm in mmHon tl 
Tlie Senate patted a 

record-smashing $16 billion 
state genera' revenue budget 
Monday, sending the House a 
"balanced" bill that iMvet a $50 
million rainyHlay ctitNon in cate 
income does not live up to 
expectations. 

Final 38-0 approval of the 
88-page general appropriations 
bill came less than eight hours 
after debate began. 

Senate President Jerry 
Thomat, 0- Jupiter, sa*d it was 
the earliest point in any session 
that a budget has ev<?r cleared 
the Senate. Thursday marks the 
halfway point in the regular 
60-day session. 

The House Appropriations 
Committee is still hammering 
out its version. 

The bill permits spending of 
$232 miliion more than 
earmarked for the same purposes 
in tlie current year, without a 

penny in new taxes. 

The reason for the easier than 
usual sailing) was that the 
legislature pass^xj a $120 million 
corporate profits tax in a special 
session last December, and the 
new bill spends all but $6 
million of anticipated income 
beyond a $50 million working 
capital fund put aside in case of 
a recession. 

Nearly two-thirds of total 



spending it for education, 
fimding^he opening of two new 
univartitiet, one in Miami, the 
other in Jacksonville, arKf a new 

$6 million prison in Brevard 
County, as well as $21 million 
for a new state capitol. 

The biggest battle came over 
the controversial Governor's 
Citizens Task Force on 
Education which recommended 
that ail educational 

policy-making be shifted from 
the elected cabinet to an 
appointed "super board" under 
the governor. 

The Senate refused to abolish 
the commission entirely, but 
pared its budget down from 
$100,000 to $50,000. 

Before final action, the 
senators cut out the goverrwr's 
requested $500,000 for a pilot 
state housing program. That 
money was set aside in escrow 
for future appropriation if 
implementing bills for the 
housing program— contained in a 
five-bill packag? not yet through 
committees of either house— are 
enacted into law. 

The vote against eliminating 
the entire education committee 
appropriation was 22-17, with 
Thomas favoring it. Sen. Wilbur 
Boyd, D-Palmetto, made the 
motion to soften the Republican 
move to abolish the committee 
by just shaving its funds.

Beach, ¥vho joined with other 
Republicans in trying to gut the 
committee, called it sorry 

state of affairs for us to spend

Senate President Thomas 
abandoned the president's 
rostrum Monday and went to the 
fkxK to steer passage of his kHII. 
He shunted aside an amendment 
that would order the Education 
Department tc study the 
proposals, but without any 
deadline for implementation. 

Thomas said the bill would 
eliminate certain non-essential 
courses. He specifically 
mentioned "bowling," a course 
his daughter was required to 
take at Palm Beach Junior 
College, as one of the classes 
students could do without. 

The proposed "doctor of 
arts" program, Thomas said, 
would be designed to produce 
Ph.Ds for the classroom rather 
than the laboratory. 

"In my opinion, research is 
overdone," he said. 'The doctor 
of teaching arts would tie 
directed at what students want 
today."

bachelor degrees would require 
junior colleges to cut their 
programs back from two years 
to a year and one-half. 

As an immediate repercussion 
of this cutback, the state's 
universities and community 
colleges would have to 
renegotiate their articulation 
agreement. Dr. Marshall 
Hamilton, director of the FSU 
Division of Community College 
Affairs, said Monday in an 
interview. 

The articulation agreement, 
which went imo effect about a 
year ago, stipulates that once a 
student has completed the basic 
studies requirements at any 
Florida university or community 
college he will be deemed to 
have completed the 
recfuirements at all. 

Before the agreement, junior 
college transfer students, even 
those with associate of arts 
degree, had to meet FSU's basic 
studies requirements. 

Hamilton said this necessary

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Agnew the winner In 
battle to undermine 
freedom of the press 



The question of how far freedom of the press is to extend in this 
society and what role exactly it is to play seems to be rising with 

increased frequency these days. 

Vice President Spiro Agnew started a dangerous ball rolling with 
attacks on the national media back in his glory days of the late 
Sixties. Because Agnew and his immediate superior were shown in 
often unfawable light, it was the network TV news service, the wire 
services and the national press that were to be chastised. 
Consideration was not given to the possibility that it was he and his 
Prescient who created their own light by their actions in 
Washington. 

Controversy sinnmered until the summer of 1971 when a 
government bureaucrat decided that he was fed up with what he saw 
going on behind the headlines. 

Daniel Ellsberg took hundreds of pages of evidence which 
pointed out dozens of lies and half-truths spread by three 
presidential administrations, and deposited them squarely with the 
New York Times. 

By doing this, Ellsberg and the Times made people discover 
something that many of them did not want to hear: that their 
government, the United States government, vnas deceiving its 

constituency. 

The populace then remembered the Agnew attacks and figured, 
well, this must be another leftist ploy of CBS, UPl and the Times. So 
let's not attack our sacrosanct politicians, let s get the press again. 
Suits were brought by Nixon Administration officials against the 
Times (though Nixon figured in these revelations sparsely) and there 
It was for the world to see in all its naked glory: the United States 
vs ^he Press. 

After weeks of haggling in front of the Supreme Court, the 
obvious verdict was arrived at by the barest of majorities. The 
freedom of the press must be upheld, even when national security is 
touched. 

Those millions of Americans who will die for the Constitution 
when it favors them, but will attack it blindly when it violates what 

they want to see, rose in outrage. "The media must be suppressed 
when the embarrassment of an ex-President is involved," they said. 
And out grows a nationwide cynicism about any and all reports 
given in the press. 

This, apparently, is just what Mr. Agnew wanted eventually to see 
happen. With millions of doubters scampering over their morning 

newspapers, Agnew and Nixon have nothing to fear in the form of a 
public discontent. Just blame it on the corrupt and biased press, and 
do whatever you damn well please. 

Conventions and elections of a nationwide caliber are just around 
the corner. The Republican Administration and the DenrK)cratic 
incumbents have already lashed out at the press on numerous 
occasions. The public is warning the newspapers and television to 
watch their steps in San Diego and Miami. "Don't give coverage to 
those protesting yippies," said a letter to the editor in the Miami 
Herald, "it just encourages their destructive rampages. Ignore them 
and they'll go away." 

Restrict the press to covering flower shows and horse races, let 
them ignore the injustices, inequities and countless inconsistencies of 
the American Way, and they, the ills, will go away. 

Congratulations, Mr. Vice President. Mission accomplished.

providing student services were 
not very effective in many ways. 

'The tradition has been to 
hire professional people with 
degrees and lots of experience," 
McClellan said. "Then we put 
them in an office and expected 
students to gravitate towards 
them. This has not been very 
effective." 

He said literature in human 
behavior and social psychology 
demonstrates that peer-to-peer 



relationships seem to have more 
credibility. "Simply, when 
students have needs and 

problems, they turn to other 
students first," McClellan said. 

The program presently 
employs seven students m 
various offices within the 
Division of Student Affawrs. The 
students hold professional staff 
positions and work 20 hours a 
week, in addition to carrying full 



supervises and coordinates all 
programs and activities at the 
Black Student's Educational and 
Cultural Center. His duties

Dolf Droge, expert on Vietnamese history, folksinger and 
lecturer, who has been dubbed the "White House Hippie/' will 
appear in Diamond Auditorium today at 2:30 p.m.
